As there never was a better Rule for 
the Conduét of human Life than what is convey'd in 


that excellent fhort Sentence —— Ne guid nimis, {o 
there is none fo feldom obferved. No Charaéter is 
oftner reprefented on the Stage of the World than 
that of Juftice Overdo in the Neft of Fools ; Men 
often become ridiculous’ or odious by over-aéting even 
a laudable Part: For Virtue itfelf, by growing too exu- 
berant, and (if I may be allowed a Metaphor) by run- 


ning to Seed changes its very Nature, and becomes a 
moft pernicious Weed of a moft beautiful Flower, 
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Nothing can be more becoming than Modefty in ~ 
Women. Indeed, fhe who wants it is a Kind of 
Monfter in Nature, a Sort of Cig ge Prodigy ; yet 


even this amiable Quality may be carried too far, — 
may be diftorted into Afte€tation and Prudery, and 
make a Woman, what Sir Richard Steel calls, outra- 
gioufly virtuous. 

Civility or Complacence is a Quality entirely necef- 
fary to the humanizing Mankind, without which they 
would degenerate into .Brutes and Savages; yet this, 
when too-extravagant, renders the Poffeflor ridiculous 
in himfelf and troublefome to others, I have known 
two Men catch cold, by contending which fhould go laft _ 
out of the Rain ; and have feen an elegant Difh {poil- 
ed at an Entertainment, while the well bred Guefts 
have been fhifting it from one to t’other. This trouble- 
fome Overdoing in Civility proceeds generally from a 
well-inclined Temper, encouraged by a narrow Educa- | 
tion, and is entirely abandoned by all the well-bred 
People of our Age. : = 

Friendfhip and: Love, in Perfons who want Delica- 
cy, become often naufeous and diftaiiful. We have a 
vulgar Phrafe, by which we expre{s our Contempt for 
Excefs in the latter, by faying, fuch a Man pins him- 
felf to his Wife’s Girdle. I have known fome Couples 
fo extravagantly fond of each other, that their whole 
Aegarnsesy have been Witneffes of their tendereft 
Endearments: But I muft remark here, that as this Ex-. 
cefs is not very common, fo it feldom lafts long. 

Mott Profeffions lofe their Merit, and become ufelefs 
or hurtful to Mankind by this Talent in their Pro- 
feffors. 

Phyficians have dofed more People out of the World, 
than have ever died for want of Medicines. The Apo- 
thecary in Garth, tells the Dottor.

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Moliere, who was the fevereft Enemy to this Fa- 
culty, hath levelled his fharpett Satire againft this Part ;

Religion. and Laws have been adulterated with fo. 
many needlefs and impertinent Ceremonies, that they 
have been too often drawn into Doubt,and Obfcurity. 
Some Divines and Lawyers have by one Faculty of 
Overdoing, contributed 2s much as in them lay, to 
deprive Mankind of the Benefit. arifing from thofe 
invaluable Befiings. ‘The liberal Arts have fuffered 
from the fame Caufe, 

Cicero tells us, that Apelles imputed the Faults of 
moft of the Painters of his Time to their over-doing. 
-——— Pifores eos errare dicebat Qui non fentirent quid 
effet fatis. 

Few have deferved that Praife which Pliny gives to 
a certain Painter named Zimai. In all whofe Works 
(fays he) there is more to be underftood than is ex- 
prefled. 

Homer, who hath. been ftiled the Prince of Poets, 
is too often inclined to overdoing. He is too prolix in 
his Narrations, and much too Abaco in his Repeti- 
tions ; infomuch, that a very excellent Critic accufes 
him of an Intemperance of Words. This was a Fault 
from which Virgs/ was entirely clear, and yet Augu/tus 
in his Orders to Tucca and Varius, concerning the 
Edition of his Works, gives them full Leave to retrench 
any Superfluities therein, but by no means to infert 
any Addition. Such an Efteem had that polite Prince 
of Concifenefs, and fuch a Deteftation of all Redun- 
dancy in Writing. 

Ovid hath been juftly cenfured for his Exuberance, 
of Fancy, he hath been guilty of the fame Multipli- 
cation of Ideas which Homer hath of Words.. In his 
Metamorphofis, he is always unwilling to quit his Sub- 
yet. His Defcription of the Flood of Deucalion is a 
perfect Chaos of Images. It is the glaring Blemith 
in that admirable Work, wherein there is fcarce a

Page but what abounds with Inftances of this Na- 
ture. , 

Young Authors, and all thofe who have more Imagi-- 
nation than‘Judgment, are continually guilty of this 
Vice. They think they have never faid enough on 
a-Subjeét, and are apt to heap Idea on Idea till they 
have tired and confufed their Readers. 

That laborious Tribe the Commentators, are to a 
Man full of this over-doing Quality, They ever 


Explain a Thing till all Men doubt it, 
And write about it, Goddefs, and about it, 


‘Which is fo juft an Obfervation, that the Mind of a 


Reader, who fhould examine the Commentaries on 
Virgil or Horace, would be in as perplexed a Condition 
as that of Judge Gripus, who very humourofly com- 
dins that every new Evidence only tends to. darken 
and embarafs a Cafe which was plain enough before. 

It hath been the ‘Tenet of fome Philofophers, that 
the original Matter of the whole Univerfe might be 
reduced within the Compafs of a Nutthell. 1 thall 
not aflert into what narrow Bounds all that is truly ex- 
cellent in Authors might be reduced, but I am con- 
fident the very beft might be retrenched within 


_ much fewer Pages than they at prefent confitt ef. We 


may, I believe, notwithftanding what I have obferved 
before of the Aneid, conclude, that had Virgi/ lived 
to the compleating it, it would have been not a little 
fhorter than it now is. It was well anfwered by Arch- 
bifhop Tilbt/on to King William, when he complained 
of the Shortnefs of his Sermon. -—— ‘* Sir, faid the 
* Rithop, could I have beftowed more Time on it, it 

* would not have been fo long. : 
Horace, in his Art of Poetry, particularly recom- 
mends an exact and fevere Defalcation of all fuper- 
fluous Members in Poetry. He himielf practices this 
Rule 
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Rule every where with the greateft exaétnefs ; fo much 
dreading the contrary, that in one of his Epiftles, 
when he apprehends himfelf in Danger of running 
into too great a Length, he ftops fhort, and ends in al- 
moft an abrupt Manner,

a Cow in the Part, who, like Balaam’s Afs of old, 
is faidto have miftook a Prieft for an Angel: Certain 
comfortable Hints from the Wef- Indies ; fignifying, 
the Inhabitants there, have a traditionary Perfuafion, 
that in the Year 1740, they fhall he deliver’d from 
the Tyranny of the Spaniards, by the Arms of the 
Englifo--Old Nick’ s-Son’s Chefbire Prophecy reviv’d,and 
explain’d for the Service of the Public, by the inge- 
nious Mr. Cur/; Dean Sawif?’s true, genuine, and ax- 
thentic Copy of that moft /range, wonderful, and fur- 
prifing Prophecy written by St. Patric, in Lrifh, above 
a thoufand Years ago, by the fame celebrated Hand.

I have known 
fome of thofe grave Gentlemen undertake to cor- 
re€&t an Author for defending the Ufe of Raillery, 
who, at the fame Time, have, upon every Turn, 
made Ufe of that Weapon, tho’ they were naturally 
fo very aukward at it. And this, I believe, may 
be obferv’d in the Cafe of many Zeabts, who have 
taken upon them to anfwer our Modern Free-Wri- 
ters. The tragical Gentlemen, witha grim Afpect, 
and Mien of true Jnguifitors, have but an ill Grace, 
when they vouchfafe to quit their Aufterity, and be 
jocofe and pleafant with an Adverfary, whom they 
would c/u/e to treat in a very different Manner. For, 
todo them Juftice, had they their Wills, I doubt 
not but their Conduét and Mien would be pretty 
much of a Piece. ‘They would, in all Probability, 
foon quit their Farce, and make a thorough Trage- 
dy, But, at prefent, there is nothing fo ridiculous 
as this JAnus-Facgr of Writers,who, with one Coun- 
tenance, force a Smile, and, with another, fhew no- 
thing befide Rage and Fury. pa enter’d the 
Lifts, and agreed to the fair Laws of Combat by 
Wit and Argument, they have no fooner prov’d 
their Weapon, than you hear them crying aloud for 
He/p, and delivering over to the fecular Arm. 
‘ There can’t be a more prepofterous Sight than an 
Executioner and a Merry- Andrew, ating their Part 
on the fame Stage. Yet, I am perfuaded, any one 
will find this to be the real PiSture of certain modern 
Zeadsts in their controverfial Writings. They are no 
more Mailers of Gravity than they are of good Hu- 
mour, ‘ihe firft, always runs into harfh Severity, 
and the other into an awkward Buffoonery. And 
thus, between Anger and Pleafure, Zeal and Drollery, 
* ther 
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their Writing has much fuch a Grace as the Play of 
humourfome Children, who, at the fame Inftant, are 
both peevith and wanton, and can laugh and cry al- 
moft in one and the fame Breath. 

‘ How agreeable fuch Writings are like to prové, 
and of what Effect towards the winning over, or 
convincing thofe who are fuppofed'to be in Error, I 
need not go about to explain, Norcan'I wonder, 
on this Account, to hear thofe public Lamentations 
of Zealots, that, while the Books of their Adverfa- 
‘ ries are fo cubrent, their Anfwers to them, can hard-

Thus far this accomplifh’d Nobleman ; from whom 
*tis dangerous to quote, both as he is an obnoxious 
Writer to the before-mention’d numerous Body, ‘and, 
likewife, becaufe fo few Perfons are Matters of a Stile 
fit to appear in the fame Page.—But I have not Lei- 
fure to make Compliments ; the Cry is up; and every 
impatient Critic demanding What Relation this Paffage 
has to Prophecy?

have affected good Manners, and, at the fame Time, 
fpit in the Faces of all who oppos’d them : If the 
Merry- Andrew grimac’d it in one Paragraph, the Exe- 
¢utioner threaten’d in the next: Nor have they libell’d 
the Public more grofly, for treating them and their 
Writings with Contempt, than for preferring and ex- 
tolling their Adverfaries. —With the Hearts of Inqui- 
fitors, they wanted only the Power; and, like Cad- 
gula, had the Patriot-Writers but one Neck, they 
would have funder'd it at a Blow ; if not fure to ftarve 
themfelves, as foon as the Execution was over.—— 
Thus the Paralel is uniform in every Circumftance, 
and, as there never was, or will be fuch another Set 
of extraordinary Creatures, this remarkable Paflage of 
his Lordfhip’s mutt allude to them, and them only.

This Infidelity hath been much complained of by 
‘Travellers, who if they advance any Thing foreign to 
the Habits and Cuftoms of our own\Country, have of- 
ten the Lie fecretly given them by their home-bred 
Hearers ; which want of Faith is fo general, that it 
hath given Rife to a Proverb; and when a Man 
would give you gently to underftand, that your 
Story meets with no Credit from the Company, it 
is afnal to defire you, not to put the Traveller upon them. - 

Thofe who have obliged the World with written 
Accounts of their Voyages, have very feverely ex- 
rasp this Temper, more efpecially thofe who 

ave treated of remoter Countries, and fuch as few 
People know any Thing of befide themfelves.

To omit Ro- 
binfon Crufo, and other grave Writers, the facetious 
Captain Gulliver is more admired, I believe, for his 
Wit than his Truth; and I have been informed, 
that feveral ignorant People, doubt at this Day, 
whether there be really any fuch Places as Lilliput, La- 
puta, &c. 

Notwithftanding this Difcouragement, I fhall ven- 
ture to give the Reader fome Extratts from the Voy- 
ages of one of my Anceitors, and if I find they are

Polity, it will be impoffible for me to reduce it to aby 
of thofe general Heads under which our feveral Species 
of Government have been defin’d by Political Writers. 


One of their learned Men, after I had inform’d himof | 


thofe which we commonly know, told me :he could 
give no better Name to their’s, than that of Sri.ro- 
Frrocy, a Word very difficult to tranflate. Thefe 
wife People have two Methods of eleting their Magi- 


ftrates, which are by Weight and Meafure ; forwhich © 
Purpofe, everg Town hatha large Chair ereéted, and | 
near’ita Pair of Scales. No Mancan be admitted to ~ 


the Magiftracy, till he is of fuch an exact Weight, and 


likewife fills the Chair: For which Reafon, they have | 
two Phrafes to exprefs their higheft Opinion of their = 


Countrymen, viz. He fills his Po with great, Abili- 


ty. Or, He is a@ Man of great Weight in bis Country, © 
By this Method they preferve an exact Symmetry a- © 
mong their Magiftrates, who are call’'d a Creus, or | 
one Body, which Rule being likewife obferv’d in their 
Drefs, by them called Icx-Pppne, ftrikes a very © 


great Awe into the Eyes of the Beholders of their Pro- 
ceffions. 
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The Magiftrates frequently fummon certain Councils, 
the better to maintain good Order and Sobriety. ‘Thefe 
the Natives call Drnxn-Brs, and they fometimescon- 
tinue 14 Hours together. 

Every one of thefe Towns keeps a Calf’s Skin in a 
Box, which they preferve with the utmoft Care and 
Veneration. ‘This infpir’d fome of our Sailors with an 
Imagination, that thefe People drew their Religion 
from the Worthip of the Golden Calf: But, befide 
that, there is no Reafon to believe, that the Bible, or 
indeed any Part of either the Fewi/ or Chriftian Re- 
ligion, were ever heard of in this Country ; fo it is 
certain, that what the Sailors, who never learnt a Word 
of their Language, look’d on as Religion and Law were 
nothing more than the public Shews or Diverfions of 
thefe People. . 

For the Reprefentation of thofe Shews, which our 
Crew fancied to have fomething of religious Worfhip 
in them, there are.in every Town one or more large 
Edifices or Theatres, which are maintained at the pub- ° 
lic Expence : Inthe largeft of thefe they Pete? per- 
form their Operas ; for which, befides a large Number 
of Voices, they maintain likewife feveral grave Per- 
fons at a more confiderable Stipend, only to beat Time. 
Their ether theatrical Reprefentations are confined to 
fo few Characters, that they are rather like Le€tures 
than Comedies. And I have been told by feveral of 
the Natives, that fome of them contain very excellent 
Leffons of Morality. ‘The Magiftrates go to them in 
Form, where, as it is often the only Vacations they 
have from the abovementioned Councils, they all goto 
fleep ; which, together with the Behaviour of moit of 
the other Spe€tators, affures me there is nothing religi- 
ous in their Meetings ; for, indeed, the Behaviour of the 


Performers, would otherwife incline me to the contrary

As to that Part of their public Diverfions, which 
our Men miftook for Law, it isa Game unlike any 
‘Thing practiced in Europe, and may be play’d by one 
or tWo, or fometimes ten of a Side, There are two

The Gamefters are furnifh’d with Rackets call’d Brrs, 
with which they beat the two Balls from one to the o- 
ther ; young, robuft Gameilers fometimes ftrike them 
away immediately, but thofe who are more experienc’d 
will keep them up till they are beaten to Pieces.

I have been often pleafed with the Opinion which 
the poor Wretches, whom the Spaniards conquered in 
America, entertained of this noble Animal, to which 
they offered great Part of the Treafure they brought 
to the Spaniards at their petitioning for Peace, Look- 
ing on them, fays my Author, to be of a Nature fu- 
perior to themfelves, and fancying their Neighing to 
be Tokens of Concord and Good-will, in a Language 
not underftood by them. é 
_ Several Writers, who have undertaken to degrade 
human Underftanding to the Level of Brutes, have in- 
fifted much on the great Wifdom and Sagacity of a 
Horfe ; and tho’ I would by no Means enliit myfelf 
in the Number of thefe Writers, I mut confefs. I have 
often made Comparifons between a Man and his Horie, 
not much to the Advantage of the Rider. 

The Hiftory of a Hero hath been {fcarce. thought. 
compleat without fome Defcription of his Horfe ; the 
Horfes of Alexander and Cefar are confecrated to 
Fame with their Riders. It is reported of the latter, 
that he would ftoop to take up his Mafter; tho’: he 
would condefcend to admit no other on his Back. Int- 
deed, I have known a Horfe, who hath not belong’d 
to a Hero, who would be rid by none but his own 
Matfter. 

Romance’ generally acquaints us with the _Name 
and Virtues of the Horfe as well as the Hero. Thus 
the famous Cid’s Horfe was called Badicca, and that 
great and renow'd Knight Don Quixote thus exprefles 


himfelf in Favour of: Rozinante. ‘ 'Thou wife En- 





‘chanter, whoever thou art, who fhall chronicle thefe 
my Atchievements, I defire thee not to forget’ my 
* good Horfe Roz ine € 
7 orie Koxinante, mine eternal and infeparable 
Companion in all my Travels and Adventures.’ 

Nor do I think it poffible to read that excellent Hi- 
C 3 
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ftory, without conceiving a very great Affection for 
that renown’d Beaft. 

The Honours which Caligula conferred on his 
Horfe, is too well known to need any expatiating on | 
here; and I think it may be obferved to their Repu- 
tation, that all great Perfonages ancient and modern, 
have chofe to communicate their Graces to Pofterity by 
Equeftrian Statues. 


‘L here have not been wanting fome generous Spirits 


among us, who have exerted themfelves in Defence of 


this noble Animal. <A celebrated Recorder of London, 
is reported in his Condemnation of a Highwayman to 
have taken Notice of a flain Horfe, whofe innocent 
Blood cali’d for Vengeance on its Murtherer. Nor is 
ita little to the Honour of a Horfe, that he is, till 
very lately, the only Animal which it was Felony 
without Benefit of Clergy to iteal. 

It may likewife thew fome Refpect to this Crea- 
ture, that the Continuation of his Health is thought 
of that fuperior Importance, that feveral Profeffors of 
Medicine, to whom we give the Degree or Title of 
Doétor, get a Livetthoud by it.

It hath been remarked by fome learned Men that. 
this Word can be expreft in no other Language than 
the Englifo; by which I fuppofe they mean that the 


‘Latins 
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Latins never wiéd Bora “Netura; or thé Greeks 00% 
é@yactn, for furely they do not intend that they had 
no fuch Idea as We'¢orivey ‘by that Word : For befides 
:AavSpwrie and the Verbs gsAaySpwtw and g:Aav- 
Spawmivouet which we haveno'fitigle Verb to anfwer. 
What are tupévaa'and many others, befides praopay 
QrAdgroruin, and EsAbgesveo.42, Words which require 
a Yong Periphrafis in our Language toexprefs them ? 
Or what Idea do'Wwe conceive from Cémitas, Benignitas, 
Binevsleitia, Hamenitas, &c. ? Indeed, the Antients 
feem to have lddKed‘én what we call Godd-nature as 
a Quality almoft infeperable from Nature itfelf, as ap- 
ars in the Motto! of this ‘Paper, and feveral other 
afiages of the fame amd other Authors, particularly 
in that famous, ftoic Rant (as a modern Writer calls it) 
wherein Ill-nature is reprefented magis contra Naturam 
guain Mors quam Paupertas quam cetera omnia, &c. 
‘And whoever reads the ‘Works of Plato, Will be vety 
little inclined to imagine that the Ancients either want- 
ed the Idea of Good nature, or Words to exprefs it. 

No Virtue or* Quality in the’ Mind of Man hath 
met with fo various a Reception as this whilit fome 
few have held it-in -the-moft -facred -Efteem, -feverat 
wife Men have confidered it as a Mark of Folly and 
Weakiéfs, and feveyal brave’Men have defpifed it as 
a certain Indieation of Cowardice or Pufillanimity. 

I am apt to fufpe& when I fee fenfible Men totally 
differ in Opiriién concerning any general Word, that 
the complex Idea in their feveral Minds which this 
Word reprefents isecompounded of very ‘different Sim- 
ples. ‘ Thofe grofs and confafed Conceptions -{fays 
* Mr. Lock) which Men ordinarily have, afd’ to which 
* they apply the common Words of their Language 
* may ferve them well enough in their ordinary Dif | 


* courfes and Affairs; but this is not fafficient for 
* philofophical Enguires.” And a little lower in the 
fame Page, this great Man declares, that the moit he 
* can find in all the Volumes and Varieties of Contro- 

verfies, 
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® verfies-with which the Wond is ‘diftra&ted, is, that 
* the contending learned'Men of differetit Parties do, 
“¢ in their arguings with one another, {peak ° differerit 
‘© Languages.’ Iwill venture to illuftrate ‘this by a 
familiar Inftance : Suppofe an Apothecary (4s pe 

they often do) after cl up a moft’pleafant Cor. 
‘dial, and a moft naufeous Potion for different Patients, 
fhould -write the fame hard Word (Haujtitoriferous 
Draught for Example) von ‘each ‘of ‘the Bottles, would 
not thefe two Patients ever after conceive véry dif- 
ferent Ideas of Hau/liporiferous, and would not they 
ftare equally at each other, when ‘the one commend- 
-ed the lealentaels, and the other exclaimed againtft ‘the 
Natfeoufnefs of the Draught ? : 

This I apprehend may be the'Cafe in Good-natures 
for. the common Ufe of the Words, ‘without certain 
and fixed Ideas annexed to them, will not at all mend 
the Matter. I fhalttherefore endeavour to afcertain 
the Idea of a good-natured Man, for which Purpofe, 
I thall take thefe different Ideas to Pieces, and reduce 
them according to Ariflork’s Method into the ¢rdyise 
poet, or their fimple Parts: For, as Cicero higts in 
the fame Treatife from whence I have taken my 
‘Motto, Error generally arifes cam non bene provifa 
nec fatis diligexter explorata Principia ponuntur. 

And this is really no more than ‘to fhew firft what 
‘Good-nature realy is, and fecondly, what it is not. 

Good-nature is a Delight in the Happinefs.of Man- 
‘kind, and a Concern at their Mifery, with a Defire, 
as much as poffible, to procure the former, and avert 


the latter ; and this, with a conftant Regard to De- 
fert. 


Good-nature is not that Weaknefs, which, without 


Diftinétion, affeéts both the Virtuons and the Bafe, and 


equally laments the Punifhment of Villany, with the ° 


Difappointment of Merit ; foras this amiable Quality 


refpects the whole, fo it muft give up the Particular, to 
abe Good of the General. 


It 
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It is not that Cowardice which prevents us from re. 


ppelling or refenting an Injury ; for it doth not diveft us 


of Humanity, and like Charity, tho’ it doth notend, 
may at leaft begin at Home. | 

From thefe Propofitions, the Truth of which will 
not, I believe, be denied, unlefs for the Sake of Ar- 
gument, I draw the following Conclufions. 

That thofe who include Folly and Cowardice, as the 
certain. Ingredients of Good-nature, compound their 
Idea of Good-nature of very different Simples from 
thofe who exclude them. 

That as Gocd-nature requires a diftinguifhing Fa- 
culty, which is another Word for Judgment, and is 
perhaps the fole Boundary between Wifdom and py 
it is impoflible for a Fool, who hath no diitinguilhing 
Faculty, to be good-natured. 

That as -nature, which is the chief if not only 
Quality in the Mind of Man in the leaft tending that 
Way, doth not forbid the avenging an Injury, Chrif- 
tianity hath taught us fomething beyond what the 
Religion of Nature and Philofophy could arrive ats 
and confequently, that it is not as old as the Creation, 
nor is Revelation ufelefs with Regard to-Morality, if 
it had taught us no more than this excellent’ Do€trine, 
which, if generally followed, would make Mankind 
much happier, as well as better than they are. 

That to be averfe to, and repine at the Punifhment 
of Vice and Villainy, is not the Mark of Good nature 
but Folly ; on the contrary, to bring a rea/ and great 
Criminal to Juftice, is, perhaps, the beft-natured Office 
we can perform to Society, and the Profecutor, the 
Juryman, the Judge, and the Hangman himéelf may 


_ do their Duty without injuring this Character; nay, the 


laft Office, if properly employed, niay: be in ‘Truth 
the beft natured, as wel] as the higheft Poft of Honour 

in the Kingdom. 
‘That there is no Parodox or Repugnancy in that 
Character given of the excellent Earlof Dorf: That 
7 he 


. 
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he was The bet good Man with the worft natured Mufe. 
For Satire on Vice or vicious Men; tho’ never-{o-point- 
ed, isno more a Sign of Iil-nature than it would be 
to crufha Serpent, or deftroy a wild Beait.' If the 
Mind be only tainted with one particular Vice, this is 
but a Potion given to_our Difeate ; and tho’ it may be 
attended with fome Pain in the Operation, the Satifift 
is to be regarded as our Phyfician, not our Enemy 3 
but if the Mind be. totally corrupted, if it fubfiits a 
Nufance and Infe&tion only to others, fuch a Man, I 
am fure, hath little Reafon to complain that the Satirift 
attacks him infiead of the Executioner, and while he 


lives the Peft and Curfe of his Country, may very eafily 


and quietly fit down coatented with being laughed 
af. | | 

Laftly, that as Good-nature is a Delight in the 
Happinefs of Mankind, every: good-natured Man will 
‘do his utmoft to contribute: to-the Happinefs of each 
Individuat ; and confequently that every Man who is 
not a Villain, if he loves not the good-natured Man, 
is guilty of Ingratitude. | 

This is that amiable Quality, which, like the Sun, 
gilds over all. our other Virtues; this it is, which 
enables us,to-pafs through all the Offices and Stations 
of Life with real Merit. This only makes the duti+ 
ful Son, the affeétionate Brother, the tender Hufband, 
the indulgent. Father, the kind Mafter, the faithfal 
Friend, and the firm Patriot. This makes us gentle 
without Fear,’ humble without Hopes, and charitable 
without Oftentation, and extends the Pewer, Know- 
ledge, Strength, and Riches of Individuals to the Good 
of the Whole. It is (as Shak/peare calls it) the Milk, 
or rather the Cream of Human Nature, and whoever 
is pofleffed of this Perfection fhould be pitied, not hated 
for the Want of any other. Whereas all other Virtues 
without fome Tinéture of this, may be well called 


Splendida Peccata ; for the richer, ftronger, more 


powerful, or more knowing an ill-natured Man is, the 
; greater 
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greater Mifchiefs he will . ate; it is Ill-natures: 
with thefe Qualities, which hath fettered and harraffed ! 
Mankind; hath erected the Tyrant’s Throne, hath‘ 
Jet loofe the Conqueror’s two-edged’ Sword, and the’ 
Prieit’s two edged ‘Tongue ; hath impofed fevere Laws, - 
invented cruel Punifhments, bats fent pose Fire me 
Sword and F t, to ravage, burn, te an 
enflave Nations’ Laflly, ‘hath .injuriouily the 
conquer’d Father down to, and bred up the flavith 
Son in an Eftimation and Honour of thofe Men and 
thofe Aétions, which are the juft Objects of Contempt, 
Abhorrence, and Deteftation. , 

I know not fogreat, fo glorious, fo lovely an Idea 
of the benevolent Creator of the Univerfe, as that 
which is’ affixed to him .by the -noble Author whom 
we have fo often quoted, and fhall quote:.. He is (fays 
he) The beft-natured Being in the Univerfe ;.the more 
therefore we cultivate the {weet Difpofition in ‘our 
Minds, the nearer we draw to Divine Perfeétion ;. to 
‘which we fhould be the more ftrongly incited, as it is 
that which we may approach the neareft to. All his 
other Attributes throw us immeditately ‘out of Sight, 
but this Virtue lies in Will, and-not: at: all in'Pow- 
er, 

Nor can the felfifh Man want Incentives to this Vir- 
tue ; for as it is more eafily and fafely fatisfied than 
Ambition, Revenge, or any of thofe..pernicious Paf- 
fions, fo are its Joys more exquifite, and lef interrupt- 
ed. Ambition is feldom fatisfied without >Fear, ‘or 
‘Revenge without “Remorfe ;, but the -good natured 
Man can never carry: his Enjoyments too far,, this be- 
ang the only Affection of the human Mind’which can 
never be fated. :

r@ HE RE is nothing fo unjuftifiable as the 
general Abufe of any Nation or Body 
‘of Men: For which Reafon, I have 
always difliked thofe Sarcafns we are 
too apt to caft on a particular Part of 
His Majefty’s Dominions, whofe Na- 
tives have been commonly cenfured by the Englid: 
Mob for Blundering and Affurance, tho’ it ‘is notori- 
‘ous that feveral of our greateft Wits and beft-bred Men 
-have come to us from that Quarter. , 

In like Manner, I have already condemn’d the Cu- 
ftom of throwing Scandal on a whole Sigg in for 
the Vices of fome particular Members, Can any 
Thing be more unreafonable than to cafe an Odium on 
the Profeffions of Divinity, Law, and Phyfic, becaufe 
there have been abfurd or wicked Divines, Lawyers, 
- and Phyficians? fe 

But there is an Errer direétly oppofite to this, which 
may likewife deferve Corre€tion, I mean that Prote- 
€tion which fome Perfons would draw from their Pro- 
feffions, who, when they are‘jaftly cenfured for their 
Actions, retreat (if I may fo fay) behind the Walls 
ef their Order, and endeavour to réprefent our At- 
tacs on the Individual to be levelled at the whole Body. 
Whereas, the Profefiion fhould give no more Security 
to the Man than the Man fhould bring-a Difgrace on 
hist Profeffion. . 7 
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The Awe which the wifer and better Part of Man- 
kind have of the Supreme Being, and confequently of 
every Thing which {cems more immediately to belong. 
. to his Service, hath eneouraged fome Clergymen to 

- apply to the Dignity or Divinity of their Office, as a 
Security againft all Accufation : It is well known, that 
a few Years fince, if you had given a Hint that any 
particular Perfon in Holy Orders had misbehaved him- 
felf, a Cry would have been immediately raifed that 
the Church was in Danger, and you would have been 
arraigned for {preading fuch Invegtives, with a mati- 
cious Defign of bringing the whole Body of the 
Clergy into Contempt. : 

Now. it feems to me a moft apparent Truth that’ . 
the greater Honour which we entertain for our Crea-. 
tor, the greater Abomination we fhall have for thofe. 
who pervert his holy Inftitutions, and have the Im- 

udence to wear the Livery of his more immediate 

rvice, whilft they act againft it. In what Manner 
would a good Subject of Great-Britain behave to one 
of his profligate Countrymen abroad, who fhould be- 
tray the Intereft of his King, and at the fame Time 
prefume. to call himfelf his Ambaffadour ? | 
I have heard of a Pamphlet, called Reafons of the 
Contempt of theClergy. If by the Clergy, the Author 
means the Order, I hope there is no fuch Contempt ; 
nay, I will venture to fay, there is not among fenfi- 
ble and fober Men, the only Perfons whofe ill Opinion 
is toe valued, or by any Argument to be removed. 
-'This Contempt, therefore, ~muft be meartt of particu- 
lar Clergymen, and even this I fhould be unwilling to 
allow juitifiable, or to affign any Rea/fon for it. Hu- 
man Frailty is indeed fuch, that it is very difficult, if 
not impoflible, to preferve any Body (efpecially fo large 
a one) from fome rotten Members, but the utmoft Care 
is here taken on that Regard. Numberlefs public 
Schools are inftituted for the Inftruétion of our Youth, 
the Magers of which are prefered with proper Re- 
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{pect to their. Morals. as welkas ing. Hence the 
Scholars are remov’d to one or other of two excellent 
Univerfities, alike. remark’d for their Erudition, So- 
briety, and geod Order... After which the nigigh and

mot impartial Examination. muft be undergone before 
the Candidate will be admitted into Holy Orders, in

"Tf, notwithttanding all. this Care, a.few unworthy 
Members creep in, itis certainly. doing a ferviceable Of- 
fics ta the Body todetect and expofe them; nay, it is 
what the Sound and uncorrupt Part fhould not only be 
pleas’d with, but themfelves endeavour to,execute, efpe- 
cially if they are fufpicious of, or offended at Contempt 
or Ridicule, which can never fall with any Weight on 
the Order itfelf, or on any Clergyman, who is not 
really a Scandal to it. 





Tho’ I am, as I have before faid, very far from ac- 
knowledge. that fenfible or fober Minds are tainted 


with any fuch general Contempt, as hath been intima- 
ted, yetas perha sfome idle aa unthinking young Men, 
may exprefs too little Refpe& (to ufe a common Phrafe) 
for the Cth, I fhall here attempt to fet a Clergyman in 
a juft and true Light, which will, I believe, be fafficient 
to guard him from any Danger of a Treatment which 
fuch a Perfon can never fuffer, but thro’ the Ignorance of 
thofe who are guilty of it. Such Ignorance I fhall there- 
foreattempt to remove, fince I do not recolle&t any mo- 
dern Writings tending this Way, and it may require 
fome Refle€tion and Parts to collet atrue Idea of fo ami- 
able a Character from nice Obfervations on the general 
Behaviour of the Clergy. 
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- J fhall therefore confider the. Clergy in a twe- 
fold Light, firft, as they appear to us in the Gof- 
ad. and, fecondly, as they are regarded in the 

w. ; | 
As to the firft, we are to look on them as the 
Succeffors of thofe Difciples, whom Chrift; as we 
are told in- Mark ii. 14. ordained, That they should. 
be with him, and-that he might fend them forth 
to preach; or, as the Greek properly fignifies, to 
proclaim their* Mafter ; which they, and- their Suc- 
ceflors, were to perform in all the World, for a@ 
Witnefs to all Nations, "till the End come, Matt. xxiv. 
14. and Mark xiii. 10. In which Senfe, Simon 
was figuratively told he fhould be made a Fifer: of 
Men, And in the 9'* of Luke, the Difciples are 
fent abroad to proclaim the Kingdom of God. And 
we readin the 10° Chapter of the fame Gofpel, 
That the Lord appointed other Seventy alfo, and [ent them 
two and tewo before his Face into every City, faying. to 
them, Go your Ways, bebold I fend you forth as Lambs 
among Wolzes. 

The Office, therefore, of the Difciples, and their 
Succeffors, was to proclaim, or according to the moft 
ufual and trueft Senfe of the Word, (as xipvccap 
ei yoonvd’¢ or woaes.0rd'e) to call or fummon Men into the 


«Kingdom of God, and by fpreading the Excellence of 


his Doétrine, to induce Men to become Followers 
of Chrift, and by that Means Partakers of his Sal-— 
vation. 

As the Souls of Men are therefore of infinite more _ 
Confequence and Dignity than their Bodies, as eternal 
and perfect, is infinitely more valuable than imperfect 
and finite Happinefs ; this Office which concerns the 
eternal Happinefs of the Souls of Men, muit be of 
greatly fuperior Dignity, and Honour to any of thofe 
whofe Bufinefs is at moft the Regulation or well Be- 
ing of the Body only. 


But 
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But here I would not be underftood to mean 
what we vulgarly call Honour and Dignity in @ 
worldly Seif, fuch as Pomp or Pride, or Flatte- 
ry, or any of this Kind, to which indeed nothing 
can be fo oppofite, as will appear from examining 
into the Qualities which are laid down as abfolutely 
neceflary to form this Chara&ter, and indeed muft 
be underftood fo, as they are no other than the Co- 
pies of their great Mafter’s. And in which, who- 
ever is deficient, can never be efteemed a true Dif- 
ciple or Minifter of Chrift. 

The Firft I fhall name is Humility; a Virtue 
of which he himfelf was fo perfe& a Pattern, and 
which he fo earneftly recommended to his Difciples, 
that he rebuked them when they contended who 
Joould be reckoned the greateff; and in another 
Place, exhorted them to beware of the Scribes 
which defire to walk in long Robes, and love Greets 
ings in the Markets, and the Hicuest Seats 
in the Synagogues, and the chief Rooms at Feasts, 
which Devour Wipows Hovsss, and for 
Suow make Lone Prayers, &c. Luke 20. 46, 47. 
And St. Paul is frequent in the fame Advice, for- 
bidding any to think high of himfelf, for which he 
gives them this Reafon, that very few wife, op 
mighty, or noble, in a worldly Senfe, were called 
to the Miniftry, but fuch as were reputed to be 
the Filth of the World, and the Ojfscouring of all 
Things. Our Bleffed Saviour himfelt, inftead of in- 
troducing himfelf into the World in the Hovfes or 
Families of what we call the Great, chofe to be 
born of the Wife of a-Carpenter, his Difciples were 
poor Fifhermen, and Paz/ himfelf no more than 
a Tent maker; he every where practifed and taught 
Contempt of worldly Grandeur and Honours, often. - 
inculcating in his excellent Difcourfes, that his 
Kingdom was not of this World, nor his Rewards 
to be beftow’d in it, intending to lay the Foundati- 

Vou. Il. D On 
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on of a truly noble, refined, and Divine Philofophy, 
and not of any Pomp or Palaces, any of the 
Show, Splendour, or Luxury of the Heathenifh 
Religions, for his Difciples, or their Succeflors to 
enjoy.

ner infinitely fuperior to any of your 
Cotemporaries, in whofe Writings 

there is feldom a Word of Common Senfe (fave on-

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ly in the Paper which bears that Name and the 
Craft/man) 1 muft blame you for taking fo little 
Notice of our Diverfions and Amufements; tho’ 
thefe'may perhaps be called the beft Characteriftics 
of a People. ‘They are, indeed, the trueft Mirrors 
of former Ages, and refle& their Characters with 
the greateit Exaétnefs to future Times; from a 
ftrifter Attention to thefe we form Opinions of the 
politer Periods of the Roman Empire, of tle Deli« 
cacy of Athens, the Virtue of Lacedemon, and of 
that bewitching Luxury that overfpread and ener- 
vated the whole Eaftern World. You will perhaps 
give this very Reafon for declining it, and will teil 
us that you are unwilling to tranfmit fuch a Cha- 
racter of us to Pofterity, as muit be gathered from a 
true Reprefentation of the prefent State of our pub- 
lic Diverfions. That our Theatres, which have em- 
ployed the Pens of your Predeceffors, are funk be- 
neath your Notice. The Aétors (except two or 
three) very bad, the. Managers worfe, Critics worfe 
Rill, and the Entertainments exhibited and moft fol- 
lowed, very little better than Raree-Shews, and 
which a fenfible Lad of eighteen would be afhamed 
to frequent. And that you have for this Reafon en- 
tirely relinquiflied the Theatres to the moft inimi- 
table Laureat, ia order that he may be furnifhed 
with Materials againft he fhall be difpofed to oblige 
the World with a fecond Volume of the Hiftory of 
his own Times, or his Life; it being generally 
thought that, however that illuftrious Perfon may 
wind up as a Man, he will certainly end as an Au- 
thor with a very bad Life. But tho’ this fhould be 
the: Cafe. with the Dramatic World, yet, methinke, 
thofe: gymnaftic Encounters, thofe ruder Exercifes 
which fo particularly diftinguifh the martial Genius 
of this Kingdom, the Care of which formerly be- 
longed to you, fhould {till engage your Attention, 
and come under your Notice ; for, tho’ you have 
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changed your Lodging, I prefume you ftill frequent 
the Arena at Tottenbam, and your once celebrated 
Retirement at Hockley inthe Hole, where I do not 
doubt: but proper Deference is yet paid to you by 
the Combatants: Without any farther Preface, I 
muft beg the Favour of you, Sir, to reconsmend me 
to the Public, which a Man of your Humanity 
will not refufe to one, who, tho’ born and bred to 
better Expectations, as I hope you conceive from 
the former Part of my Letter, am at length reduced 
to get my Livelihood by a Shew. 

n fhort, Sir, I have at prefent by me two very 
fine He-Bears, both Brothers of the fame Litter, 
which I fhall fhortly have baited at your Theatre- 
Royal, otherwife called His Majefty’s Bear-Garden 
in Hockley in the Hole. They have been already 
baited very often in another Place, and have never 
failed to give great Sport to the Spectators. One of

One 
of thefe, who is a very little Cur, and admired by 
the Spectators for a ftripe of red down his Back, is 
fo very fond of the great Bear, that whenever the 
Maftiffs are at him, he flies into Agonies, and barks 
fo long and fo violently, that Strangers apprehend he 
will fll on the Mattiffs; but we, who know the 
Cur, know he means nothing but to ingratiate him- 
felf with the Bear, who, to give him his Due, is 


grateful enough, and as ready to defend the Curs in 
his Turn. Belides 
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_ Befides the Expectation of an advanced Price,’ I 
liave another Reafon for removing to the- Bear- 
Garden, which your Predeceffors and your>felf have 
brought under fuch good Order and-Regulation ; for 
tho’ the Majority have hitherto been on theSide >of 
the Bears, yet I have lately feen fome' Reafon-to ap- 
prehend a Confpiracy againft them, efpecially my 
great Bear; for when he is pinned down, as he‘of- 
ten is, particularly by one large Maftiff, I do not 
receive that Readinefs to relieve him which hath 
en formerly fhewn ;- and not long ago, when he 
had (poor Creature) great Need-of Affiftance, I heard 
one of the Company, who hath fometimes refcued 
him, cry, Damn him, let, bim be torn to Pieces, we 
have had enough .of him. ;

The Apology for the CLERGY continued. 
CHAPTER II. 


} HE next Virtue which I fhall men- 
tion is Charity, a Virtue not con- 
fined to Munificence or giving Alms» 

%, but that brotherly Love and friend- 
ah 5} ly Difpofition of Mind which is e- 
Que eaueg very where taught in Scripture. 

. Thus the Word inal oh at tact 
Verfions render Charity, is better rendered by others 
Love, in which Senfe it is defcribed by the ye in 
the 13th Chapter of his tirft Epiiile to the Corinthi- 
ans. Charity fuffereth long, and is kind; Charity 
envieth not ; Charity vaunteth not itfelf, is not puf= 
fed up. Doth not behave itfelf unfeemly, feeketh not 
her own, is not eafily provoked, thinketh no Evil. 
Rejoiceth not-in Iniquity ; but rejoiceth in the Truth. 
Beareth all Things, believeth all Things, hopeth all 
Things, endureth all Things. 

Firlt, then a Minifter of the Gofpel muft forgive 
his Enemics; Charity fuffereth long, is not eafily pro- 
voked, beareth all Things, endureth all Things. Thus 
Chrift himfelf faith, Jf you do not forgive, neither 
vill your Father in Heaven forgive your Trefpaffes. 
Indeed this is the Characteriitic of a Chriflian Mi- 
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nifter, and muft diftinguifh him from the beft of the 
Heathens, who taught no fuch Doétrine., 

Secondly, Charity is kind; or asthe Greek figni- 
fies, does good Offices, behaves kindly; not confined 
to our Withes merely, but our Adtions, under which 
Head I fhall introduce Liberality, a neceffary Qualifi- 
cation of any who would call himfelf a Succeflor of 
-Chrif’s Difciples. By this Virtue, which is generally cal- 
led Charity itfelf,(and perhaps it is the chief Part of it) 
is not meant the oftentatious giving a Penny to a 
Beggar in the Street (an Oftentation, of which I do 
not accufe the Clergy, having to my Knowledge ne- 
ver feen One guilty of it) as if Charity was Change 
for Sixpence, but the relieving the Wants and Suf- 
ferings of one another to the utmoft of our Abilities. 
It is to be limited by our Power, I fay, only. And 
this Chri? himfelf, in the 25th Chap. of Matthew, 
finely illuftrates by a Parable: For it is not expect- 
ed that he who hath received two Talents only, 
fhould render as much as he who hath received five ; 
but, on the other Hand, the Man to whom no more 
than one is entrufted ought not to hide that one in 
the Earth, for it is bis Lord’s Money. I fhall dwell 
no longer on this Head, than to obferve that this 
EssentTrau Duty is not to be difcharged at fo 
eafy a Rateas fome think, by a Chriftian, much lefs 
a Chriftian Minifter, and that-it would be a fhock- 
ing and dreadful Confideration, if many hungry, 
fhould find no Meat; many thirfty, no Drink, 
many Strangers, none to take them in, naked, none 
to cloth them, fick, and in. Prifon, none to vifit 
them, in a Country where Chriff hath upwards of 
10,c0o Difciples, on whom he hath beftowed fo 
many Talents. 

Thirdly, Charity envieth not. ‘This is a Negative, 
and confequently excludes all who are tainted with it; 
but as this curfed Dilpofition was in as great Abhor- 
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renee among the Heathens as among the Chriftians, 
I hall fay no more of it, than that it isa Quality which 
cannot belong to a true Difciple of Chri/’. 

Fourthly, Jt vaunteth not itfelf, is not buffed up, 
doth not behave itfelf unfeemly, By which we ma 
be affured that all Pride is inconfiftent with this 
Quality ; but as I have treated of this already, un- 
der the Head of its oppofite Virtue, Humility, 
which I placed firft, as it is indeed the very Intro- 
duétion to Chriftianity, fufficiently fignified, as I 
have there fhewn, by the Birth of C4rif, and by the 
Election he made of his Difciples, it is needlefs to 
repeat it again here. 

Fifthly, It /eeketh not her own. By thefe Words 
the Apoftle plainly points out the Forgivenefs of 
Debts, as before he hath done of Injuries (for this is 
the plain Meaning of the Greek, whatever forced 
Conftruction may be put upon it.) Thus in the roth 
Chapter of the fame Epiftle, Let xo Man feek his 
own Wealth. I would not be righteous ever-much, 
or extend this Text too far; as it might perhaps 
unhinge Society: But I cannot difmifs this Branch 
without paying a Compliment to the Clergy, who 
are of all Men the moft backward to infift on a 
rigid Payment with their Creditors; and in Regard 
to their Tithes, which (whether of common Right 
or no, a Matter we may perhaps handle hereafter) 
are certainly by the prefent Laws of England their 
own, are known to confider not only the Straitnefs 
of Men’s Circumftances, but likewife of their Con- 
{ciences as in the Cafe of the Quakers ; for the Truth 
of which, I appeal to common Experience. 

Sixthly, Charity thinketh no Ewil. It is void of 
Sufpicion, not apt to cenfure the A&tions of Men, 
much lefs to reprefent them in an evil Light to o- 
thers. Hence we may judge how inconfiftent that 
odious Malignity, which is the Parent of Slander, 
is with the Character of a true Chriftian Difciple; a 
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curfed Temper of Mind fitter for the Devil and his 
Angels, than fora Profeffor of that Love which was 
taught by C4rif, and which So/omon had long before 
told us cover’d all Sins. 

Seventhly, Rejoiceth mot in Iniguity. By this the 
Apoitle doth not, I apprehend, point at that Joy 
which Sin may be fuppofed to give to an evil Mind, 
in the fame manner as Virtue delights a good one: 
But rather to caution us againft that feigned Delight 
in Sin, which we fometimes put on froma Subfer- 
viency to great ones. By not rejoicing in Iniquity 
is meant, not taking the Wages of finful Men, nor 
partaking of their Dainties at the Expence of flat- 
tering them in their Iniquity. This is a Virtue, 
which as it becomes every Chriftian, fo more parti- 
cularly a Minifter of the Gofpel, whofe bulinefs it 
is to rebuke and reprove fuch Men, not to fall in 
with, or flatter their Vices, but, | 

Eighthly, Jo rejoice with the Truth. 'To rejoice 
in the Company of good and virtuous Men, with- 
out the Recommendation of Titles and Wealth, or 
the Affiftance of Dainties and fine Wines. To give 
God Thanks who hath revealed the Truth to us, and 
to rejoice in all thofe who wa!k in it. 

Ninthly, Charity believeth all Things, hopeth all 
Things. It is inclined to maintain good and kind 
Thoughts of Men. It is a Stranger to all Sournefs 
and B:tternefs of Mind, that Morofenefs of Temper 
which feduces us to think Evil of others; whereas, 
Charity always turns the Perfpeétive, with a friend- 
ri Care to magnify all good ACtions, and _ leffen evil. 

t weighs all Mankind in the Scales of Friendfhip, 
and fees them with the Eyes of Love. 

Charity is all this, and he who falls fhort of any 
of thefe, falls fhort of Charity, without which, the 
Apoitle tells us, dat the Gift of Prophecy, the un- 
derPanding Myfteries, all knowledge, all Faith, nay, 
even Martyrdom itfelf are nothing, profit nothing, nor 

will

avill they make a Man a Chriftian, much left a Suc- 
ceffor of Chrif?'s Difciples. 

As this Virtue of Charity, which I have open’'d 
in fo diffufive a Manner, comprehends almojft the 
whole particular Duty of a Chriitian, I hall not 
dwell on thofe Virtues which we have been taught 
by Morality, fuch as Patience, Fortitude, Tempe- 
rance, Chaftity, %c. which, tho’ all Mankind are 
bound to the Obfervance of, yet a Minifter of the 
Gofpel is obliged to it in a more ftri&t and exempla- 
ry Manner. | 

The laft Qualification which I fhall mention, and 
which is peculiar to the Clergy, is Poverty. Thus, 
when Fefus reprefented the Mifchiefs attending 
Riches to his Difciples, Peter, in the Name of 
them all, anfwered him, Lo, we have left all, and 
have followed thee. And the Terms on which the 
young Man, whom St. Luke calls a Ruler, and who 
had been a ftri&t Obferver of the Law, was to be 
admitted a Follower of Fe/us and Inheritor of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, were, that he fhould firftfell at. 
he had, and give it tothe Poor. I fhall not quote 
more Texts on this Occafion, as they are almoft 
numberlefs, and as this Doétrine, I know, isnot by 
fome good Men receiv’d in a ftriét, literal, practical 
Senfe: But, without being righteous over much, we 
may,:I think, conclude, that ifthe Clergy are not to 
abandon all they have to their Miniftry, neither are 
they to get immenfe Eftates by it; and I would re- 
commend it to the Confideration of thofe who do, 
whether they do not make a Trade of Divinity ? 
Whether they are not thofe Buyers and Sellers who 
fhould be drove out of the Temple? Or laftly, Whe- 
ther they do not in the Language of Peter to Simon, 
fell the Gift of God for Money ? ¢2

Y the Company, affembled at our late modifh,

4HEN. I have a leifure-Evening, 
) that is like to lie heavy on my 
Hands, I, now and then, for the 
Sake of Variety, trifle it away in 
the Company of fome Gentlemen. 
’@ of my Acquaintance, who have 
, fuch an odd Singularity in their Tafte 
for Converfation, that they have exploded all the 
fafrionable, favourite Topics of Difcourfe, as Drefs, 
Obfcenity, &c. and fubftituted in their Stead, Com- 
mon Senfe, Manners, and fuch like mufty Stuff, which, 
Time out of Mind, have been merely /peculative 
and nominal. 

The Converfation of laft Night turn’d upon the 
Degeneracy, Luxury, and Effeminacy of the prefent 
Times; the Subject was treated with a great Deal of 
Delicacy, Wit, Humour, and Spirit; fome of the 
moft notorious Coquettes about Town of both Sexes 
being made Examples of. . ; 

This Difcourfe created fuch a Medley of Ideas in 
my Brain, as, upon m§ going to fleep, produc’d the 
following incoberent, whimfical Dream.

Can you 
doubt it, reply’d he, when their whole Lives and 
Fortunes are employ’d in vying with each other 
who fhall be the fr/?-Rate-Coxcomb in the King- 
dom? But fee, Sir Alamode Toupét advances, 
in a fantaftical Habit, gorgeoufly fine, the Ape of 
France! 1 view’d the finical Pageant, and obferv’d 
fomething fo artificial in his Gait, that every Step 
feemed to be borrow'd from his Dancing Mafter, 
for it very much refembled the Movements in a 
Minuet. He approach’d the Bar, and with a 
ftarch'd, affected Negligence, made a carelefs, fliding 
Bow to the Ladies and the Court, then pull’d out 
his Pocket-Glafs, and levelling it full at your Lord-

quite fo perfidious, quite fo cruel, and tyrannical, 
2s thofe that drove the Chariot of the Common- 
Wealth before him?

Information, &c. has been done; done openly ; in 
the Sight of all the World; and, if every Thing 
of the like Nature, which has been tranfaéted be- 
hind the Curtain, was brought forward to Light, 
and Obfervation, it would appear that the tender 
Mercies of the Wicked are Cruelty ; and that there 
would be almoft as little Room for Panegyric to the 
aid of this Age, as to any one of thofe that are 

affed. 
: Inftead, therefore, of launching out into fuch 
Compliments to his Honour, their P n, for 
his great, and exemplary Goodnefs, they ought ra- 
ther to lament that the Laws are not quite fo much 
at his Mercy, as they were at Father Peter's, Clif- 
Sord’s, Arlington's, Strafford’s, Buckingham’s, Wol- 
fey’s, or any other State Executioner, that preceded 
them.

No Doubt ’twas a moft delightful Speétacle to 
thofe at thee Helm, to fee the Three great Profef- 
fions ef Law, Phyfick, and Divinity humbled at 
once, under their Lafh, as in the Cafe of Prynne, 
Burton, and Baflwicke, who were fentenced in the 
Star-Chamber to iofe their Ears, be fin'd Five Thou-

Tho’ we have given up 
our Votes in the Legiflature, we have not, nay we 
cannot part with our Fudemenis: Thefe are our 
own, and always were io; tho’ the unreitrained Ex- 
ercife of them was never fo explicitly allow’d us, 
as after the Revojution. Then every Man’s Fyes 
were opened, and the free Ufe of the Prefs was gi- 
ven up to the People, as the great and ineftimable 
Palladium of all they challenged, or enjoyed befide. 

As then we have the fame ‘litle to this glorious 
Privilege, as the prefent illuftrious Royal Family 
have to the Throne, with what Face will thefe 
wretched Implements of Greatnefs, above quoted, 
pretend to affert, "tis merely by 42 of Grace from 
his Honour their P—~n, that we are not punifhed 
for making an honeft Ufe of it? Or how do they 
think the Society, they di/race by belonging to it, 
can forgive their infolent Demands of Vengeance on 
thofe, who ftand forth to defend the Liberty of their 
Country? Shall the whole People of England be 
libelled almoft daily, at their own Expence too, by 
a Set of Mercenaries, and no Body dare to recri- 
minate for Fear of being chaitifed for doing what is 
their Right, their Honour, and their Duty ?— 
Surely, at this Time of Day, we are not to be terri- 
fied from either claiming or exerting our Rights to 
the utmoft: Thofe, that poffefs the very Power we 
are threatned with, were trufted with it on thefe very 
Principles; ahd, till they difoavna themfelves to be 
Whigs, it will be with a very ill Grace, that they 
prefume to invade the Freedom, they, once, made 
ib 
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w their higheft Glory to defend. No more ful- 
fome Compliments then, for God’s Sake, to the pre- 
fent Nimrod, becaufe he has not been quite fo keen 
at the Sport of Man-Hunting as his Predeceffors! 
At leaft, if they will perfift in running thro’ thick 
and thin, to halloo his Grey-Hounds ; let them take 
up the old us Divinum Dottrines, and make the 
very Foot-ftool of a Throne as facred as the Horns of 
the Altar! Let their Writings be as many-coloured 
as a Fool’s Coat, or the blundering Expedients of 
their P "cs A n! While they glorify the 
Revolution, \et them decry Liberty, and while they 
defy the Pretender, let them preach up Non-Refifance 
and Paffive-Obedience ! 

In the mean time, give me Leave to put a few 
feafonable Queries, with which I fhall conclude. Who, 
er what are Meffiengers? From from do they derive 
their Authority ? Under what Statute are they pro- 
teéted? Is not a Warrant of C——I, when a mani- 
feft Violation of the Liberty of the Subjeé, plainly 
and clearly condemned, by the above Refolutions of 
the Houfe of Commons? fs not the breaking open 
Doors, and feizing Books and Papers, by fuch a 
Warrant, as plainly and clearly condemned by the 
fame illuftrious Authority? Is not a Meffenger, fo 
employed, juftly obnoxious to all that Self-Defence 
can warrant? In Cafe of a Libel, is not the Law at 
leaft as open to a Minifter, as any private Per- 
fon ? Are not the Subjects of England as free now, 
as they were in the Year 1640?

CHAPTER III. 
reese AV ING already confidered the , 


oe Chee Clergy in that amiable Character, 
R which our Bleffed Saviour hath fixed 
4 on them in his Gofpel, I come now 
“© to take a View of them in that Light 
' ye iS wherein they are regarded by the 
ine ee hath, I apprehend, placed them infi- 
nitely beyond the Reach of Contempt. . 

They are efteemed in the Law a Body of Men fet 
apart for the immediate Service of the Divine Being, 
not for their own fakes alone, but the univerial 
Good of the whole. Their Duty is to offer fp 
Prayers and Praifes in the Name, and for the Ute 
of us all, and to point out and lead Men into the 
Ways of Virtue and Holinefs by the frequent Ad- 
monition of their Precepts, and the conftant Guide 

of their Examples. 

The Care or Cure of Souls is therefore faid to be 
committed to them, a Truit, which as it is of the 
mot important Concern, fo the Law, in which it 
is 
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is 2 Maxim Quod Summa Ratio eff que pro Religione 


facit, to remove all Difficulties and Difcouragements 


from the due Execution'of this Office, and’to render 
its Inftitution meft perfect, and its Influence moft 
beneficial, hath wifely dignified it with the higheft 
Honours, indulged it with the freeft Immunities, re- 


warded it with the moft plentiful Revenues, and fe- 


cured it by the moft wholefome Reftraints. 

To tréat thefe four Heads in their Order, I begin 
with their Honours,, of which I fhall fay very little, 
as they are generally known; and as the Name of 
Clergyman itfelf, if it include an Idea of all thofe 
Virtues which I mention’d in my laft Paper, is a 
Title of the higheft Honour; and, Thirdly, as 
thefe Temporal Dignities do not bear an immedi- 
ate Analogy to the Character given of the Diiciples 
in the Gofpel. 2): 

Firft then, there is one general Title of Reverend 
prefixed to the Name of the whole Clergy, by which 
they are diftinguifhed in» an honorary Manner from 
the Laity: For tho’ I apprehend this is not of any 


' great Antiquity, and was formerly applied only to 


Bifhops, as may be feen in old Writs, Rex veue- 
vabili &c. yet, in latter Commiffions and Ads of 
Parliament, when the Clergy are named, it is al- 
ways by the Title of Reverend, a Word of greater 
Refpecét than that which we apply to the Nobility. 
Befides this, there are a great Variety of fpiritual 
Titles and Honours gradually afcending till we come 
to the Bifhops, who are Lords of Parliament, and 
hold of the King by * Barony, in refpe& of which 
they take Place of all thofe Barons in the Realm+, 
who have no fuperior Dignity; the Archbifhop of 
York takes place of all the Dukes after the Chancel-

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lor, and the Archbifhop of Canterbury immediately 
next tothe Royal Family ; nay, in ancient Times, 
my Lord Cofe tells us at the End of the 4th Inftitute, 
that the Bifhops took Place of the King’s Brother ; 
and this continued fo late as the Reign of Henry VI. 
when it was altered by an Ordinance of Parliament. 
Thus the higheft Degree of temporal Honour is af- 
cribed to the Clergy. 

Secondly, the Law indulges them in the greateft 
Immunities. Indeed fome of thefe have been very 
wifely abridg’d: For there is an old Writ tf, for 
its abfurdity almoft worth tranfcribing, by which 
_ a Clergyman convicted of Felony was at his own 
Requeft to be delivered over to the Ordinary, be- 
fore whom he was to Purce himfelf. ‘ This 
‘ Privilege, fays my Lord Coke, took its Root § 
* from a Conititution of Pope Gazus, that no Man 
* fhould accufe the Priefts of Holy Church before 
‘ a Secular Judge.’ It extended to Murder, and all 
Crimes except High ‘Freafon againit the King’s Per- 
fon: Butas this was by Ordinance de Gratia, and 
not de Fure*, The Clergy never thought themfelves 
fure of it, "till it was confirmed by Authority of 
Parliament, which it was with fome little Reitric- 
tion by the Statute of Wefiminfter 1 Chap. 2. and af- 
terwards by the Articuéi Chri Chap. 15. This Pur- 
eation was made foill an Ufeof, and found fo contrar 
both to Reafon and Juttice, that (after the Benefit of 
Clergy had been taken away in Murder, Rapes, 
Houie-breaking, and other Offences by feveral Sta- 
tutes in the Reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward V1.)

Purgation was utterly abolifh’d. A curfed Privilege! 
for, tho’ the accufed Perfon could not clear him-

moft execrable Crimes, an Inftance of whichI fhall 
here fet down. | 

+ ‘ In the Reign of Edward I. Guinandus de 
© Briland, Parfon of Snodiland, in the County of 
© Kent, (in which Town Solomon de Rolfe, one of the 
* King’s Juflices in Eyre, and one that punifh’d the 
‘ Extortions and other Crimes of the Clergy, dwelt,) 
‘came to dine with Solomon de Rejfe, and brought 
‘ Poifon with him of his Malice propenfed to 
‘ murder by Poifon the faid So/omon. Which vil- 
Jainous Intention he perpetrated in this bafe, in- 
human, and treacherous Manner; and was convic- 
ted of it, and being demanded by the Bifhop of 
Rochefler, was delivered to him to be purg’d, and 
thus efcaped that Sentence and Punifhment which 
were fo notorioufly his Due; nor can I omit a 
Complaint, which, the fame Author tells us, was 
made by the Clergy in Parliament in the 2gth of 
Edward III. viz. That one of the Clergy was 
hanged for High Treafon, and another for murder- 
ing his Mafter. . 

But tho’ their Privileges be taken away, as they 
certainly ought, in Criminal Cafes, (and yet not fo 
entirely but that they are {till difcharged from being 
burnt in the Hand ¢ and may have their Clergy 
twice for Felony) the Law ftill perfifts in allowing 
numberlefs Immunities (indeed all that can be rea- 
fonably required) to the Church which it regards 
with the affectionate and tender Care of a Parent or 
Guardiar. Thus the Church is faid to be ixnfra £- 
tatem {9 fungi vice minoris, in Confequence.of which 
follows another Maxim; namely, meliorem reddere 
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fatum Ecclefie potef Perfona, deteriorem nequaquam, 
in which the State of the Church and Infancy are 
put on the fame Foot; and in the 9th Chapter of 
Articuli Cleri, the Church is faid to be indowed with 
Lands, on which Words my Lord Cofe tells us *, 
that the Poffeffions of the Church are the Endovoments 
of it, and the beneficed Clergy accounted Tenants 
in Dower. A ‘Tenure above all favoured in the 
Eye of the Law, and indulged with many Privi- 
leges. 

yt Common Law fpiritual Perfons alone were ad- 
mitted to a’Tenure, to which even Fealty was not 
incident ; namely, that of Frankalmoign, the Reafon 
of which is given by Littleton, viz. That thofe 
Divine Services performed by them were better for 
the Lord than any other+. If an Ecclefiaftical Per- 
fon had held in Efcuage (of old Time) he fhould 
not be obliged to go in Perfon with the King tf. 
And my Lord Coke tells us, that the Common Law, 
to the Intent Ecclefiaftical Perfons may the better 
execute their Duties, and net be intangled with tem- 
poral Bufinefs, hath difcharged them from all tem- 
poral Offices. A Bifhop after Confecration fhall do 
no Homage §, nor fhall other religious Perfons on 
Account of their Church-Lands, for it appears in the 
Feeoffments that fuch Gift is principally to God. 
An Ecclefiaftic helding by Knight's Service fhall pay 
no Relief ||. A Parfon of a Church, or fuch Parfon 
as hath no Benefice, fhall not be diftrain’d to come 
to the King’s Leet, nor that of any other Lord. If 
any Perfon, whoby his Lands ought to be chofen 
Bailiff, or Beadle, &c. be made a Clerk, he fhall 
not be chofen, and if he be, may difcharge him-

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felf by Writ. * And it is well known that no Par- 
fon fhall be put on.a Jury. ‘Thus the Privileges 
which are feverally given to Peers, Infants and Wi- 
dows, unite in the Clergy. And for what Reafons ? 
Why, in Honour of the Excellence and Ufefulnefs 
of the Office, and that they might have no Avocati- 
on from it; ut Nemo militans Deo implicetur fecula- 
ribus Negotiis +. Or according to St. Cyprian ft, 
Ut nulla re avocarentur nec cogitare aut agere Secula- 
daria cogerentur, fed Die &S No&e caleftibus Rebus FP 
Spiritualibus ferviant. ‘That they fhould have no A- 
vocation, nor be obliged to trouble themfelves in 
Thought or Deed with temporal Affairs, but apply 
themifelves entirely to fpiritual. Indeed, fome 
have formerly accepted temporal Offices of great 
Weight and Care, and of later Times have conde- 
f{cended to be Juitices of the Peace » but this hath been 
Matter of mere Grace, and to which they could not 
be compelled. 

Thirdly, As to their Revenues, they are immenfe, 
as muft appear when we confider the Income 
of Church Lands, Cathedral, Collegiate, and other 
Ecclefiaftical Preferments; befides 'Tithes (of which, 
great Tithes or theTithes of Corn, ifthey are but the 
10th in Quantity, are at leait (deducting the Expen- 
ces of Seed, fallowing, compofting, ploughing. fow- 
ing, preferving from Vermin, reaping, Gc.) one 
Fifth in Value. Indeed fome of thefe have been 
fince Hexry VIII’s Time in Lay Hands. 

Laftly, The Reftraints which the Law hath laid 
on the Clergy fhew in what Light it confiders their 
Miniftry. ‘ Incumbent is derived, fays my Lord 
© Coke, of incumbo, to be diligently refident obnixe

Spiculator, and therefore no fuch thing feall be pre- 
fumed, thefe are the Words of the Book ; nay, the 
Law carries this Prefumption fo far, That ifhe hath 
two Benefices, he foall be fuppofed refident on them 
BoTH {3 and our Statute Law § is fo fevere on this 
Point, That a Parfin who is Non refident one Month at 
a time, or two Months in all in a Year, feall forfeit 
10s. for every Offence, and 20s. for purchafing a 
Difpenfation to the contrary, and the Difpenfati- 
on to be void. ‘The Intent of this Statute is by 
the Judges faid to be that he fhould pafere gregem 
Cibo, Exemplo &F Verbo, Feed his Flock with Meat, 
Precept, and Example. || Indeed Chaplains to great 
Men, who are entitled by Statutes to hold Pluralities, 
are excepted out of this Penalty while they are in 
Duty, that the Nobility may not want their In- 
ftruétions and good Examples. Nay, fo careful is 
the Law, that the Clergy fhould not be any Ways 
hindred or difturbed in their {piritual Office, that they 
are forbid to take any Lands to farm or to buy and 
fell in Markets, €5’c. under very fevere Penalties ,*, 
that nothing might prevent them from difcharging 
their Duties to the Souls of Men.

#/ almoft venture to affirm, that there is 
RR no Ingredient fo equally diftributed 
, = amongit us as this, not even Fear, of 
whi: my Lord Rochefler afferts; All Men would 
thew it if they du: ff; fo I apprehend al! Men would 
fhew their Vanity if they durft, and that we are not 
diftinguifh’d from one another by the Degrees, of 
thefe Paffions, but by the Power of fubduing, or ra- 
ther concealing them: For good Senfe will always 
teach us, that ~by betraying either Fear or Vanity, 
we expofe both to the Attacks of our Enemies. 

This Obfervation, perhaps, gave Rife to an Opi- 
nion that Men were a Sort of Puppets, form’d to en- 
tertain the Gods by their ridiculous Geftures, or, as 
Mr. Pope terms it, made the flanding Feft of Hea- 
ven: For, as Vanity is the true Source of Ridicule, 
it might poflibly be imagined that fo large and ql- 
_ equal a Proportion could be diftributed amon 

is for no other End. I have often thought that fuch 
Ww wife Men as conceal their Vanity, make a large 
Amends to themfelves by feeding this Paffion with 
Contemplation on the ridiculous Appearance of it in 
others. 

Vanity, or the Defire of excelling, to caft it in 
2 ridiculous Light (for it may be feen in one very 
odious, 
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odious, being perhaps at the Bottom of moft Villa- 
ny, and the Caufe of moft human Miferies) may be 
confidered as exerting itfelf two Ways; either as it | 
pufhes us on to attempt excelling in Particulars, to 
which we are utterly unequal, or to difplay Excel- 
lence in Qualities which are in themfelves very mean 
and trivial. As I have before touched on the for- 


“mer of thefe, I fhall at prefent only animadvert on 


the latter, or that Species of Vanity, which exerts 
it felfin mean, indifferent, and fometimes vicious 
Habits. 

Fence it is, that in the Country many Gentle- 
men become excellent Fex-hunters, or great Adepts 
in Horle-racing and Cock-fighting; and in the 
‘Town an admirable Tafte is difcovered in Drefs 
and Equipage; and that feveral Perfons of Diftine- 
tion are remarked for putting on their Cloaths well, 
whilit others are not a little Vain in fhewing that, 
tho” Fortune hath deftin’d them to ride in Coaches, 
they are neverthelefs as rir to drive, or ride be- 
hind them. 

Nay, there is an Excellence (if I may fo call it) 
in Badnefs. A certain great Genius hath laid down 
Rules for the Art of Sinking in Writing, or in 
other Words, of Writing as iil as poffible, in which 
Perfection our greateft Poet hath thought fit to ce- 
Iebrate fuch as have chiefly excelled, in an Epic 
Poem; nay, the numerous frequenters of Hurh- 
thrumbo, all acknowledged their Pleafure, arofe 
from the.exquifite Badneis of the Performance, and 
many Perfons have expreft an Impatience to read 
the ApotoGy for the Life cf Mr. Colley Cibber, 
Comedian ; afferting, they are ture it muff be the /ad- 
dcfi Stuff that ever was writ. 

But. as my Readers will eafily fuggeft to them- 
felves numberlefs Inilances of this confummate Im- 
A yeaa at leaft everf one will be able to fur- 
nifh him{elf with the intlance of Ons whofe er 
nels 
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nefs they can account for only from his Excellence 
in BapNDNESS IN EVERY KiNp. I fhall con- 
fine the reft of my Paper to oné Set of Heroes, whom 
I chute to call the Knights of the Trencher; an Or- 
der which will confer as much Honour as any other 
that gives no Idea of any fuperior Merit in the 
Wearer; I mean thofe Gentlemen who are proud 
of the Voracioufnefs of their Appetite, of being able 
to fwallow feveral Pounds of Flesh more at a Meal 
than their fellow Creatures. 

I have been often entertained by a Worthy of 
this Kind with his Exploits: I have known him as 
vain of the entire Demolition of a Turkey, or a 
fuccefsful Attack on a Surloin, as a General couid 
have been of the Storming a Town, or the Over- 
throw of an Army. 

Every Reader muft have heard of feveral En- 
gagements in this Way. The Battle of the Eggs, 
which happened a few Years fince in Somerfei/birey. 
is very famous to this Day. This was a drawn 
Battle, the Town wherein it was fought not being 
able to furnifh a fuflicient Quantity of Ammuni- 
tion to try the Prowefs of either of the Comba- 
tants. 

A certain military Gentleman, belonging to the 
Train’d-Bands, was formerly known in this Cit 
by the Name of the Scourge of Ordinaries. This 
brave Officer had with great Conduct and Courage 
entirely routed all the Ordinaries from Charing- 
Crofs to the Exchange. He is imagined to have 
died by the Wound of a poifon’d Goofe, which he 
received while he was charging, with moft voraci- 
ous Gallantry, at a City Feaft, where he ferved as 
a Voluntier He was reckoned to have been a 
better Man. by at leaft a large Shoulder of Mat- 
ton, than any in the Kingdom ; and is faid to have 
envied no Heroe in Hittory fo much as the Empe- 


ror Maximin, who is faid to have eaten 40 Pounds 
of Fleth at a Meal, I 
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I have heard of another Heroe, who was fo ex- 
cellent at his Knife and Fork, that he was frequent- 
ly invited by feveral curious People, who took great 
Delight in feeing him eat. This Gentleman might 
have been faid, in more Senfes than one, to have ° 
lived by eating. 

Succefs in this, as in moft Contentions, hath as 
often been owing to Conduct, as to Courage or 
Strength. I remember a famous Prize-Eater, who 
had by many laxative Dofes reduced his Body to 
fuch a Habit. that his Belly was little more than a 
Vehicle to convey his Meat downwards. . By which 
means, he had overcome all the celebrated Eaters 
of his Age, and his Houfe was every where adorned 
with Tropities of the Conquefts of his Jaw. ‘lhe 
Weapon he chiefly delighted in was a Surloin of 
Roait-Beef, at which he never was out-done but 
once ; but this, as he afterwards told me, gave him 
little Pain, when he difcovered that his Antagoniit 
was a Roman Catholic, and was juit difcharged 
from his Lent Diet. ‘ And to fhew you, faid he, 
“ that he was a pretty good Man, he had in that 
* forty Day’s Abitinence faited away two moderate 
‘ Fifh-Ponds. 

One Thing remarkable among thefe Knights of 
the Trencher is, that the trueft Heroes among them, 
are commonly the greateft Boatlers. They are cou- 
tinually entertaining Company with their Perform- 
ances; I have however known fome, who, to their 
great Praife, have been pretiy filent om that Head; 
nay, I have heard a Gentleman bewailing his loft 
Appetite, and at the fame Time feen bim devour as 
much as would have ferved half a Dozen mode- 
rate People. 

It is recorded of Vitell/ius, that he had near 
10000 Dithes for Suppea, ox each of which, (fays 
my Frienc) if he had tafted a modcrate Quantity 
only, he muit have had a glorious Stomach. Ta- 
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situs tells us of this Knight of the Trencher, that he 
fpent upwards of feven Millions in a few Months, 
and Fo/ephus adds, if he had reigned much longer, 
he would have eat up the Empire. Notwithftanding 
which he very modeitly fet forth his Temperance in 
an Oration to the People. : 

Befides thofe who place all Merit in the Large- 
nefs of their Stomach, there are others,| who may 
claim a juft Right of being mentioned here, and 
who are as vain of the Niccty of their Tatte. 
Men, whofe whole Bufinefs it is to confider what 
they fhall eat. One of tis Sort never regards 
whom he is to dine with, but what he- is to dine 
upon: He would at any Time quit the better Com- 
pany, for the better Dinner, and if he purchafes 
any Rarity at his own Coft, he chufes to dine alone, 
rather than to admit any Partaker therein. [ 
have known a Perfon fo extravagantly devoted to 
the pleafing his Palate, that he would not have 
fcrupled going a long Journey to have feafted on a

Dinners and Suppers. 

Several Writers have been very fevere on thefe

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HAT Mony is Power, is evident 
even from all the Circumftances and 
Correfpondencies of private Life ; 
An A/s laden with Gold, will com- 
mand a City, as well as conquer it: 
The Man of Wealth, tho’ without 
the {malleft Particle of Merit to 
juftify Providence for having enriched him at the 
Expence of his Fellow Creatures, never appears but 
to be courted, carefled, and flattered; to be diftin- 
guifhed by all manner of Compliments and Prece- 
déncies : to be indulged in all his Humours, to be 
forgiven all his Infults, and to create a voluntary 
Servitude in all that have the Honour to approach 
him: Nay, what can never be fufficiently wondered 
at, or fatisfa€torily accounted for, fhould he be 
known to be the moft worthlefs of his Species, that 
all he poffefles is the Acquifition of Fraud and Op- 
preflion ; that he is never commonly civil, but 
where he means to enfnare; that he has not a Soul 
capable of any thing like Friendfhip, or Compaf- 
fion, or Generofity, or any one Quality that bor- 
ders upon Virtue; the fame ridiculous Homage is 
ftill paid him; tho’ ‘all curfe, all adore him ; and 
inftead of being treated as his Actions really de- 
ferve, he could reap no farther Advantages if ‘they 
were what they ouglit to be.. Such, and jo: great is 
the Influence of Mony in eommon Life, between 
Man and Man, where ng Hope, | or. Ex petiating 
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influences; or Office, or Precedency deftroys the na- 
tural Equality of Brethren. 

That Mony then is Power, when connected with 
Authority, when lodged in the Hands of Princes, 
when employed in the Grand Affairs of Govern- 
ment, when addreffed to the Wants, Weaknefles, 
Luxuries, and Extravagancies of Mankind, no Bo- 
“dy can difpute, no Body can deny, without flying 
in the Face of Conviction, and fhutting their Eyes 
on Faéts, that have the Experience of all Ages and 
Nations to fupport them. Let no one, therefore, 
prefume to fay, that a Conflitution cannot be over- 
turned, as long as the Will of the Prince is ftill fub- 
ject to the Letter of the Law: ’Tis notorious Laws 
may be only Echos to the Will of the Prince and, 
whether uttered from his own Royal Mouth, or by 
the joint Voice of the whole Legiflature, the Con- 
fequences to the People are juft the fame. Let us 
only fuppofe, then, that the Prince, or his Minifters, 
could find ways and means to engrofs the Tre@fgres 
of a Nation, from that fatal Moment, fuch is the 
wretched Depravity of Humane Nature; they are 
Matters of the Conftitution, and can make it wear 
what Shape they pleafe. There is no need of the 
dreadful Words, For fuch is our Pleafure ;‘ there is 
no need of Armies to back the tyrannical Fiat; 
there is no need of Racks and Halters to enforce 
Obedience: All their Meafures will be legal, and, 
therefore, will be called juit: The Conftitution will 
be pleaded to deftroy the Conftitution: And Liberty 
may be at an End before there is the leaft Appre- 
henfion of Danger. 

This allow’d, as I think it cannot be difputed, of 
what infinite Importance to the People of Great 
Britain are parliamentary Demands, and Grants of 
Mony ? Jf Mony is Power, that Power is our own, 
till the Supply is voted, and we may employ it as 
we pleafe; but, once parted with, we are our felves 
at 
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at the Mercy of thofe, who, but the Moment be- 
fore, had their Dependance on‘us. The Sovereigns 
of this Ifland, neither in their own Perfons, or when 
at the Head of the whole Legiflature, have any 
Wealth of their own; every Shilling they dif- 
penfe, except fome few Remains of the ancient De- 
mefnes of the Crown, mutt flow from the Pockets 
of the People ; muft flow freely too; what they re- 
ceive, we muft give: Compulfion, and Exaction, 
are Terms we have been a long Time Strangers to, 
and *tis our own Fault if ever they terrify us any 
more. ‘This one Privilege then of taxing ourfelves, 
one would think, was alone fufficient to make our 
Conftitution immortal, and unchangable: As the 
Prince has an annual Dependance on us to raife, 
and defray the annual Charge of Government, one 
would think Redrefs of Grievances would be always 
the Terms; one would think, that when the De- 
mand of Aids was made from the Throne on one 
Hand, the Remonftrance from the Subjeéts would 
be prefented_ on the other: That the Grant from us 
would be conditional; and that, on the very Day 
the Mony-Bills were paffed, an univerfal Jubilee 
would be held thro’ the Nation for Joy of being 
reed, or preferv’d from all Encroachments, Cor- 
ruptions, or other home-bred Calamities. 

Neither, would one think it poffible for any 
Obftacle to interfere with this yearly Adjuftment of 
the Accounts of Government, with regard to Bene- 
fits received, and Expences incurred: For, as the 
Sovereign can only demand, not compel, fo thofe, 
to whom thofe Demands are made, are not a Coun- 
cil, formed of his own Creatures, who might be 
fuppofed ready prepared to receive what Impreflion 
he pleafed, not an Houfe of Lords merely, who, 
receiving their Senatorial Rank from the Crown, 
might, poflibly, be too blindly attached to it, but 
the free Reprefentatives of the People, freely —_ 
rom 
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from among the general Body, to be the grand Truf- 
tees of their Lives, Honours, Liberties, and For- 
tunes; veited with the whole Power of thofe they 
reprefent, to keep the Balance of the three Eftates 
even; to propofe what was right, overrule what 
was wrong; icrutinize rigoroufly into the neceflity 
of every Demand on the public Treafure; as rigo- 
roufly examine if former Grants were faithfully ap- 
ply’d ; and, in Cafe of Mifmanagement or Corrup- 
tion, to bring the Authors to condign Punifhment. 
By their own Interefts, feemingly obliged to make 
this the Rule of their Conduét, fince the Welfare 
of them and their Pofterity were equally concerned 
in their Refolutions, with that of the meaneft Sub- 
ject ; and, in particular, fince thofe who had not a 
confiderable Share of. Property to Hazard by way 
of Pledge for their Integrity, were not permitted to 
fit as Members of that auguft Afiembly. 

This being the cafe, I fay, one would think it 
impoffible that fo excellent a Provifion for the Safe- 
ty and Happinefs of the People, fhould ever be de- 
ftroyed : But, as declared above, Mony is Power ; 
and if ever the Minifters of the Crown, from the 
Calamities of the Times, fhould become the grand 
Stewards of the public Treafures; If ever thofe 
Treafures fhould greatly exceed in their annual Pro- 
duce, what was ever asked, granted, or wanted be- 
fore; If the Accounts, referring to the Service, 
Amount and Difpofal of thofe Treafures, fhould 
become too intricate and myfterious for common 
Examination ; and continual. Difficulties fhould be 
ftarted to prevent Enquiries; If an unknown Ba- 
lance fhould remain in a Minifter’s Hands from 
Year to Year, tas be employed almoft at Difcre- 
tion, and every Officer, down to the loweft Clerk, 
in every Poft belonging to the Revenue, be made 
a Tool to that Minifter; If one fingle Family 
fhould engrofs all the Power, and the beft Part - 
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the Profits of thofe lucrative Eftablifhments, and 
nothing like a Check remained to thwart, or de- 
tect their Frauds, or Oppreffions, the Power of Mo- 
ny would be proved fuperior to any other Power up- 
on Earth, and all the Expedients, that the Wifdom 
and Virtue of our Anceftors had provided to perpe- 
tuate our Felicity, interpofe for our Prelervation in 
vain. 

Tis true, to demonftrate by particular Facts, that 
fuch a venal Influence had actually taken Place, 
would be one of the moft difficult Undertakings in 
the World: no Night is too dark, no Privacy too 
facred, for fo infamous a Correfpondence. Bargains 
might be made by the Year, for Speeches, Votes, 
é'c. or each diftin&t Job might be rated according 
to the Neceflities of the Seller, or the Emergencies 
of the Times: Penfions, Places, civil and military, 
might become the Wages of Corruption. And the 
Tenure of them, implicit Obedience to the Com- 
mands of the Minifter who beftowed them: In fhort, 
the whole Strength of a Nation might be wafted in 
this pernicious Brokerage, and yet the moft pene- 
trating Eye not be able to trace the Evil, fep by 
Step, to its Source, fo as to render it plain and 
undeniable to the View of the whole Nation ; fo as 
to bring the Parties, principally concerned, within 
the Reach of Juftice, and fet on foot fuch a whol- 
fome Regulation, as might preferve the Common- 
wealth from the like iniquitous Praétices for the 
Time to come. 

But tho’ legal Evidence might not be forthcom- 
ing, moral Evidence might: The Tree might be 
known by its Fruits however; and, if it ever fhould 
happen, which God forbid! that Parliaments fhould 
be called only for Form’s Sake, to grant the Sup- 
plies that were pre-determined to be raifed; if it 
thould become a Fafhion to compliment Speeches 
from the ‘Throne, let their Contents be what they 


would; 
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would ; If more Refpeét and Partiality. fhould be 

y’d to the Civil Lift, than to the moft neceflary 

alls of Government, in the moft critical Circum- 
ftances ; Jf all‘ Demands from that Quarter, fhould 
be received as Laws, not to be difputed but obey’d ; 
If Gentlemen, inftead of being anxious for their 
own Characters, for the Intereit of themfelves and 
their Pofterity, for their Duty to their Conftituents, 
and their inviolable Obhgations to their Country, 
fhould facrifice all to gratity the Cravings of an in- 
fatiable A fiiould even vie with each other 
in the moit fordid Adulation, nay, affeét to wonder 
that thofe who ask, were fo moderate in their De- 
fires, and fo flow and backward to make them 
known; If Redrefs of Grievances fhould be no 
longer confidered as the Bufinefs of a Seflion, but, 
on the contrary, all that appeared as Advocates for 
the People, fhould be reproached as Traitors and 
Incendiaries; If it fhould be a prevailing Do&trine 
among the Members, that, once chofen, they hada 
Right, a fupreme uncontrollable Right, to ac as 
they pleafed; without the leaft Reterence to their 
Principals, without the leaft Concern for their Ap- 
probation, without the leaft Fear of their Refent- 
ment, or Regard for their Intereft, Honour, or 
Safety: If ever fo deteftable a Period as this fhould 
arife to fadden the Annals of the Britj Story, one 
might, without Breach of Charity, conclude that 
Mony was Power, and that no ‘i'yranny whatever 
could threaten us with more inftant, or more un- 


avoidable Mifchiefs. LILBOURN &,

The Apology for the CLERGY concluded, 


s which compofe the true Character of 
a Chriftian Minifter, I fhall now draw 
@ them clofer together, that the Reader 
may at one View comprehend this a- 
a. * miable Picture. 

A Clergyman is a Succeffor of Chrift’s Difciples : 
A Charaéter which not only includes an Idea of all 
the moral Virtues, fuch as Temperance, Charity, Pa- 
tience, Sc. but he muft be humble, charitable, be- 
nevolent, void of Envy, void of Pride, void of Va- 
nity, void of Rapacioufnefs, gentle, candid, — 
orry 
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forry for the Sins and Misfortunes of Men, and re- 
joicing in their Virtue and Happinefs. ‘This good 
Man is entrufted with the Care of our Souls,’ over 
which he is to watch as a Shepherd for his Sheep: To 
Feed the Rich with Precept and Example, and the 
Poor with Meat alf. To live in daily Communica- 
tion with his Flock, and chiefly with thofe who 
want him moft, (as the Poor and Diftrefs’d) nay, 
and after his Bleffed Maifter’s Example, to eat with 
Publicans and Sinners; but with a View of reclaim- 
ing them by his Admonitions, not of fatning him- 
felf by their Dainties. 

Can fuch a Man as this be the Object of Con- 
tempt? or can any be more entitled to Refpe& and 
Honour ? Perhaps indeed Boys and Beaus, and’ Mad- 
men, and Rakes, and Fools, and Villains, may 
laugh at this facred Perfon; may fhake thofe ridicul- 
otis Heads at him which would have been flung in 
the Face of a Socrates or a Plato. But can fuch 
Contempt as this which would have been enjoyed by 
a Heathen, be fe/t by a Chriitian Philofopher, 
while all the good, the fober, the virtuous and the 
fenfible Parts of Mankind concur in paying him Ho- 
nour and Refpect? | 

But perhaps this will be denied to be the Cafe, 
and I fhall be told that fome of this latter Kind, 
have lately not only {poke but writ againft the Cler- 
cy. 1 anfwer, if there are any fuch, they are Ene- 
mies to the Men and not the Order: Nay, the Or- 
der cannot be wounded through a bad Man’s Sides, 
for he is really not of it. It is not a particular Ha- 
bit, nor mounting once a Weck: into a Pulpit, nor tak- 
ing the Revendés of the Church, can makea Mana 
Minifter of Chriit, but the fulfilling his Precepts and ~ 
following his Example. 

As | have already therefore fhewn whata Clergy- 
man is, I will now fhew what heis not ; but to avoid 
Prelixity, I will throw the feveral particular Fea- 
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Let us fuppofe then,a Man of loofe Morals, proud, 


malevolent, vain, rapacious, and revengeful; not 
grieving at, but triumphing over the Sins of Men, 
and rejoicing, like the Devil, that they will be pu- 
nifhed for them ; deaf to the Cries of the Poor; fhun- 
ning the Diftrefs’d; blind to Merit; a Magnifier 
and Spreader of Slander ; not fhunning the Society of 
the Wicked for fear of Contamination, but from Hy- 
pocrify and Vain Glory ; hating not Vice but the Vi- 
cious; refenting not only an Injury, but the leaft Af- 
front with Inveteracy. Let us fuppofe this Man featt- 
ing himfelf luxurioufly at the Tables of the Great, 
where he js fuffered at the Expence of flattering 
their Vices, and often too, as méanly fubmitting to 
fee himfelf and his Order, nay often Religion itfelf, 
ridiculed, whilft, that he may join in the Burgundy, 
he joins in the Laugh, or rather is laughed at by 
the Fools he flatters,. -———— Suppofe him going 
hence, (perhaps in his Chariot) through the Streets, 
and contemptuoufly overlooking a Man of Merit 
and Learning in Diftrefs. Prob Deum atque Ho- 
minum Fidem! Is this a Chriftian? Per- 
haps it will be faid I have drawn a Monfter, and not 
a Portrait taken from Life. God forbid it fhould; 
but it is not fufficient that the whole does not refem- 
ble; for he who hath but an Eye, a Nofe, a fingle 
Feature in this deformed Figure, can challenge 
none of the Honours due to a Miniiter of the Goi- 
l. 
a why fhall a wicked Clergymen be more an 
Object of Contempt than any other wicked Man, 
who is equally obliged to the Obfervance of all Chrif- 
tian Duties? 
Becaufe a Clergyman is immediately fet apart for 
‘the fervice of his Creator. And therefore, if he be 
unequal to his Office, cannot expeét to avoid Con- 
tempt in common with all other inadequate and un- 
fit Members of a Profeflion. Cowardice is contcmp- 
Vou. Il, G tible 
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tible in all, but much more fo in the Soldier, who 
profeffes an Office to which it is immediately neceffa- 
ry; and furely no one will infinuate that Piety and 
Chriftian Virtue are lefs neceflary to the Difcharge of 
the Chriitian Miniftry. 

But in fact, a bad Clergyman is the worft of Men: 
for it may happen that Men whofe Educations have 
only imbibed the general Principles of Religion, may 
afterwards, in the Avocations of Bufinefs or Pleafure, 
fo far lofe fight of that great Guide, that they may 
be hurried into the Commiffion of many Sins, which 
Refic&tion would have prevented ; and thus may be 
true Chriftians in their Theory, tho’ they may devi- 
ate alittle in their Pratice; but this cannot be the 
Cafe with the Clergy, who are inftructed in all the 
Secrets of, and have fearched Religion to the bottom, 
which they are afterwards, by the neceflary Duty of 
their Calling, obliged to meditate fo conftantly upon, 
that they may in a manner be faid to have Heaven 
and Hell continually before their Eyes. It is there- 
fore impoffible that thefe (if they are endowed with 
a fteady Faith anda moderate Underftanding) fhould 
advifedly, knowingly, and deliberately, forfeit the 
former, and rifque the latter. Is there a Man on 
Earth Fool enough to prefer an Entertainment or a 
Feaft to fixty Years long, uninterrupted Felicity ? How 
weak is this Compariion to illuitrate the immenfe 
Diftance between the trifling, fhort Enjoyments of 
this World and Eternity ; and can we believe that 
any Man would be mad enough, would be Fool e- 
nough, deliberately to prefer the former of thefe to 
the latter, unlefs he doubted, nay very greatly doubt- 
ed, whether theffer in Reverfion depended on as 
much Certainty as that in Poffeffion. 

I argue therefore thus : 

Eternal and infinite Happinefs, is infinitely prefe- 
rable to that which is very confined in its Degree, and 
very ilort in Duration.

By purfuing the Delights of Sin, the Gofpel tells 
us, we not only forfeit Eternal Happinefs, but fhall 
fuffer Eternal Mifery. 

The Clergy not only know this, but have thefe 
Promifes and Threats daily before their Eyes. 

What then can the moft candid Man conclude of a 
Clergyman, whom he beholds purfuing the very Mea- 
fures which the Gofpel fhews him lead to the incur- 
ring Eternal Mifery, and avoiding that Road which 
would condué& him to infinite Happinefs, unlefs, but 
that he is an Ideot or an Unbeliever ? 

And as a Clergyman cannot be fuppofed a Chrif- 
tian without being a good Man; {fo if he be a Deift 
or an Atheift he is infinitely worfe than all others of 
that Kind; for he muft be both a Hypocrite and a 
Cheat. 

In what other Light can fuch a Wretch appear 
in the Pulpit, than that of a Quack-Doétor en the 
Stage, who trumpets over the Virtues of his Pills 
only to pick the Pockets of the Multitude, whilft 
he believes the direct contrary of what he fays, 
and begs to be excufed from taking any of them him- 
felf ? 

Let fuch Wretches therefore, if any fuch there be, 
affure themfelves that it isas impoffible for any Order 
or Dignity to wipe off Contempt from their Charac- 
ters, as to ftrip Jet of the Idea of Blacknefs: But 
fuppofe they fhould happen to be in the Wrong, fup- 
pofe (as they will moft certainly find them) the 
Threats as well as Promifes of the Gofpel fhould be 
true, what an Account are they then to make? How 


trifling is the Contempt of the World to what they 
then will fuffer ? 
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When they will be forced to render up an Account 
of their Charge, and muft fuffer for the Sins of all 
thofe whom their Examples have led aftray. They 
will then be taught that the Duty of a Shepherd is 
not fleecing only. And will find themfelves obliged 
to account not only for the loft Souls, but the loft 
Tithes too, which they took of Common Ricur, 
or, in other Words, without doing any thing for 
them. 

I have thus finifhed what I intended, and what I 
begun with a good Defign; for as nothing can hurt 
Religion fo much as a Contempt of the Clergy, fo no- 
thing can juftify or indeed caufe any fuch Contempt 
ut their own bad Lives. If there are any there- 
fore among them who want Reformation in this Par- 
ticular, it would be a truly Epifcopal Office to at- 
tempt it. If I fhould awaken any fuch Enquiry, I 
have had large Amends for my Labour, and fhall be 
very indifferent whether avowed Deifts abufe me for 
having Religion, or Hypocrites for having none. L.

=» imay be confidered like the Spectators 
of one of Mr. Rich’s Entertainments ; we fee Things 
only in the Light in which that truly ingenious and 
learned Entertainmatic Author is pleafed to exhibit 
them, without petceiving the feveral Strings, Wires, 
Clock-work, &¢. which conduét the Machine; and 
thus we are diverted with the Sights of Serpents, 
Dragons atid Armiés, Whereas indeed thofe Objects 
are no other than Piéces of fluff’d Cloth, painted 
Wood, ahd Hobby-Horfes, as fuch of his particu- 
lar Friends as aré admitted behind the Scenes; with- 
out any Danger of interrapting bis Movements, very 
well know. 

In the fame Manner we ate- deceived in the

As Hiftory cannot furnifh any Inflance of Politi- 
cal Pantomime equal with the following, I fhall fet 
it down at length for the Entertainment of my un- 
learned Readers, as I have concifely tranflated it 
from Suetonius in his Life of Caligula. 

This Heroe (fays my Author) having fent a few 
of his Guards over the Rhine, where they were 
to. conceal themfelves, ordered an Alarm to be 
brought to him after Dinner, of the Enemy’s Ap- 
proach in vaft Numbers. Upon which he prefently 
haftned with his chief Officers, and a Party of the 
Pretorian Horie into the next Wood, whence he re- 
turned with the fham Trophies of a Victory, up- 
braiding the Cowardice of thofe who ftayed behind, 
and crowning the Companions and Partakers of his 
Viétory.with Chaplets of a new Name and Species. 
Another Time, having privately fent forth fome of 
his Hoftages, he arofe haftily from his Supper and 
brought them back in Chains, boafting of his Pan- 
tomime Adventure in the moft extravagant Manner, 
defiring thofe who told him that all the Troops 
were returned from the Expedition, to fit down in 
their Armour, and ridiculoufly repeating to thema 
celebrated Verfe of Virgil; in which eas encou- 
rages his Followers to perfevere in encountering all 
Dangers and Toils in Hopes of their future Happi- 
nefs; inveighing bitterly at the fame time againit 
the Senate, aftd thofe Romans who were abfent, and 
enjoyed the Pleafures of Rome, whilft Ce/ar expo- 
fed himfelf to fuch eminent Dangers. Laff, He 
drew out his Army on the Sea-fhore, and difpofed 
every thing as for a Battel, no one knowing or 
even guefling what he intended, when fuddenly he 
ordered all the Soldiers to fill their Helmets with 
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Cockles, whlch he called the Spoils of the Ocean, 
worthy of a Place in the Roman \emples. Here, 
after ne had built a Tower as a Monument of his 
Vidtory, the Remains of which are Rill extant, ac- 
cording to Piti/cus, called by the Englifo the Old 
Man, he rewarded his Soldiers with 100 Denarié 
per Man; and, not contented yet with all this Page- 
antry, he writ to Reme to demand a Triumph. 

Ridiculous as this Parade now appears, it is pro- 
babie not a few of the more ignorant Romans were 
impofed on by it, and looked on Caligula as a 
real Conqueror ; a Circumitance, which, if we con- 
fider the ieveral ‘Tricks played fince by Miuniiters 
and Stateimen, will not appear fo ‘ftrange or incre- 
dible.. Ic is. Hiftory which itrips off the Mask, 
and ihews things in cheir true Light; but thisis not 
Written, or at Jeaft publith’d. ’ull the enfuing Age, 
and for the Good oi Potterity. I often lament that, 
being an old Man, I have but little Hopes of feeing 
thoie Hiftories of their own ‘limes, which two of 
our Cotemporaries, of very great Genius, are faid 
to be compiling. 

But, at the fame time, I cannot help the felicitating 
my felf and my Countrymen that one learned Man 
hath thought fit to indulge his own Age with the Hi- 
{tory of his ‘Limes : for tho’ from a peculiar Modeity

remembered; yet fome imagined there is great 
Reafon to apprehend with him in Horace, Ne fit 
fuperfies ; for Goody————the Midwife hath been 
feen to fhake her Head, and Nurfe Lewis com- 
plains that it lies in a heavy Lump in the Nurfery, 
and cannot be carried abroad even this fine Wea- 
ther: Nay, feveral Grammatical Phyficians have 
not fcrupled to fay that the Child is produced from 
Mala Stamina, and inftead of being born with all 
its Senfes, hath indeed no Senfe in it. As for the 
Vulgar, they are as incredulous with Regard to this, 
as to fome other Births, and will not believe there 
was any Off-{pring at all ; to juftify which Sufpi- 
cion, they alledge that a Guinea hath been infifted 
on for the Sight of it, a Price which it is impro- 
bable any one would give barely to /atisfp his Cu- 
riofity; they pretend that the vaft Difference be-

@ee bitrary Governments are fenfible of 
this Truth, and frequently make it 
the Rule of their Condu&t: Thus, 
in Turkey, for Example, where no Man pretends to 
Liberty or Property, but all glory in being born 
Slaves 
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Slaves to their great Tyrant, and hold themfelves 
obliged to dye without a Murmur, whenever his 
Cruelty or Caprice thirfts for human Blood: Yet, 
even in Turkey, nothing is more frequent than to 
confult the Inclinations of the People, in every Re- 
folution of Confequence; and, whenever they are 
difgufted, to make the firff Minifer, who, by his 
Place. is anfwerable for every Storm he raifes, the 
Sacrifice to appeafe it. This is manifeft thro’ the’ 
whole Series of their Story, this is confirm’, al- 
moft every other Year, in our current News; and, 
however proudly or abfolutely a Vizier may lord it 
for a while, his Life is always at the Devotion of 
the People; or his Mafter, in attempting to fcreen 
him from their Refentments, may endanger his 
own. Then, with Regard to their Condué. 
with their Neighbours, we have very lately had a 
lively Proof of what Moment they efteem it to keep 
up their Reputation, and appear even more formi- 
dable than they really are: Humbled almoft to the 
Dut in their Wars with Perfia, and having had 
fcarce Time to breathe, they were attacked by the 
mighty Empire of Ruffa on one Hand, and by that 
of Germany on the other; their old Enemy Thamas 
‘ouli-Chan took Advantage of their Diftrefs to 
wrangle for new Advantages; Venice was tempted 
to put in fora Share of their Spoil; a potent and 
lucky Rebel ravaged the Bowels of their Dominions, 
and all Manner of Wants and Diftraétions invaded 
even their Capital: Yet, in the Midft of all this 
Variety of Calamities, did they meanly fue for 
Peace? Did they acknowledge their Wealxnefs or 
Mifery to their Enemies? Did they haunt round the 
the World for Mediators to make up their Quarrels, 
and wafte more Wealth in Treaties, than would de- 

fray the Expences of a War? No: They were a€tu- 
ated by a different Spirit; the more Difficulties 
they had to flruggle with, the more Spirit they ex- 
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erted to furmount them; Soldiers voluntarily croud- 
ed to their Standards; the Rich made voluntary 
Contributions ; even the grand [yrant opened his 
Coffers to eafe his People ; and one and all, as if 
concerned only for their Country, rejected every 
Offer of Accommodation that was inconfiitent with 
their Honour, or that they would diidain to accept 
of, when their Power and good Fortune were at the 
Higheft. 

Even in the moft arbitrary Governments then, 
public Honour is look’d upon as an ineitimable Jew- 
el, that admits of no Equivalent: And the Affec- 
tions of the People, tho’ Slaves, the only effectual 
Security of a Crown. And, if thefe Maxims are 
obferved by Tyrants, of how much more Impor- 
tance: are they in Free-States, where all Men, in 
the Eye of the Conftitution, are equal; where every 
Individual has a Referve of Power, which he may 
difpofe of as he pleafes; where even Sovereigns 
themfelves are but the firft Servants of the State, 
and are trufted with no more than merely the Exe- 
cution of the Laws ? In Communities of this 
Kind, one would imagine that no one Meafure. 
fhould be taken. to alienate the Hearts of the People ; 
to difoblige, or diftrefs, would be an infallible Me- 
thod to divide; and when Dyivifions once rend a 
Kingdom at Home, it is next to impoffible that it 
fhould be formidable Abroad. Men. that have 
Wills oftheir own, will ufe them as their own ; 
and, if the Government, they chofe for their De- 
fence, neg'ected their Charge, flighted Complaints, 
multiply d Grievances, and appeared totally indiffe- 
rent, whether they were loved or hated, honoured 
or defpifed,.’tis not in their Power to avoid bein 
difcontented with that Government, and thofe Dit 
contents of theirs will foon be as uneafy to the Go- 
vernment, as the Government to them. 
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In Great Britain, in particular, Difcontents among 
the People are of infinitely greater Importance, than 
in any other free State: As our Princes, and their 

finifters, have formerly made it their Bufinefs to 
encroach on our Privileges and Poffeffions on one 
Hand, our Anceftors were as tenacious of them on 
the other: If they were invaded by Force, by Force 
they defended themfelves; if by Craft, they had 
Recourfe to Wifdom for their Security. On all Oc- 
cafions, hitherto, Providence was a Friend to their 
Endeavours; and they made the proudeft of their 
Monarchs feel how dangerous it was to roufe that 
Spirit againt themfelves, which they might have 
employed fo fuccefsfully againft the Enemies of the 
Nation. —To fay nothing of the dethroning of fe- 
veral of our Kings of old, the tragical Fate of one 
more modern, the Banifhment of a fecond, the ut- 
ter Exclufion of his Lineage, and the free Eledtion 
of a new Family, are the moft alarming Inftances 
of what is to be feared from a brave and free Peo- 
ple, when provoked with Injuries, and defpairing 
of Redrefs by the fofter Methods of Remonftrance 
and Expaftulation. 

At all Times, therefore, and in all Circumftances, 
the Sovereign of thefe Iflands fhould affeé&t to appear 
rather as a Father, than a Lord; and more {folici- 
tous to be loved for his Virtues, than feared for his 
Power. But, ina Crifis like that, when the two 
contending Families of York and Lancaffer rent the. 
whole Kingdom in Factions, to fupport their oppo- 
fite ‘Titles to the Throne, ’tis doubly, and trebly the 
Intereft of the Prince in Poffeffion fo to condué 
himfelf, that he fhouid have nothing to apprehend 
from his Rival: That is to fay, he fhould rule for 
the Benefit of his Subjeéts, not his own; fhould ap: 
ply himfelf afficuoufly to deteét and remove the 
Grievances of former Reigns, fhould make National 


Liverty the Standard of the Royal Prerogative ; 
fhould 
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fhould endeavour fo to explain the Conftitution that 
all might underftand it ; and fo enforce and ftrengthen 
it, that the Ambition or Fraud of no future Prince 
might undermine, or deftroy it; fhould be far from 
rapacious of the public Wealth to enrich himfelf; 
fhould fcorn Corruption; fhould difcountenance 
Fiattery ; fhould equally love Juftice, and avoid 
Oppreffion : Should encourage Incuftry, enlarge 
Commerce, cultivate the Arts and Sciences, and, 
on all Occafions, ftand forth the Champion, Defen- 
der, Deliverer, and Avenger of the meaneft Crea- 
ture, who ow’d him Allegiance, in exchange for Se- 
curity and Protection: Carefully vigilant of the 
Growth of every neighbouring Prince’s Power, of 
the greateft moft, and putting all to the Hazard, 
rather than bafely refigning, or tamely fubmitting 
toany Diminution of his own: Ina Word, fhould, 
in all Refpetts, fo dire€t his Councils, and exercife 
his Power, that his Subjeéts could have no Reafon 
to wifh, much lefs endeavour at a Change: ’T'would 
be to no iurpofe, then, to preach up Difaffection, 
nothing could be got by it: *I'would be to no 
Purpoie for any Pretender to attempt at gaining over 
a Party to his Intereft; he could have nothing to 
offer worth an honeft or wife Man’s Acceptance 3’ 
and the Rafh and abandoned no one would follow 
to certain Deitruction, which would inevitably be 
their Lot. 

Confidering then the extraordinary Incidents that 
brought about the Revolution, confidering what 
Ends it was calculated to anfwer, confidering how 
great and mighty a Faction it left in the Nation, I 
ai half afraid to this Day ; confidering what farther 
Views we had in fetting the prefent illuttrious Family 
on the Throne; confidering what a ftruggle there 
was to carry that important Point, and by how 
{mall a Majority it was carry’d; confidering how 
effectually our dreaded Rival France was ee 
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the grand Confederacy, and the unparallel’d Suc- 
cefs of the Brit Arms; confidering how foon af- 
ter the Acceflion of the late King, a dangerous Re- 
bellion broke out, and how effectually it was crufh- 
ed; and, confidering that the Prmciples of Liber- 
ty, and whatever is for the Security or Service of 
human Nature, are the only folid Bafis of the pre- 
fent happy Eftablifhment; I fay, confidering all 
thefe complicated Facts and Reafonings, "tis not to 
be conceived, but the Houfe of Hanover will make 
it their Glory, as *tis manifeftly their Intereft, to 
govern Britons as Britons fhould be governed ; fo as 
to preferve their Honour and Importance Abroad 3 
their Peace, Liberty, and Property at Home. Nay, 
*tis not to be conceived, but that their Meafures are 
all calculated to anfwer thefe invaluable Ends, or 
that they ever will fo far lofe Sight of the generous 
A& of Succeffion, as defignedly to injure the People, 
who, by their own free Act, threw themfelves under 
their Protection. 

But it may, perhaps, be objefted by the Difaf- 
fected, (if any fuch there are) that I am abundantly 
too fanguin ; that Princes are all alike Men; and 
that thofe, who have received the greateft Favours, 
may be the firft to forget them; that many of the 
Conditions on which the prefent happy Eftablith- 
ment is founded, have been already explained away; ~ 
that the Reft may, in future Times, plead Prece- 
dent to be annihilated too; and, that, inftead of a 
Prince’s reigning fo as to make the Hopes of our 
Enemies de!perate, "tis not impoflible but his Mini- 
fters may lay it down for a Maxim, That the Sub- 
ject ought to be difabled from ever having it -in_his 
Power to make any other Family the like Compli- 
ment. Thefe, and fuch like Objections, may be 
made "tis true, and, in Days tocome, poffibly, not 
without Reafon; but, whenever thofe Days fhall 
come, as they are very far off at prefent, I beg 
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Leave to premife before Hand, that the Blame ought 
never to reft on the Prince, but his Servants. His 
Majefty, who fhall then weild the Sceptre, I can 
venture to affirm before hand, will have too much 
Senfe, Honour, and Gratitude, to follow any fuch 
pernicious Projects: But I am not fure that fome 
Traitor-Achitophel will not be found, to skreen the 
worft Defigns under the Umbrage of Royalty, and, 
while he pretends to ferve his Mafter, take the moft 
effeCtual Means to ruin him: —For (whatever 
Inveétives may be then uttered againft thofe who 
fhall fide with the People, who fhall oppofe Cor- 
ruption and Oppreffion, and ufe their honeit Endea- 
vours to make their Sovereign fenfible of his true 
Intereit): he who praétifes to make him jealous of 
his People ; to ftop his Ear to their juft Complaints ; 
to-render the annual Supplies an annual Spunge to 
abforb the Life-Blood of the Public; to furround 
him with Terrors, rather than endear him to his 
Subje&ts as their Guardian-Angel ; to.expofe the 
Weaknefs of the Kingdom to our Enemies, and 
turn all its Power upon itfelf; I fay, fuch a one will 
prove a more inveterate Facobite than any that ever 
yet was reproached with the Name, and, if he was 
hired to advance the Intereft of the Party, could 
not take more probable Means to effect it.

The reft of the Ladies having advanced feveral 
extraordinary Particulars on the following Topics, 
viz.

It having being afferted in the Champion of Tharf- 
day, om the roth, that as great Liberties have 
been taken with former Minifers, as with the pre- 
fent, it bas been thought proper to quote the follow- 
ing Paffage from one of the State Tratts on the Dan- 
ger of Mercenary Parliaments, publihed after the 
Revolution, by Way of Proof, that what was then 
advanced, is true. 


S IS miferable Difappointment of King 
Fames’s Hopes made way for our late glo- 
rious Revolution, which was brought about by the 
hearty Endeavours, and accompanied with the moft 
unfeigned Vows and Wifhes of all true Lovers of 
their Country, who from hence expected a full De- 
liverance from their prefent Miferies, anda fure Reme- 
dy from their future Fears: For what Happinefs might 
not the People well hope for under the Government 
of the beit of Kings, iupported by the beft of Titles, 
viz. The general Confent and Election of his People? 
We were filed with golden Dreams, not only of a 
bare Security for our Eitates and Lives, but an in- 
exhaufted Affluence of all Manner of Bleffings a 
Nation is capable of enjoying. But tho’ we have 
dreamt the Dreams, yet have we not feen the Vi- 
fions. And though the Nation is by this Time fad- 
ly fenfible how wretchedly they have fallen fhort 
of their expected Happinefs, yet are they not all ac- 
quainted with the true Spring and Fountain from 
whence all their Misfortunes Bay which is indeed 
no other than that bare-faced and openly-avow'd Cor- 
ruption, which, like a univerfal Leprofy, has noto- 
rioufly infe&ed and ap both our Court and 
Parliament. *Tis from hence are plainly derived all 
the Calamities and Diitraétions under which the 
whole Nation at prefent groans: ’Tis this that has 
chang’d the very Natures of Engli/omen; of Valiant 
made them Cowards; of Eloquent, Dumb; ard of 
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Honeft Men, Villains : *Tis this can make the whole 
Houie of Commons eat their own Words, and coun- 
tervote what they had juft before refolved on: *Tis 
this could fummon the Mercenary Members from all 
Quarters of the Town in an Inftant to vote their Fe/- 
loxy Criminals innocent: Tis this thatcan make a Par- 
liament throw away the People’s Mony with the ut- 
moft Profufion, without enquiring into the Manage- 
ment of it: "Tis this that put a Stop to the Exami- 
nation of that fcandalous e/cape of the Thoulcn Fleet 
into Bref ; ’Tis this that has encouraged the Miima- 
nagements of the Admiralty in relation to the Lofs 
of fo vaft a Number of Men of War and Merchant 
Ships, as well as other Mifcarriages, which were by 
all Men judged to proceed not from their Want of 
Underftanding in Sea- Affairs : "Tis this that has hin- 
der’d the pafling a Bill fo often brought into the Houfe 
for incapacitating Members to bear Offices: °Tis this 
that could not only indemnify, but honour a leading 
Member for his audacious procuring and accepting a 
Grant of Lands, which by the Parliament had been 
fet apart for the public Service; a Vote that thall 
{tand recorded in their own Journals, to the never~ 
denying Infamy of that Mercenary Afimbly: ’Tis 
this could make ths fame Perfon moft confidently af- 
firm, That be was fure the Majority of the Houfe 
mould agree to what be was going to propofe: °Tis 
this that could make Men of peaceable Difpofitions 
and confiderable Ejtates vote for a Standing- Army : 
*Tis this that could bring Admirals to confefs that 
our Fleet under their Command was no Security tous. 
Tis this that could make wife Men act againit their 
own apparent Intereft: In fhort, ’tis this that has in- 
fatuated our Prudence, ftagger’d our Conftancy, ful- 
ly'd our Reputation, and introduc’d a total Defeéti- 
on from all true Eng/ifs Principles. Bribery is indeed 
fo fure and unavoidable a Way to deftroy any Nation, 
that we may all fit dowa " wonder, that fo much 
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as the very Name of a Free Government is yet con- 
tinued to us. And if by our wary Choice of Mém- 
bers we fhould happen to recover our ancient Confti- 
tution, we fhall with Horror and Amazement look 
back, and reflect upon the dreadful Precipice we fo 
narrowly efcaped. 


Fatal Experience has now more than enough 
convinc’d us, that Courts have been the fame in all 
Ages; and that few Perfons have been found of 
fuch approv’d Conftancy and Refolution, as to with- 
ftand the powerful Allurements, and Temptations, 
which from thence have been continually difpens’d 
for the corrupting of Men’s Minds, and debauching 
their honeit Principles. Such Inftances of the Frail- 
ty of Human Nature may be given within thefe few 
Years paft, as might make a Man even afham’d of 
his own Species, and which (were they not fo open 
and notorious) ought out of Pity to Mankind to be 
buried in perpetual Silence. Who can enough la- 
ment the wretched Degeneracy of the Age we live 
in? To fee Perfons who were formerly noted for the 
moft vigorous Affertors of their Country’s Liberty, 
who from their Infancy had imbib’d no other No- 
tions than what conduc’d to the public Safety, whofe 
Principles were farther improv’d and confirm’d by 
the Advantages of a fuitable Converfation, and 
who were fo‘far poflefled with this Spirit of Li- 
berty, that it fometimes tranfported them beyond 
the Bounds of Moderation, even to unwarrantable 
Excefles: To fee thefe Men, I fay, fo infamoufly 
fall in with the arbitrary Meafures of the Court, 
and appear the moft active Inftruments for enflav- 
ing their Country, and that without any formal 
Steps or Degrees, but all in an Inftant, is fo violent 
and furprizing a Tranfition, from one Extreme to 
another, without pafling the Mean, as would have 
confounded the Imaginations of Eucutip or 
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Pyrruo. Ail the ftated Maxims in relation 
to the Nature of Mankind, which have been long 
ago fettled and eftablifhed by Philofophers, and ob- 
ferving Men, are:now baffled and exploded; and 
we have nothing left us to contemplate, but the 
wild Fxtravagancies of Romantic Fables, the fudden 
Conveyances of nimble-finger’d Jugglers, the in- 
imitable Difpa‘ches of traniubitantiating Priefts, or 
the now more credible Metamorphofes of Mien in- 
to Beitfts. 

The Neceflity we have lain under of frequent 
Meetings of Parliament, during the War, has taught 
our Managers fo much Dexterity and Addrefs in 
their Applications to the Members of that Affembly, 
that they are now become confummate Matters in 
that moft deceftable Art cf corrupting our Repretfen- 
tatives, by Hopes and Fears, of attaining or lofing 
Offices and Preferments. And though I here name 
Officer, yet thofe Offices are downright Bribes and 
Penfions, fince they are held precarioufly from the ° 
Court, and conitantly taken away upon Non-come 
pliance with the Court-Meafures ; though I am not 
ignorant that. feveral confiderable Penfions were alfo 
paid out of the Exchequer to Members of both 
Houfes: For Places could not be had for al!, tho” 
they have tried all imaginab’e Arts for dividing a- - 
mongft themfelves the confiderable Pofts in the King- 
dom: For either by fplitting of Offices amongft fe- 
veral Perfons which were formerly executed by one, . 
or by reviving fuch as were funk, or by creating 
others which were.altogether ufelefs and unnecefias 
ry, or by Promifes of Preferment to thofe who could 
not prefently be provided for, they had made 200 
Members abfolutely dependent upon them. And 
what Points might not fuch a Number carry in the 
Houfe, who were always ready, and conftantly ate 
tending with more Diligence to deftroy our Conftitu- 
tion, than the reft were to preferve it ? Who repre-

fented not their Country, but themfelves ; and always 
kept together in a clofe and undivided Phalanx, im- 
penetrable either by Shame or Honour, voting al- 
ways the fame Way, and faying always the jame 
Things, as if they were no longer voluntary Agents, 
but fo many Engines merely turned about by a Me- 
chanic Motion, fike an Organ, where the great hum- 
ming Baffles as well as the little fqueaking Trebles

Inch of him, hath, as well as Longinus, given 
us an Example of what he afferts, for | am appre- 
henfive that iome Perfons who know him only by 
his Book, may really doubt whether he can read 
or no. As this may poflibly be a controverted 
Point, I wifh when he told us he had gone through 
a School, he had alfo told us what Books they read 
in the upper Form; fince there are, I believe, fome 
Schools where the Forms are numbered by the 
Numbers of Syllables which make one Word more 
difficult to fpell than another. However, tho” his 
Hiftory no where exprefsly declares his ne plus ul- 
tra in Learning; there is a paflage in it which 
though it may be overlook’d by an ordinary Rea- 
der, brings this Point within a very narrow Come 
pafs of Certainty: Wherever the Vern Outno 
comes in, (fays our Author) the PLEASANT accus 
saATive Case OuTDOING is fure to follow. Now, 
as I have fhewn in a former Paper that his Learn- 
ing could have gone very little beyond the Acci- 
dence, I think it is plain from this Infance that he 
muft have learnt as far as the pleafant Accufative Cafe, 
and not quite fo far as the Participles. A Part of 
Speech which if he had known would certainly have 
made its Appearance here. 

Having fettled this Point, I proceed to fhew the 
lite Advantage of Learning, or Grammar, to an 
Author, which I fhall demonftrate two Ways: 
Firfi, I thall thew that he is generally to be under- 
ftood without, and /econd/y, That he is fometimes not 
to be underftood with it. And of both thefe I hall 

(as 
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(as it lies in my Way) give Inftances from the 
Great WRITER above-mentioned. Thus, when 
he fays (Fo/. 23.) Satire is angrily particular, ever 

Dunce of a Reader knows he means angry wit 

a particular Perfon, or when he fays (page 25.) a 
Moral Humanity, can’t you ftrike Moral out and 
let Humanity ftand by it felf, or put Virtue in its 
Place? When in page 42. we read, Beauty SHINES 
into equal Warmth the Peafant and the Courtier, 
do we not know what he means though he hath 
made a Verb active of SH1NE, as in Page 117, he 
hath of Recret, sothing could more painfully re- 
gret a judicious Spefator. So in Page 43. The Pea- 
ple metus in Acclamation. Page 55. What Plea- 
fure is not languid to Satiety? Page 70. Betterton 
excels himfelf. Page 71. Was not equal to his former 
Jelf. Page 78. The Trial of Lord Mohun printed 
among THOSE OF-THESTATE. 72. An Acute and 
piercing Tone which Rruck every Syllable of bis Words 
diftin&ly upon the Ear. 109. One fide of the Caufe 
grew weary.

his Meaning. But there are other Parts of this 
Work {fo very fublime, that Grammar offers you 
its Aid in vain; the following Stile carries a Bizy 
ayayov, according to Longinus, along with it, and 
abfoluiely overpowers the Reader, as the Poets in 
Horace, |

Socan our Author ; this Stile comes upon you, fays 
the former Critic like a Thunderbolt, or, to ufea Word 
which may give a more familiar Idea to my Reader, 
like a Blunderbufs, and carries all before it. I fhall 
produce fome Inftances of this fublime kind.

yet, when we are to deliver it to an Audience,

preflible Somewhat, the Performance will come out 
oddly difguifed, or fomewhere defeRively, unfurpri- 
zing to the Hearer.

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That it is needlefs for a Great WRITER to 
underftand his Grammar: for as we can generally 
guefs his Meaning without it, fo when his Genius 
(to fpeak in our Author’s Stile) afcends into the 
elevated and nervoufly pompous Elements of the 
Sublime, the Ladder of Grammar offers it felf in 
vain to the Feet of the Reader’s Underitanding : 
for tho’ the Words, which may be called the Brick 
and Mortar of Speech, are regularly conglutinated 
together, fo as to erect the extraneous Frontifpiece 
of a delicate, exceflively-fweet Sugar-Loaf of a 
Pile ; yet if there be no Sentiment, no afpiring, 
animating, foftly, fweetly tempered Spirit, this Pile 
is only a naked Building, void of Furniture, where 
the wearied Underftanding of the long-travelled 
Reader will find no Featherbed to repefe him- 
felf on. 

As we have not Room in this Paper to enume- 
rate all the particular Beautics of this Author, we 
fhall be obliged to divert the Reader once more 
with him, when we fhall attempt, in his own 
Stile, which with vaft Induitry we have made 
our felves Mafters of, to draw his own Charaéter 3 
feeing there are fome Parts of it which either 
through Hafte or Inadvertency, he hath himfelf 
omitted. * L.

a truft it with any Body elfe; which is 
Be partly owing to Vanity, and partly 
SH to Self-defence: "Tis however impof- 
S49 fible that all fhould be indulged in 

this Partiality to themfelves ; for, 

if all were Viceroys, like the Sailors in Shake/pear, 
none would be fuch; ‘tis therefore neceffary shat 
the Preference fhould be yielded to one, or a few, 
for the Good of the Whole: But, wherever fuch 
Preference has been yielded, under the Direétion of 
Reafon, and Free-Choice, it has been yielded with 
all the whelfome Reitriétions imaginable, to hinder 
its being exercifed to the Detriment of thofe from 
whom it was received : Thofe Reftri€tions are, more- 
over, the Conditions of the Tenure, and, once in- 
vaded, either by Force or Fraud, Power returns, 


like 
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like the Soul, on its Separation from the Body, to 
him that gave it. 

The happy Conftitution of our Government, fo 
applauded by all Parties, as hardly ever to! be men- 
tioned without fome Epithet.of Excellency or Vene- 
ration, is apparently founded on thefe Principles : 
And. tho’ one fole Magiitrate, or King, appears at 
the Head of our Commonwea'th, the old Lawyer 
Bra&on will tell us, the Laws are even his Superior ; 
nay, according to him, the Barons too: In his le- 
giflative Capacity, however, he has but one Voice, 
and, without the Concurrence of the two Houfes, 
can make but a negative Ufe of that. -— The joint 
Voices of thofe two Houfes then, are manifeftiy the 
Reftri€ions that are to bridle the Power of a Britib 
King ; of Courfe, “tis equally manifeft, that Jea- 
loufy mingled itfelf with the very Fundamentals of 
our Government, and was meant originally to be 
the Guardian of our Liberties. For the People, 
therefore, to watch, with all their Eyes, the Con- 
duét of thofe they truft, is both dictated by Nature, 
and warranted by our Conftitution. Nor is it their 
Duty only to watch, but to give the Alarm, onthe 
bare Poffibility of Danger. When the Mifchief has 
taken Place, it may be difficult to remove; though 
it might, perhaps, have been eafily prevented: And, 
if "tis difficult to keep Power within its due Bounds, 
how much more fo muft it be, to wreft an unjuft 
Acquifition out of its Hand? I fay again, then, ’tis 
their Duty to guard againft the Encroachments of 
thofe at the Head of Affairs, even with more Vigi- 
lance, than againft the Attacks of an open Enemy : 
From an Enemy we expect nothing but Hotftility, 
but from a Champion and Protector, Friendfhip and 
Deliverance: Urider that treacherous Mask, then, 
Mifchief can beft fhrowd itielf; and, if once the 
Servants of a Prince fo far deceive themfelves, as 
to endeavour to deceive the People, no Enemy is 


half 
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half fo dangerous, no Malice is half fo deftructive.— 
The Sovereignty then, in whatever Hands, fhould 
be always obferved; I do not fay always oppoted : 
When influenced only by Juftice, Virtue. and pub- 
lic Spirit, it demands and deferves our higheft Ve- 
neration: Kings, who fo regulate their Actions, are 
really Gods on Earth, the genuine Saviours of Man- 
kind; Loyalty to them is Piety to our Country, 
and Treafon the worft of Parricides. -— But Kings 
are Men, fallible Men ;——-Caution, then, ftill bids 
us beware even of the moft Righteous; and the 
Rev. Mr. Samuel Fohnfoa, writing againi a Standing- 
Army, under our great DELIVERER K. William, 
takes the Liberty to declare boldly ; That be, THE 
Kino, does not deferve that Truft, nor can manage 
rt faithfully: That he had neither Merit or Capacity, 
to entitle bim to fuch a Confidence; No, not if be 
bad all the Perfections upon Earth: Nay, if he were 
an Angel, he were not fit for that Truft. Thefe 
were the gallant Sentiments of thofe early Days of 
Liberty ; they were too fond of the Jewel to put it 
in the Power of any Body to bercave them of it 
again: Not he, who had reftored it to their Poffef- 
fion, was to be entrufted with the Keeping of it ; 
they did not efleem ita Deliverance, to be at the 
Mercy even of their Deliverer: Thgy therefore 
check’d the Wantonnefs of Power betimes; nor 
would fuffer the Benefit they had juit received, to 
be comp!imented away, asa ridiculous Evidence of 
their Gratitude, or rather their Credulity. - If, there- 
fore, real Merit, and apparent Services, were not 
fufficient to extort any new Conceflions from the 
People; furely, we fhall never hereafter be fo infa- 
tuated as to give away, or refign, even pro Tez- 
pore, what we may never be able to recover; efpe- 
cially, as all that is of Value to us and our Pofterity 
may depend on the dangerous Conceffion. 
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When I fay qe, I mean our Reprefentatives in 
Parliament ; for there «we are virtually, tho’ not 
actually prefent; and every Traniaction of theirs is 
underftood to have the Sanétion of the whole Peo- 
ple of Great Britain: If every Individual then is 
under a moral and political Obligation, to’ watch, 
as muchas lies in his Power, the Progrefs of Fraud 
or Oppreffion, to the Detriment of the Subjeét, and 
the Agerandizing the Crown, they, the Reprefenta- 
tives of all, are doubly obliged to put a Stop to it, 
by all the Means they may: ’Tis for this end, prin- 
cipally, the Freeholder ailigns over to their Cuitody 
and Management, all the Power he has over his 
Perfon and Property, as far as is confiftent with the 
Properties, and Perfons of his Pofterity : ‘Thofe he 
has no natural, or equitable Title to difpofe of; all 
the Privileges he received from his Anceftors, bein 
the unalienable Inheritance of his Children; and to 
be left as entire at his Death, as they devolved upon 
him at his Birth. The chief Motive and End of 
eftablifhing a Houfe of Commons therefore, is to 
keep a ftri€t Eye on the Prerogative, and to fore- 
clofe the Rights of their Coniftituents againft all In- 
croachments whatever: What then they are bound 
to prevent from all other Quarters, furely ought not 
to take its Rile from themielves. What would be 
Breach of Privilege, and the greateft Infult imagi- 
nable to the Dignity of Parliament, if extorted, can 
never be expedient to be conceded on any Pretence 
whatever; | mean leaving the Power, and Wealth 
of the Kingdom at the Diicretion of the Crown. 
’Tis to no Purpofe to plead the perfonal Virtues of 
Sovereigns in excufe for fuch fatal Compliments; 
or the Experience of their paft Lenity and Modera- 
tion: Tho’ the Addrefs.is made to him, and his 
facred Name is made ufe of for the Depofit of fuch 
aftonifhing Trutts, ’tis his Miniflers that have the 
aQual Exercife of them: And how fit and decent it 
is 
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is for the Fate of a whole People to be at the Mercy 
of thofe, whofe very Intereft it may be to ruin 
them, at any Crifis, or in any Circumftance what- 
ever, let our Enemies take upon them to explain. —— 
For my own Part, I can fee nothing worfe to appre- 
hend, than fuch a Confidence placed where common 
Intereft and common Senle teach us to dread the 
moft Mifchief: A Confidence at all*Times indif- 
Creet, as parting with that Power, which is the only 
Security of our Liberties ; of Courfe, what even the 
uprignt and difinterefled Walfingham, or Fabricius 
himtelf ought not to be veited with; Nay, what ’tis 
mott probable they would both decline and oppofe, 
as a Precedent that might be one Day the Ruin of 
their Country, in other Hands; tho’ innocent, or 
even ufeful in Theirs. 
If then, the honeiteft, wifeft, and moft popular 
Men ought not to have the Fate of the Common- 
wealth fo much in their Power ; how dreadful would 
the State of the Nation be, if ever a Period fhould 
arife, when it fhould be committed to the Keeping 
of thofe Minifters, who were the public Abhorrence, 
and public Scorn: Who had befet the People with 
Danger, and Infamy on every. fide; and made all 
the Meafures of State, but fo many Snares to in- 
creafe the Revenue on one Hand, and confume it 
on the other; who fought without Honour, and 
treated without Advantage ; who humbled their own 
Country to the Duft, and yet flavifhly truckled to 
their Enemies ; who, though furrounded with Hire- 
lings and Flatterers, had no iriends, and, though in 
Plenitude of Power, were treated with univerfal Con- 
tempt; who were Fool-hardy enough to fet the Re- 
fentment of a whole Nation at Defiance, and yet 
wanted Courage to avenge them on their Enemies ; 
In thort, who had circulated a Spirit of Corruption 
through the very Vitals of the Conftitution, had 
made a Jeit of Honefty, and Public Spirit, and had 
compaffed 
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compafied more effectually by their Frauds, the 
Downfal of Liberty, than all the Minifters of Op- 
prefion that ever went before them. I fay, how 
dreadful would the State of the Nation be, if ever 
fach a Period fhould hereafter arife, when this 
ftrange Confidence fhould be placed in fuch dirty 
Hands as thefe? Should be placed by thofe very Per- 
fons, whofe immediate Bufinefs was to prevent every 
fuch deftruétive Meafure; by thofe, on whom the 
Eyes and Hearts of the People were fixed for Re- 
drefs of prefent Grievances, for the Prevention of 
Future; for reftoring the public Honour, and public 
Tranquillity ; for reviving Commerce, for regulating 
the Charge of Government, for husbanding the an- 
nual Subfidies, for reducing the National Debts, and 
for bringing over-grown Offenders to Juftice, how- 
ever formidable by their Power, however guarded 
by Wiles of State, however greatly protected, and 
however feemingly fecure? Alas! Whatever 
Senfe the People of thofe deplorable Times might 
have of their Calamities, it would be no eafy Matter 
to remove them. Deprived of their principal Sup- 
port, deferted by thofe who alone could ferve them 
to Purpofe, without any great, and difinterefted Ge- 
nius to confolidate their Reflections, and make them 
really ferviceable to the Common-Caufe, fplit per- 
haps into ridiculous Parties, and fundered by invi- 
dious Diftinétions ; where could they have recourfe 
for Relief? What Meafures could they take to re- 
move the Load, which would be too grievous to be 
borne? Complain they might, but their Enemies 
would itill triumph; and to feel for the public Di- 
ftreffes would only double their own. : 

In Time then, before fo hideous a Page fhall dif- 
grace our Annals, let us endeavour to prevent the 
Mifchief, it would be fo difficult to cure: Let us 
remember what is advanced above, That Jealoufy of 
the Sovereign Power is the very Bafis of our Confti- 
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tution; That the People’s Share in the Legiflature 


is to hinder the Encroachments of the Prerogative ; 
And that Compliments to the Throne from our Re- 
prefentatives may, in Days to come, be as fatal 
to our Liberties, as the governing by Majors-Gene- 
ral, or the Lieutenants of Counties! 

Let us caft our Eyes back to the Tranfactions of 
our Fore-Fathers, and take Advantage of their Mif- 
takes to provide for our own Security! Let us re- 
colle& their eafy Complaifance to Fames King of 
Scotland, in admitting him to the Throne of this 
Kingdom, without once thinking of procuring any 
new Privilege to the Subject, or even confirming the 
old, as the Conditions of his Acceptance; an Over- 
fight which made way for all the Mifunderftandings 
between him and his Parliaments, and laid the 
Ground-Work of the fubfequent Civil War! Let 
us take a View of that very Civil War, which coft 
the Nation no lefs than forty Millions on both fides, 
and was fadden’d with the Lofs of fo many Thou- 
fand gallant Men; and what were our Gains? The 
Ruin of the great Parliament, which firft fet it on 
foot, in Defence of themfelvesand the People ; and 
the Eftablifhment of a.Military Government; di- 
rected, *tis true, with great Abilities, but without 
any Foundation either in Law, or Equity! 
To this fucceeded the Reforation ; wh€n. Loyalty 
ran fo high, that "twas almoft Treafon to mention 
Liberty ; and the People, in the Honey-Moon of 
their Affection to their Idol-King, gave up, at once, 
all they had fought for; threw themfelves, almoft 
without Referve, on the Courtefy of his Majefty ; 
and, before his Reign was half over, had as much 
Reafon as ever to dread the Prerogative, and curfe 
their foolifh Generofity. Notwithitanding 
which, and notwithitanding they had endeavoured 
with all their Might, to exclude the Duke of York 
from the Succeflion, he was no fooner on the Throne, 
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but his Royal Word was deemed fufficient Security 
both for our civil and ecclefiaftic Liberties :—~—Yes, 
we trufted him too, and how well he deferved it, 
let the Revolution explain ! I deicend no nearer 
to our own Times. But if fuch Faéts as thefe 
do not afford fufficient Reafons to deter us from be~ 
ing the Bubbles of our own Credulity for the fu~ 
ture, we richly deferve the Ruin we don’t think it 
worth our while to avoid.

difplayed in thofe long Encomiums, 

which generally begin Jn Sempiternam. 

Memoriam, To the-eternal Remembrance, &c. of 

fome Perfon of Confequence, who probably is heard 

of no more after his Undertaker’s Bill is paid; than 

in that more fimple and unaffected Way (as it ap- 

pears) of communicating only the Name of the 

Dead, fuppofing, often with great Modefty, that no 

one can read the Name, who is not before acquaint- 

ed with the Hiftory,; Works, and Merits of the 
Perfon. 

But to leave thefe Heroes in full Poffeffion of the 
Eternity of their Reputation, which, if the World 
fhould laft twenty or thirty Thoufand Years longer, 
might poflibly be difputed ; we may perhaps wonder 
at the Sagacity of thofe Politicians, who could fore- 
fee that they fhould be able to cheat Mankind with 
fo chimerical a Reward; and that, whilft all the. 
other Paffions muft be taken with fubftantial Baits, 
Pride, like the Dog in the Water, was to be de-- 
ceived and allured by a Shadow. 


I 3 As 
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As it is thought an ill Office to expofe any inno- 
cent Superitition, which tends to promote Virtue, 
what F have here advanced may be too haftily cen- 
fured ; and it may be faid, that as the Promoters of 
this Fallacy had no other View but to infpire Men 
to great Actions by thefe Hopes of a chimerical 
Good, in attempting to argue away their Opinion 
of it, we are in reality Enemies to her Caufe: for 
which we fhew no good Inclination by blowing up 
or undermining one of her Out-Works, though per- 
haps not fo defenfible as fome others: but to fpeak 
plain, I wifh good Men would leave Virtue and 
Truth to their own Defence, without bringing Fraud 
and Falfhood to their Affiftance. It may become a 
skilful Engineer to blow up a rotten Redoubt, and 
draw all his Forces to the Defence of the found and 
ftrong Rampart: for every Work which the Enemy 
carries againit Oppofition, raifes his Spirits and in- 
{pires him with Contempt of the reft ; whereas, by 
blowing up all the Ont-Works, and ftanding at 
once to the Defence of our Baftions, we at leaft give 
the Enemy an Opinion of our Confidence in their 
Strength. The fame happens in the Defence of our 
Syftems. One honeft, plain, fubftantial, evident 
Argument, hath more Weight with our Adverfary, 
mote Succefs in convincing or confuting him, than 
a hundred fophiftical, fallacious Syllogifms, which, 
whenever deteéted, make us fufpeé&t the Weaknefs 
of the Caufe, and incline us to doubt whether thofe 
who fly to fuch Refources, do not endeavour to per- 
fuade us of what they are by no means convinced 
themfelves. 3 

Nor am I certain that thefe chimerical Expecta- 
tiens do in Reality fo nrach Service to the Caufé of 
Virtue as hath been apprehended: or indeed, that 
Vice itfelf hath not been propagated by this Means; 
for fome Men feem as ‘eager to prolong their Nanies, 
as others to prolong their Lives, and would ~—

their Remembrance at any rate. To omit the trite 
Story of the Man who burnt the Temple at Ephe/xs, 
or the lefs known Inftance of an Exgii/> Villain, 
who comforted himfelf in his Way to the Gallows, 
that his Name would get. into Hiftory, and he 
fhould live on Record; what hath caufed fuch De- 
folation as this ridiculous Vanity ? To this the World 
owe their Conquerors, from Cyrus down to Charles 
the XIIth of Seveden, the laft Hero, except the 

refent Perfian Madman, who hath infefted, or I 

ope, will infeft the Earth. It was this which en- 
cosraged a Turkifo Emperor to order it to be en- 
graved on his Tomb, That he had been the Occafian 
of the Death of 800000 Men ; thus refolving to per- 
petuate his Name and his Infamy together. 

Good Adtions require no fuch Rewards. A Chri- 
ftian expeéts thofe of infinitely greater Value, and 
an ancient Heathen would have told us, that Virtue 
had in herfelf fufficient to reward her Followers, and, 
like perfeé&t Beauty, did not require the Allurements 
of a good Fortune to make Men defirous of her 
Poffeffion. 

The following Inftance of Contempt for this ri- 
diculous Vanity, is expréffed with a philofophical 
Spirit worthy the wifeft of Men, It is in Dr. Sy- 
denham’s Tpeatife of the Gout. * What Matter is 
‘ it, (fays that amiable Author,) if performing 
* carefully the Duty of a good Citizen, and ferving 
* the Public to my own Prejudice, I have no Thanks 
‘ for my Labour? For if the Thing be rightly 
*. weighed, the providing for Efteem, I being now 
* an old Man, will be in fhort the fame, as to pro- 
‘ vide for that which is not: for what Advantage 
‘ 


will it be to me after I am dead, that eight alpha- 
betical Elements, reduced into that Order, that 
* will compofe my Name, fhall be pronounced by 
* thofe, who can no more frame an Idea of me in 
* their Minds, than I can sg conceive what ‘thofe 
4 are 
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* are to be who will not know fuch as were dead ‘ih 
* the foregoing Age, &c. | 
But as there cannot be a more foolifh, fo there 
is not a more general Fondnefs than this of our 
Names. ‘The Inventors of Arts have many of them 
tranfmitted their Difcoveries to Pofterity, with their 
Names tacked to them; nay, the World hath been 
fometimes favoured with an Opportunity of remem- 
bring the firft Inventors of Dances, Difhes and Fafh- 
ions, and fuch like. In the fame Manner, where 
Men have been the firft Movers of what the World 
has not had Senfe enough to admire, they generally 
fet a Mark on the Name of the Founder. Thus [ 
queftion not, but through our Labours, the U/ira 
fablime will in fature Ages be called the C1pBERIAN 
SrixLe: nay, it hath been ufual to celebrate (or if 
you pleafe) ftigmatize Men very particularly emi- 
nent for what they did not themfelves invent. And 
thus I queftion not but a vaft Blunder, an impudent, 
fimple and rataL Defiance of our Superiors, and 
a malicious pitiful Lye, will be hereatier itifed —— 
a Name which it is not neceflary to infert, fince the 
Chafm will be rightly filled up by the blackeft and 
wickedeft Man in the Kingdom, whoever he is. 
And whoever thou art that deferveft fuch a Cha- 
racter, though thou may’ft have an equal Contempt 
with me, for any Honour which can be done thy 
Name, when thou art dead; yet confider, O*wicked 
Man, thy immortal Soul; or, if Infidelity guards 
thee from any Terrors on this Account, reflect on 
the fhortnefs of thy Time here. If thou art young, 
it cannot be long, if old, thy Sins will foon over- 
take thee, or rather the Punifhment for them. —— 
Believe me, Friend, thy Days are drawing to an 
End, and thofe are coming on, when thou fhale 
fay thou haf no Pleafure in them. Impudence will 
not abafh, nor Lying deceive forever. Whatever 
Contempt thou may’ft have of the Powers above and 
below, 
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below, thou wilt find thy Confidence ill-grounded. 
If thou art feated high, confider there is but a Mi- 
nute’s Difference between the higheft human Emi- 
nence and the Ground. Believe me, Friend, it re- 
fieéts lefs Honour on thee, to have impofed on Men 
hitherto, than Difgrace on them to have been im- 
pofed on. The Afs in the Lion’s Skin is not lefs 
an Afs when he is miftaken for a Lion. But flatter 
not thyfelf too much with the Retrofpect of thy 
Succefs ; for lo in the Theatre, where Rich, great 
Machinift, prefides over animate and inanimate Ma- 
chines, the dexterous Harlequin of footy Counte- 
nance, long time prevails, turns all things. topfy- 
turvy, fubverts the Order of Nature, and makes the 
human Puppet Man dance Jiggs upon his Head ; 
while from the lofty Regions of the Gallery Supe-- 
rior, where the Apprentice, the Clerk, with all the 
viler Riff-Raff, the Tag-Rag, and Bos-Tail of the . 
World, are mounted (perhaps by the noble Rich for 
this immediate Purpofe) above their Superiors, iffue 
forth loud Acclamations.; the filent Pit is fullen and 
indignant at the Farce; nor in the Box, (unlefs fome 
Beau, like Cattle marked in the.Side to denote their 
Owner, fhould there difplay his Blaze) breaks forth 
a whifpering Applaufe. Mark thou the End, a Set 
of folemn Figures enter on the Stage, the Power of 
Harlequin is at an End, aloft they lift the impious 
long-fuccefsful Sorcerer, and thruft him down the 
Throat of a tremendous Dragon.. The Gallery 
rattles. with. Applaufe, and thofe who were even now. 
delighted with his Tricks, feem no lefs pleafed with 
his Fate. Rejoice then, O wicked Man, in 
thy Tricks, and let thy Heart cheer thee in the Suc- 
cefs of thy Tricks, but know that. for all thefe 
Tricks, we fhall bring thee to Judgment. .

Wet diftinguifhes him from all others. 

Res Nay, it is a common Phrafe to figni- 

fy our Efteem of an Author, That be 

has a Stile. This isa kind of Touch- 

ftone ufed by Commentators, to try what Parts of a 

Great Man’s Works are truly his own; by which 

Guide the learned Bent/ey hath made fuch wholefome 
and delightful Defalcations from Mi/ton. 

The Great Writer, whofe Chara&ter I'am to at- 
tempt, hath given us the ftrongeft Inftance of this 
Kind. His Stile is fo very fingular that one might 
almoft fay, He hath even a Language to bim/elf, (an 
Honour never before attributed to any Author.) 
This Particularity of Stile is fo evident, that it will 
be impoffible for the Writers of his own or a fubfe- 
quent Age, to introduce any of their Works under his

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Name; nay, I queftion whether fome of his own 
Works, written before he arrived at this ‘Perfection, 
may net be fu/peded by fome future Theobald ; and 
do-a little doubt, whether even the Care/e/s Husband, 
or Love's laf Shift, willbe thought equal to the 
Apology. . | 

& hevepietnifed this little, as an Excufe for thofe 
Defe&s which I am too fenfible of in the following 
Imitation; in which, as I have endeavoured to ule 
my Author’s own Words in the fame Senfe which he 
hath attributed to them, as often however as I am 
capable of finding it out, fo I have diftinguifhed all 
thefe Words fo ufed in Jtalics, that fince I am not 
equal to his Merit, I may not be guilty of ftealing any 
Portion of his Fame. 

The Author of the Apology made Ais firft forward 
Step into Nature in Nov. 1671. In 1682, he went 
to a Free-School, where he faid till he got through 
it, and fuch Learning as that School could give, is the 
moft he pretends to; which tho be hath not utterly for- 
got, he hath not much improved by Study. We find littie 
remarkable of him till he came to the Stage, un- 
lefs that The Fate of King James, The Prince of Orange, 
and ‘himfelf, were all at once upon the Anvil: That 
be- narrowly efcaped being a General or a Bifbop ; 
and once on a Time fell in Love with the Emanati- 
on of Beauty: Soon after his Afcendant on the Stage, 
he was poffeft by fo: full a Vanity and Content, that he 
ftands compared in the Apology, to Alexander the 
Great; and: Charles the X4lth. In the Roll of 
Time, he fprung- into Excellence in feveral. Parts, 
thofe in which he /Zone the Audience into the great- 
eft Admiration, were of a duplex Kind, viz. In. 
Tragedy, thofe Parts which had not the leafi Proffer 
of the Amiablein them; and in Comedy, in fuch as. 
were made up of well-bred Vices. Indeed, the lat- 
ter feem to have fat with a-more full and eafy Fafhion 
upon him, as his Voice, where there was a too large 


Infufion. 
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Infufion of the Monotone, interwoven with a regrating 
Acidity, wanted that barmonious, pleafing, found Me- 
lody, which the Throws and Swellings of Honour and 
Ambition require ; whereas he became the Foppington 
fo well, that the Roars of the Audience frequently 
founded forth what the cooler Judge afterwards ac- 
knowledged, that he was the trueft and moft com- 
leat Coxcomb ever feen. “As his attorial Excel- 
_ Tence is fo well known, we fhall proceed with Rapi- 
dity to furvey him as an Author. His Learning, as 
far as it regards Languages, hath been already ipok- 
en to; we will therefore examine him in the Scien- 
ces. In Arithmetic he feems to have made no Immen- 
fity of Progrefs: For he fays, pol fol. 42. ‘That 
he attended but to r wo Words, which were Some 
Wine ano Water: and in 225, he talks of an 
EigutH Part MORE THAN HaurF. In Ar- 
chite¢ture he feems to be fomething more an Adept. 
He fays, page 241, ‘ That the Area of the old Stage 
* projeéted about four Feet forwarder in a femi- 
* oval Figure, parallel to the Benches of the Pit ;’ 
and in 242, * Not only from the Stage’s being fhort- 
* ned in Front, but likeWife from the additional In- 
* terpofition of thofe Stage Boxes, the Actors, (iz 
© Refpe& tothe SpeGators that fll them) are kept fo 
* much more backward from the main Audience.’ 
In Philofophy he declares himfelf a Stoic ; but in- 
deed, though he differs from all others of this Kind, 
by afferting that Fire, Air, and Water, are oppofite 
to each other, yet if it is neceflary to rank him 
among the Philofophers, I fhould rather think him 
a Natural than any other. In Politics he is truly 
facile Princeps: for, to omit the dignified Reafons 
which he gives for reftraining the Liberty of the 
Stage; namely, that bad Miniiters may be more ef- 
fetually hurt there, than by the Prefs; and his Me- 
thod of proving the fuperior Worth of a Minifter, 
by his being the /ongeft railed at; there is one Stroke 
beyond 
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beyond all the Oshornes, Waifinghams, Sidneys, Freee 
mans, all the Bos-tail Writers of the’ Age, viz. 
That we had but a contefed Right to any Liberty be- 
fore the Revolution. This is a Difcovery, which, 
if it had entered into the Head of the} Jacobitical 
Writers in King William’s Reign, would have done 
their Bufinefs at once ; for, if we had no Right to 
Liberty before the Revolution, none but our great 
Biographer can tell us what Right we had to the 
Revolution. But his political Principles feem ever 
where to be the Bobylonifo, which like the Babylnif 
Dialeé&t in Hudibras, are a party-colour’d Mixture 
of patched and pieballed Principles, from whofe jar- 
ring and repugnant Atoms is ftruck out a Si/wer, or 
rather Golden-toned Utility: Which, like dung thrown 
on a Meadow, leaves an involuntary Crop bebind it. 
But no more of thefe ferious Matters, which our 
Biographer (page 168.) fays he only enters upon #o 
give the Public a@ true Portrait of bis Mind, and 
fairly to let them fee how far he is, or is not a 
BLoCKHEAD3; a Point in which the Reader is, I 
doubt not, by this time well fettled. Indeed I ap- 
prehend his Character as a Writer, is now fo efta- 
blifhed, that he may write on to Eternity without 
any Danger of hurting it. This I think is pretty 
certain that no one will ever attempt to attack him 
any more. Nay, to fay the Truth, as rich Things 
are the fooneft apt to furfeit, we are almoft as de- 
firous to have done with him, as he himfelf, out of 
an Averfion to fo much Praife, can be that we fhould: 
we fhall therefore only give a few Inftances of one 
particular Beauty in this Work, which, as it may be 
ranged under one Head, we did not confound with 
the Mifcellaneous Olio in our laft, namely, his $i- 
milies. Not to mention our Author’s Comparifons 
of himfelf to King Fames, the Prince of Orange, 
Alexander the Great, Charles the X1Ith, and Harry 
IV. of France, his favourite Simile is a Lion, thus 
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page 39. we have a SaTisFiED PresuMPTion, 
that to drive England into Slavery is like teaching. 
AN OLD Lion To Dance. 104. Our new Cri- 
tics are like Lions Whelps that dajo down the 
Bowls of Milk, &c.. befides a third Allufion to the 
fame Animal: and this brings into my Mind a Story 
which I once heard from Booth, that-our.Biographer 
had, in one of his Plays ina Local Simile, introduced 
this generous Beaft in fome Ifland or Country where 
Lions did not grow; of which being informed by 
the learned Booth, the Biographer replied, prithee 
tell me then where there is a Lion, for God's Curfe, 
if there be a Lion in Europe, Afia, Africa, or Ame- 
rica, I will not lofe my Simile. _ Another Obferva- 
tion which I have made on our Author’s Similies is, 
that they generally. have an Eye towards the Kit- 
chen. Thus page 56. Tava Play-Houfes are like twe 
Puppinecs or two.LEGs or MuTToON. 
224. To plant young AGors is not fo eafy as to plant 
Cazssa.ces. To which letme add a Metaphor 
in page 57. where unprofitable Praife can hardly give 
Truth a Soup Maricre. As we cannot draw the 
farcaftical Conclufion which would attend a lefs rich 
Author, we muft neceffarily conclude that our Biograr 
pher is too much inclined to write on a full Stomach. 

After fo many Commendations.of this Work, the 
Author will permit me. to find a few Faults. The 
pages 217 and 248 are almoit entirely taken,up to 
inform the Reader that the Biographer lent.Colonel 
Brett his clean Shirt. This brings to.my Mind a 
Story in Dr. South’s Letter to Sherlock, which is in 
Subftance as follows. ‘ Once on a. Time a Gentle- 
* man and his Servant were travelling together, and 
“the Gentleman called .out.to his Man, and faid. 
‘unto him, Ycha, get thee.down from thy Horfe, 
‘and I will get me down from my. Horfe, then 
* take off the Saddle that is on thy Horfe, and af- 
* terwards take off the Saddle that ison my Horfe. 
* Then. 
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Then take thou the Saddle that was'on my Horfe, 

and put on thy Horfe, and the Saddle that was on 

thy Horfe put thou on my Horfe. Lord, Sir, 

fays Fobn, could you-not have faid, change Sad- 
‘ dies.” So might our Biographer have faid change 
fhirts. The other two little Exceptions I fhall 
make are fuch, as, if this Work had been a Jitile 
lower. and worfe than it is, would not have been ob- 
ferved, but a Scar is immediately feen in Beauty, or 
a Coal in a white Pudding. Page 326. Jt is an 
ill Bird that » and 332. The Pills 
began to Gripe him. Both thefe Paflages feem to al- 
lude to a Part of the human Body, which no wife Au- 
thor will ever put his Reader in mind of. 

Thus I have done with this excellent Work, 
which is really a Suet Pudding full of Plumbs ; and° 
as the Stile or Diétion is perfe&tly new, I fhall con- 
clude with a concifé Defcription thereof. It isa 
Fluid of the galaéteous or milky Kind ; on which, 
as on Milk, there is a Cream, or rather Froth fwime 
ming onthe Top: This being once fkimmed off, 
the whole becomes quite clear, without any Sedi- 
ment at the Bottom. A Circumftance in fome Mea- 
fure owing to the Rapidity of its Current; by 
which, as in a rapid Stream, the Waves of Words 
pals by fo quick, that it is very difficult to feparate or 
fix diftinét Ideas on any particular Body of Water ; 
You cannot diftinguifi one Wave from another, 
and you have from the whole, only an. Idea of a 
River. So here the Periods fmoothly, foftiy, fweet- 
ly roll and flow along; nor is the Reader able tocol- 
le&t any other Idea, than that it is a Book abounding 
with Excellencies, from the bef of which (to ufe our 
Author’s own Words, page 75.) be plainly fees the 
whole but a Leffon given him to get by Heart by fome 
great Author whofe Senfe is deeper than the Reader's 
Underfianding.

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I have often thought our firft Politicians have 
framed their Schemes of Government from the Idea 
of this Engine; for what are the feveral Officers 
and Magiftrates, from the King to the Conftable, 
but the feveral Wheels of State, in a fubordinate 
Manner, making up one grand Machine, which, 
like a Piece of Clock-work in right Order, moves 
fteadily and regularly by fixed and certain Laws. 

Now, as in the mechanical Machine, if any Body 
intervenes, which hath no. Funétion afligned it by 
the Maker, it muft neceffarily diforder the Opera- 
tion, and in Proportion to the Weight and Power 
of this intervening Body, will be the Confufion and 
Diforder occafioned by it; the fame muft happen 
in the Political, whenever any Perfor intrudes into 
a Place, where, by the original Conftitution of the 
Government, he ought not to be; for nothing can 
move by the Laws afligned it at its Creation, un- 
lefs what preferves the fame Form it had when thofe 
Laws were afligned. 

But if the Place to fland on be found out, if a 
Man once difcovers a Method of governing and 
fetting this grand Machine in Motion, when and 
as he pleafes, he may then turn round the Common- 
wealth at his Will, and teach it, as Mr. Cibber 
fays, to dance like an old Lion, nay, may play 
Tricks with it, like the Mafter of a Rarge-Shew, 
who fets Kings on their Heads, makes the Czar of 
Mufcovy, the King of France, and all other great 
Perfonages dance at his Command in whatever Man- 
ner he pleafes. 

The Reader I: believe, already perceives that I 
point direétly at a Prime Miniiter, a Magiftrate, 
who, tho’ not confiftent with our Conftitution, nor 
countenanc'd by our Laws, hath often found Means 
to infinuate himfelf into the political Machine, and 
fometimes hath made a Handle of the Prerogative, 


by which he hath managed.the whole accordi i 
is 
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his Pleafure ; and this, without any perfonal Me- 
rit, or diftinguifhed Abilities, but (as Dr. Fiddes 
fays in bis Life of Cardinal Wolfey) * by a Con- 
‘ flux of fortunate Accidents, or in the Chriftian 
‘ Diale&t, certain happy and favourable Difpofiti- 
‘ ons of Providence, which does even fometimes ap- 
* pear to lay a Train for the Advancement of fer 

ticular Perfons ; a Train which they have nothing 
to do but to follow direétly, towards the Accom- 
plifhment of every thing they can propofe to 
‘ themfelves in this World.” 

Thus Wolfey, from the meaneft Extraction, with 
fuch diffolute and fcandalous Morals; that he was 
publicly fet in the Stocks, was, by a Conflux of 
fortunate Accidents, advanced (if I may fo fay) 
above his Sovereign ; fo that Dukes and Earls held 
his Towel and Bafon for him when he wafhed.: 
nay he was elated to fuch an Height ef Arrogance 
that he was offended at the Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury for fubfcribing himfelf his Brother, on which 
that Prelate well remarked that the Man was in-- 
ebriated with Succefs. The Duke of Venice in one 
of his Letters afcribes to him a Participation of the 
Royal Power and Majefty, and compliments him 
with the Supreme Authority of the Kingdom. In 
Confequence of which Opinion, he receiyed the 
Pay of half the Princes of Europe, for which he 
SoLp HIS MASTER AND His Country, and 
this with fo little Temptation, that Fiddes tells ys, 
page 351, his Revenues were equal to the Crown. 

_ But do we think the long Reicn of this Mi- 
nifter was with the Confent and Approbation of 
the People? So much on the contrary that his own 
Hiftorian confeffes there was a Great and General 
Difzuft entertained againft him; and my Lord Her- 
bert tells us, (page 162.) ‘ That the People took 
* the Commiftors which he iffued in the 17th of 
‘ Henry VAIL. fo ill, that it was like to have grown 
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“ to a Rebellion: This Proceeding (fays he) being 
* afterwards difavowed by the King, got the Car- 
* dinal many a Curfe and the King many Bleflings.” 
The People plainly faw the Royal Power ufurped, 
and the Royal Favour engrofled by a Subjeé& and 
amean One too; their Pockets drained to fill the 
public Coffers, and thofe again emptied to fupply 
the Minifter’s Vanity. They faw his Avarice, hi 
Pride, his Infolence, his Corruption, they fele the 
Effeéts of ail thofe, and groaned under them, but 
Laws, without a ftanding Army, compelled them 
to fubmit. The Cardinal had found the Place 
to Stand on, he held faft the Handle of the Prero- 
gative, and rurned the Political Machine round as he 
leaied, whilft all but thofe Creatures who foughe 

is Favour and took his Pay, (whe if they were 
Dukes were Servants and the meaneft Servants, vo- 
Juntarily io, fervile in Nature without the Compul- 
fion of Fortune) hated and detefted him. 

Have you feen, Reader, a Team of thofe Noble- 
Spirited Animals we call Horfes pafs by, whilft a 
little Urchin wantonly difplayed his Dexterity with 
a Whip? Hath it not raifed your Indignation to fee 
thofe generous Beafts fubmit to the Correétign of 
this Contemptible Brat? With fuch Indignation [ 
read over thofe Periods of our Annals, where this 
brave, this great, this powerful Nation hath been 
infulted, betrayed, impoverifhed, and enflaved by 
fome wicked Minifter, who hath often had. neither 
Birth, nor Virtues, nor even Abilities to recom- 
mend him, but hath owed his Dignity only to a 
fortunate Accefs to his Prince, which he hath after- 
wards had the Addrefs to improve by accommoda- 
ting himfelf to his Temper or Pleafures, or by per- 
fuading his Mafter that he is ufeful and even necef- 
fary to his Intereft. -A’ common Falfehood, and 
y& fo grofs that I believe it will be difficult to find 
an Englif> Prince who hath been unhappy, with- 
out owing it to his Minilters. I 
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I own there is fomething very ridiculous in the 
Image of feveral Millions of People, complaining 
bitterly Eng the Infults and Oppreflion of one 
Man. What an Idea muft we conceive of this 
Man, but that he is another Hercules or rather a 
Captain Gulliver ina Nation of Lilliputians! But 
fuppofe the Fa&t fo much on the contrary, that this 
Man fhould be one of the meaneft and every wa 
moft contemptible in his -Country; that, whilft 
every one plainly faw, and openly declared, he was 
endeavouring to enflave and undo us, moft of us 
fhould entertain the greateft and jufteft Contempt 
for him, fhould know him to have no more Parts 
than are necefflary to a very indifferent Scrivener, 
and no more Spirit than is included in the Com- 
pofition of Spite and Malice! If this ever fhould be 
the Cafe, what could we conclude, but that Men 
are harneffed as well as Horfes, and like them may 
be drove by the meaneft Urchin ; or that Govern- 
ment is really in Politics, what that imaginary Ma- 
chine wouid be in Mechanics, and may be fo con- 
trived, that neither Art nor Strength may be necef- 
fary to direét it. 

Hence it appears that it doth not require fuch 
mighty Abilities, nor doth it redound fo much to 
the Honour of a Minifter to ruin his Country as 
hath been apprehended. And hence it may likewife 
be inferred, that whenever a bad Minifter fhall take 
it into his Head to ruin us, we muft be irretrieva- 
bly loft. 

But this latter is not fo certain; for tho’ it 
muft be confeffed we fhould be in great Danger, 
yet not fo abfolutely overpowered, as to have no 
Refource. Nay, indeed, we have three very great 
ones. 

The firft and moft natural Dependance is on our 
Houfe of Commons, who are the Bulwarks of our 
Liberties ; they are the Weight of the People a 
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the Scale of Power, and fufficient, at leaft, to keep 
the Ballance even. It is their Duty to be watch- 
fal for our Liberties and Properties, and, if pro- 
rly chofen, it is their Intereft: by properly cho- 
en, I mean proper Perfons to be entrufted with 
that Care; for the faithful Difcharge of which, 
a great Eftate is always the beft Security to the 
Electors. 

But if our Pofterity fhould ele& unfit Reprefen- 
tatives, fhould fell themfelves to fuch as will fell 
them again for Profit, and by thefe Means a Houfe 
of Commons fhould negle& the univerfal Cries of 
the Nation, and openly fupport a Minifter in bare- 
faced Iniquity, we have a fecond natural Refource 
to our Father and Proteétor, to whom we havea 
right to apply for Redrefs, and it is his own Inte- 
reft as well as Duty to redrefs us; for the People 
can fuffer no general Injury which will not reach 
the Throne. And. if ‘that Man who deprives the 
King of one Subject is to be executed at his Suit, 
how much more would he deferve Correétion at his 
Hands, who fhould impoverifh and undo his whole. 
People? 

TYhe laft Refource (and that to which, tho’ the 
fureft and ftrongeit of all, I hope, as it is preter- 
natural, we thafl never be driven) is to our Father 
in Heaven. He hath more than once interpofed 
his divine Hand and faved his People ; let us there- 
fore fhew our Pofterity an Example,-and begin be- 
times to recommend our felves to him; let us fhew 
him by our Duty that we are his Children, and ~ 
he will demonftrate by his Love that he is our Fa- 
ther. If our Pofterity be bred up by our Precepts 
and Example to honour him, they may, with Con- 
fidence, in the Evil Day, cry out, From THE

Yet, of all Princes on Earth, the Emperor of 
China fhould beft know what pafles: for he not 
only reads the News-Papers, but he takes the Me- 
rit of writing them too. -That Fancy of the China 
Gazette is admirable. It is not like ours of Lon- 
don; where, now and then, an Article from Copen- 
hagen or Berlin makes the whole Feaft. It is a vo- 
luminous Work, comes out every Day, and {peaks 
the Emperor’s true Thoughts of all his Mandarins 
from the higheft to the loweft. It tells you hows 
for ten Dozen of Songs (fo the Chinefe call Lies) 
his Imperial Majefty did the Tue/day before beftow 
on the Pofteriors of the Ch r of his Ex——r 
one Dozen of fatherly Kicks, and half a hundred 
Baitinados on his Secretary cf State for one un- 
guarded Truth ; all which in that Country pafs for 
Aéts of Corre&tion, and not for Difpleafure ; fomething 
but not altogether like what Mr Dryden fays in so 
Riva 
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Rival Ladies. ‘‘ Blows from angry Kings, though 


‘“* they are meant Affronts, are ca goog Favours.” 
It is not, however, to be imagined that the Empe- 
ror compiles the Journal: He only revifes and cor- 
rects it with Strokes of his Red. Pencil, which none 
but himfelf dares ufe by Law. Yet [ fufpect thae 
the Red-Pencil may commonly be handled by the 
Prime Minifter, if the News-Papers contain parti- 
cular Encomiums on his Adminiftration, or rather 
in all Cafes, unlefs when the Gazette difclofes fome 
Secret of corporal Admonition ; there I can believe 
the Red-Pencil. Do you fancy that the King of 
Spain ever read the Manifefio, or that his Mott 
Chriftian Majefty perufes every Lettre de Cachet 
that difpatches a Grumbler to the Ba/ffile? No, I 
dare fay ; and yet, J the King is prefixt to the one, 
and fuch is our Pleafure fubjoined to the other ; 
meaning the Pleafure of the Minifter in both. 

One confiderable Advantage attends this Inititu- 
tion, That the Gazette being the only News-Paper 
tolerated in all the Empire, and the Vicegerents of 
Heaven’s Vicegerent being incapable of Falfhood, 
this is a political Creed, frefh provided every Day 
for the Quid Nuncs of China; which it would be 
Damnation to disbelieve. If ever an Ac is at- 
tempted here for retrenching the Licentioufnels of 
the Prefs, I would recommend the Plan of this Ga- 
zette as worthy of fome Regard; particularly in this 
Shape, that-no Article of News or political Differ- 
tation whatever, be publifhed except in the London 
Gazette or Gazetteer; and that the Bench of Bifhops

fiances 5: but. I was quite charm’d with an admirable 


Lectur-, 
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Leéture, which accompany’d the Operation, on the 
wonderful Structure and Symmetry of the Animal- 
Oeconomy, explaining the proper Offices and 
Funétions affigned to each Part, with all the Perfpi- 
cuity imaginable. 

This Diffeftion filled my Mind with fuch 2 
Variety of new Ideas, and produced fuch a Train 
of Conjectures, Reflections, and Inferences, as kept 
me awake beyond my ufual Hour, and in my 
pm prefented the following ffrange, unnatural 

ifton. 

ons convey’d, methought, intoa Room, where 
feveral eminent Surgeons were prefent: There lay 
upona Table an Head and Heart of a human Body, 
which they were going to difleét.

HAT it appears to this

Mgn to be reprefented in Parliament. And it is 
a mere Conceit to fay that, as there is no Diffe- 
rence between the very old People of both Sexes, 
old Men being commonly called old Women, the

elder and wifer Part of the Sex at leaft have their 


Reprefentatives already. It is no lefs abfurd to in- 
finuate, that feveral great Men are no other than 
the Reprefentatives of their Wives. 
Secondly, That to conftitutea Parliament of Wo- 
men would be attended with numberlefs Inconveni- 
encies ; for, if the Women were to chufe them, it 
is prefumed that the greateft Merit upon Earth, 
nay even Bribery it felf would not be able to pro- 
cure any Woman of tolerable Beauty to be elected, 
fo that this would be the uglieft Affembly in the 
Creation ; and muft, in the Eye of all Foreigners, 
tend very much to the Difcredit of the Englifh 
Beauty: Whereas, if the Men were the Eleétors, 
this Houfe would be fuch a formidable Affembly 
of Angels, that it might very much endanger the 
Liberty of every Englifoman even to lift his Eyes 
at them; which at prefent the meaneft of us may. 
do ina modeft and humble Manner at our Mem- 
bers. Nor can the Method propofed of giving a 
Right to the Wife of every Parliament Man, be 
adinitted ; for then, as Husbands and Wives com- 
monly differ in Opinion, it is to be feared the Mini-

Nay, whether it might not be 
unfafe to affront the Lap-Dog or Parrot of a Mem- 
ber of Parliament ? . 

Thirdly, Resauv’p, That the moft equitable 
Method is that for the Future every Houfe of Com- 
mons fhall be elected by the Women.. A Scheme, 
which as it would effectually remove the Grievance 
above complained of, fo would it be attended by 
many good Confequences, and is liable, as we con- 
ceive, to no manner of Exception, unlefs, per- 
haps, from aukward Malecontents and out-of-fafhion 
Patriots, whofe Sentiments, we apprehend, whe- 
ther right or wrong, are not worth regarding : 
For, . 

z:. Whereas, feveral Minifters in former Time 
have met with great Obftruction in their Mea- 
fures, particularly of raifing Money, from a Part 
of Country Gentlemen, who have been chofen by 
their Neighbours and ‘Tenants, and who, from be- 
ing too much interefted in the Payment, have been 
unwilling to open the Purfe of the Nation too 
wide or too often, which afterwards made it necef- 
fary for the faid Minifters, who were refolved to 
have the Money, to make ufe of Bribery and Cor- 
ruption, which, if it had not been put an efe@ual 
Stop to by a late At of Parliament, might have 
fome time or other produced very dreadful Confe- 
guences; now, by the Method propofed, both thefe 
Evils will be removed, and it will be rendered im- 
pofiible for a fingle Country Squire ever to gain any 
Admiflion into the Houfe. 


2. If any Thing could add to the Reputation

For I have continually remained Matter of the Field 
of Battle, having never left any one in the Room 
‘behind me, unlefs he were under the Table. 
While I was very young, before I had found out 
a better Employment for my Time, I applied my- 
felf pretty much to Books, (for I was bred at the 
Univerfity) and, I remember, feveral eminent Au- 
thors fpeak very handfomely of this Perfection. 
Horace in many Parts of his Works, particularly 
thofe which he writ in the Prime of his Life and 
Vigour of his Fancy, recommends this generous 
Exercife.. In one Place he tells us, as a great Mif- 
fortune, that we fhall have no Wine in the next 
World. In another Place he advifes Plancus to footh 
all his Cares in this Life with it. In one Place he 
advifes us to drink becaufe it is cold, and in another, 
becaufe it is hot. In another, he fays, if qe are 
avife, we foall do nothing but drink; with innume- 
rable other Inftances ; nay, even in his Epiftles, he 
promifes the Poets Immortality on no other Condi- 
tion than that of Drinking; and tells them their 
ereit Father Exnixs never writ but when he was 
drunk, and that Homer himfelf fhewed us how fond 
he was of Wine. Which is fo true, that the only 
Reafon we have to fufpect he was ever fober is, that 
there is great Reafon to fufpeé he could often come 
at no Drink: For, befides his Sacrifices and Leagues, 
which are only Drinking-Matches; in the End of 
the firt Jad, if I rightly remember, he makes all 
he Gods (and Geddeffes too) fo drunk, that they 


held them all Night, except only ove him- 
felf, whofe Head I fuppofe was ftronger- than. thofe 
of the reft.

A moft inimitable Performance. Nay the Phi- 
lofophers have loved their Bottle as well as the Poets. 
Pilato himfelf allows us to take a hearty Cup at 
fclemn Feftivals, and Seneca rebukes a fneaking 
Dog, one Zeno, for fophiftically proving that no 
good Man could be drunk: For the reit, I refer 
you to that excellent hiitorical Poem called, The 
Tippling Philofophers, worthy to be wrote in Gold, 
or rather engraved with a Diamond on the Jargeft 
Drinking-Glafs in the Kingdom. Rate 

Alexander did not read the Exploits of Achilles 
with more Emotion, than I formerly read, in P/y-

ees We have lived to fee the Day, when 
Corruption has been declared effential 
to our Conftitution. And, in Confequence of thefe 
‘blefied Maxims, we have lived to fee the Day, 
when the Demands of the free People of Britain on 
their Reprefentatives, for a Limitation of Puact- 
Men in the Houfe of Commons, though headed by 
the great Cities of London, Edinburgh, York, and 
Brificl, have been treated with a Contempt beyond 
Fxample. For all which we are indebted to the 
Craft, Power, and Infolence of one Man; a Man 

more obnoxious to the Refentments of the Pubfic 
than any M ~r who preceded him, and who 
has gone beyond them all in adding Weight to the 
Prerogative, and in enflaving and impov erithing the 
People. Yet this Man dives, triumphs, I had like 
to have faid reigns, as if, like the Devil in the Re- 
welations, he had a Licence to propagate Mifchief 
for a thoufand Yeats: As if he had the Necks of 
the three Kingdoms ina Noofe, and that He knew 

shey were infinitely more in Danger than his own: 
Who, 
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Who, or what He is that affumes fuch a Supe- 
riority over a free State, or how a free State,, which 
hath fo lately fet afide a whole Royal Family to pre- 
ferve themfelves fo, at an incredible Expence of 
Blood and Treafure, can fuffer fuch a Superiority 
to be affumed by one, born their Equal, I hall not, 
at prefent, take upon me to enquire. But whether 
the faid Limitation fhould not be inffed upon with 

reater Vigour than ever, whether the rejecting the 

Srna already made, was not the higeft Affront 
that could be offered to the Senfe and Spirit of the 
People of Britain, and whether it ought not to make 
us jealous of the moft affecting Confequences, are 
well worth the Attention of the wifeit Heads among 
us. 
But, rather than advance abruptly what occurs to 
me, on this nice and critical Subje&t, I fhall chufe to 
lay before my Readers, fome Extracts from the Sen- 
timents of former Times, both within Doors and 
without, on the Dangers refulting from a miniflerial 
Influence on the Refolutions of Parliament: And 
firit from one of the excellent Tracts, that was pub- 
lihed a few Years after the Revolution, we have 
the following very remarkable Paflage. 

They (the Court in the Reign of Charles the Se- 
cond) purfued. the fame Defigns of fubverting the 
Conftitution, but took Meafures quite different from 
thofe before ufed to effect it. They remembered.the 
ill Succefs of all Projeéts and Monopolies, and Pre- 
tences of Prerogative to fupply the Government with 
Money. They had found and felt by Experience, 
that a free Parliament could not be aw’d, and that 
the People, in the Intervals of Parliament, would 
not be forced to pay ‘Taxes, that were not legall 
impofed upon them: Yet there was an abfolute Ne- 
ceflity for the Crown to be fupplied with Aids from 
the People, without which it could not fubfift; great 
Part of the Crown-Lands being wafted, and fquan- 
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dered away in the Two preceding Reigns. ”T'way, 
therefore, relolved to attempt that by Fraud, which 
they could not compafs by Force: And, in Order 
thereto, they took the Advantage of the prefent 
‘Temper of the People, which carried them, with- 
out confidering what the Confequences might be, 
to every Thing that was agreeable to the Court; 
‘They recommended fuch to be chofen Members of 
the Houfe of Commons, whofe Fortunes had been 
impaired in the late Wars, and whofe Dependence 
upon the Court might incline them to a Compliance 
to whatever fhould be demanded of them; and thefe 
good-natur’d, loyal Gentlemen, repealed the Act of 
the 16th of Charles 1. for Triennial Parliaments, 
while a few Patriots laboured in vain to defend it, 
*Tis true, they pretended in the A&, by which this 
Statute was repealed, to afcertain the frequent hold- 
ing of Parliaments ; yet it left the King at Liberty 
to continue the fame Parliament near eighteen Years: 
All which Time, they could not be faid truly to ree —F 
prefent the People of Exg/and, many of thofe who 
chofe them being dead, and others were either grown 
up, or had purchafed Eftates, whofe Opinions both 
of Perfons and Things, might be much changed 
from what the Senfe of the Nation was, when that 
Parliament was firft called. But, having got a con- 
fiderable Party in the Houfe of. Commons, they [a- 
boured to confirm and encreafe it. Places and Pen- 
fions were liberally beflowed on all that could be 
drought over to them: And *tis no Wonder they gavt 
fich prodigious Sums of Money put of the poor People's 
Purfes, when a great Part was again to be refunded ¥ 
to their own. ‘Vhis fcandalous Proceeding was ma- J 
nifefl, and confirmed by the open Confeffion of a Gen- § 
tleman (through whofe Hands much public Moncey 
then paffed) in the Houfe of Commons, the next fuc- 
ceeding Parliament ; who there acknowledged his 
faying, annually, many and great Penfions to Mem- 
bers of Parliament. be- § 
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Befide thus corrupting thofe already in the Houfe, 
there was neither Pains or Money fpared to get their 
Friends chofen where any Vacancy henoeated 3 info- 
much that the Court {pent 14000 /. at one Election 
of a Burgefs for Northampton. Whence we may be 
fully fatisfied, that the Minifters, in that Reign, 
were as bitter Enemies to the Engli/b Conflitution 
about Parliaments, as thofe in the two former, that 
went before it; but their Meafures were more dan- 
gerous, and likely to fucceed : And it was God’s great 
great Mercy, that the/e Hirelings did not enflave us, 
as it were, by our own Confent, and by Colour of the 
Authority we had given them for our Prefervation. 

Thus far this worthy Gentleman proceeds hiftori- 
cally on the Danger of corrupt Parliaments ; let us 
now hear what an honourable Member, Sir Francis 
Winnington, declared in the Houfe itfelf, on fuch 
bafe and deftructive Praétices, Anno 1680. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the laft Houfe of Commons 
being fenfible how narrowly this Nation efcaped be- 
ing ruined by a Sort of Monffers called Penfioners, 
who fat in the late long Parliament, had entered into 
a Confideration how to prevent the like from com- 
ing into future Parliaments: And, in Order thereto, 
Refolved, That they would feverely chaftife fome of 
thofe that bad been guilty, and make the beft Laws 
they could, to prevent the Like for the Fature. And, 
for that Purpofe, a Committee was appointed, of 
which Mr. Serjeant Gregory, now Judge Gregory, 
was Chairman ; by which, many Papers, relating to 
that Affair, came to his Hands. Sir, J think it a 
Bufine/s of fo great Importance, that it ought never 
to be forgotten, nor the Profecution of it deferred. I 
have often heard that England can never be deftroyed 
but by itfelf: To have fuch Parliaments was the moft 
likely Way that ever yet was invented. I remember 
a great Lawyer faid in this Houfe, when it was de- 
bated in the laft Parliament, That it was Treafon; 
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and he gave many learned Arguments to make it 
out. Whether it be fo, or not, I will not now offer 
to debate: But, I think, that for thofe, who are 
the Legiflators of the Nation to take Bribes, to xz- 
dermine the Laws and Government of this Nation, 
they ought to be chaftifed as Traitors: It was my 
Fortune to fit here a little while in the Long Parlia- 
ment : I did obferve that all thofe that had Penfions, 
and moft of thofe that had Offices, voted all of a 
Side, as they were directed by fome great Officer, as 
exaily, as if their Bufinefs in this Houle had been 
to deferve their Penfions and Offices, and not to make 
Laws for the Good of them that fent them there, 
How {uch Perfons could any Way be ufeful for the 
Support of the Government, by keeping a fair Un- 
derfianding between the King and the People; but, 
on the contrary, how dangerous to bring in arbi- 
trary Power and Popery, I leave to every Man’s 
judgment. They were fo far from being the ¢rue 
Reprefentatives of the People, that they were a di- 
ftin&t middle Interef between the King and the Peo- 
ple: And their chief Bufine/s was to ferve the End 
of fome great Miniiter of State, though never fo op- 
Polite to the true Intereft of the Nation, Sir, this Bu- 
inefs ought never to fall, though there fhoild be ne- 
ver fo many Prorogations or Diffolutions of Parlia- 
ments before any thing be done in it: J think it is 
the Intereft of the Nation, that it Jhould be profecuted 
from Parliament to Parliament, as if there were an, 
Impeachment in againfi them. And, therefore, Sir, 
I would humbly move you to fend fomé Members 
of this Houfe to. Judge Gregory for the Papers. he 
hath taken in his Cuftody, relating to this Affair, 
that fo you_may, in cog venicas Time,. proceéd far- 
ther herein, as you fhall think good. And, Sir, be- 

















ing there is a Report that fome of this Houle have 
now made a Bargain. at Court, for great Offices, in 
order to corrupt and vitiate their Votes in this Houfe; 

which, 
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which, though but a Projeét to caft a Reflegtion on 
{uch Members, however, to fatisfy the World I 
pray, Sir, let there be a Vote paffed, That no Mem- 
ber of this Houfe foall accept of any Office under the 
Crown, during fuch Time as he continues a; Member 
of this Houfe. 

This honeft Speech was no fooner made, but one 
of thofe principally affeéted by it, in a pitiful, whi- 
ning Speech, defired Leave to add thefe Words to 
the foregoing Motion: Not without Leave of the 
Houfe. On which the Houle had even then Virtue 
enough to come to the following Refolution. 

Refolved, That no Member of this Houfe fhall ac- 

cept of an Office, or any Place of Profit from ibe 
Crown, without Leave of this Houfe: Nor any Pro- 
mife of any fuch Office, or Place of Profit, during 
fuch Time as he foall continue a Member of this 
Houfe. 
Though ’tis obvious this Refolve is far from being 
full enough to remove this Evil, fo flagrantly proved, 
"cis neverthelefs fome Satisfaction to fee any Step ta- 
ken by that auguit Body, to purge theimfelves from 
fo foul a Crime; and one would think even this was 
Precedent enough to teach their Succefiors how. to 
fecure themfelves from the Infamy, and their Con- 
fituents from the pernicious Confequences that are 
infeparable from it. 

*Tis, however, to be feared that this was far from 
being the Cafe: For, at the very Entrance of ‘the 
next Reign, we find a Parliament fo very duétile, 
that though it had been debated with great Vehe- 
mence-in feveral Parliaments before, nay, in one 
Houfe, refolved, that the Duke of 24 was incapaci- 
tated: by his Religion, ‘to wear the Imperial Crown 
of thefe Realms ; yetnaw, being actually in Poflel 
fion of the regal Power, we find, I fay, a Parlia- 
ment fo very ductile, that they grant the King all he 
asks upon his own Terms, as may be feen in the 
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following Addrefs ; which ought to be for ever be- 
fore the Eyes of the People, as an everlafting Cau- 
tion to them, not to truft any one whatever with the 
Liberties and Properties of themfelves and their Po- 
fterity. 


May it pleafe your Sacred Majefty, 


The Commons of England have here prefented your 
Majefly with the Bills of Tonnage and Poundage, 
awith all Readine/s and Chearfulne/s, and that witb- 
ext any Security for their Religion, though it be dearer 
to them than their Lives; relying wholly om your 
Royal Word for the Security of it; and humbly be- 
feech your Majefly to accept this their Offer ; and 
pray that God would blefs you with @ long Life and 


profperous Reign over them. 


Not content with this public Inftance of Servility, 
they granted him the Cuffoms and Excife for Life; 
an additional Duty on Wines for eight Years, amount- 
ing to 150000/. yearly ; a Tax on Sugar and To- 
bacco for the like Term, 200000/. yearly ; a Tax 
on Linen and Ea/-India Goods, for five Years, 
12000 4, yearly: And when, notwithftanding all 
this Profufion, the Minifters infiited on 1,200,000 /. 
more for the current Service of the Year, they re- 
duced that immoderate Demand only to 700,000 /. 
thouzh they knew it would be employed in keepin 
up a Standing Army; and though a Member ha 
Honefty and Spirit enough to fay on the Occafion, 
That if we give too much now, we foall have no- 
thing left to give; or what we have will be taken 
from us. Some of the then Tools of Power, even 
took Occafion to reproach the three laft Parliaments 
with having a bitter Spirit which was not yet al- 
layed. Way, fo far did they carry their flavith 
Compiaifance to the Throne, that when the Houfe 
had received an angry Meflage from the King, anda 
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Member took the Liberty to fay upon the Reading 
it, I bope we are all Englifhmen, and nor to Se 


frighted out of our Duty by a few high Words; they 


voted him to the Tower, though he offered to ex- 
plain himfelf to the Satisfaction of the Houfe. 

The natural Confequences of all this were, that 
they rendered themfelves ufelefs, and were aiffolved 
in Difpleafure, by him they had done fo much to 
oblige; without the Comfort of being applauded, or 
even acquitted by thofe they reprefented. 

No Body, however, can imagine that they made 
fo free with their Zruf, without a proper Confidera- 
tion, from thofe, to whom the Sacrifice was made: 
Apart of fuch Confiderations, “tis apparently as 
much the Intereft of every Member to att uprightly, 
as *tis that of his Principals he fhould: Nay, gene- 
rally fpeaking, ’tis more fo, as "tis prefumed he 
has a larger Share of Property to defend, and more 
Honour to lofe. Whenever then a Majority of that 
venerable Body aéts notorioufly to the Prejudice of 
their own Fortunes and Characters, and in Oppofi- 
tion to the Senfe of the Nation; °tis impoffible not 
to conclude, that they are warped from their Duty 
by fome finifter. Views they are afhamed to own: 

But on this Head I may perhaps enlarge on fome 
other Opportunity, it being manifeft, that now or 
never, is the Time to concert proper Meafures to car- 
yr that important Point of Limiting the Number of 
PLaACE-MEN in the Houfe of Commons.

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The Ancients held the Trunk of a Tree in fuch 
great Veneration, that they believed every ‘Tree had 
an Hamadyad, or facred Nymph, which was ccs 
eval with it. Of this Superftition Nata/is Comes, 
in the fifth Book of his Mythology, tellsjus two Sto- 
ries; namely, of one Rhecus, and the Father of 
Parebius, the former of which was rewarded for pi- 
oufly preferving a Tree; and the Son of the latter 
paid the Price of his Father’s Folly, who cut one 
down, notwithftanding the Entreaties of the poor 
Nymph to the contrary. Nay, there are fome Re- 
mains of this Suprritition even at this Day: For it 
hath been obferved, that thofe rafh young Fellows, 
who are too apt to lay the Ax to the Root feldom 
come to a good End; on which Account feveral pru- 
dent Fathers inhibit their Sons from the Privilege of 
cutting down a Stick. My worthy Friend P—-r 
W. rs, Efq; is fo zealoufly attached to the 
Hamadryads, that I have heard him fay, he looks on 
Rows of fine Oaks to be a vaft Ornament to the 
Land whereon they grow: For which Reafon, not 
only thofe Nymphs, but the Dryads, the Oreades, 
the Napie, and the Limoniades, are fo much his 
Friends, that when he gets into their Neighbour- 
hood, it is feldom long before they deliver them- 
felves up to his Poffeffion. 

The Oaks or Trunks of Dodona are well known 
in Hiftory. They were fuppofed vocal, of which 
Mr. Pope in his Notes on the fourteenth Ody/ey fays, 
‘* He doubts not but this was an IIlufion of thofe, 
‘* who gave out the Oracles to the People. ‘They 
concealed themfelves within the Cavities (the 
“* Trunks) of the Oaks, and impofing by this Me- 
“* thod on the Superftition and Credulity of thofe 
** Ages, perfuaded the World that the Gods gave 
‘2 Voice and Utterance tothe Oaks.” He hath 
a Note in the fixteenth Book of the J/iad of gone 

6¢ the 
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the fame Kind, which ends with this Obferva- 
tion, ‘* That it is a Practice which the pious 
‘* Frauds of fucceeding Ages have rendered not im- 
** probable.” 7 

T have often thought the Superitition of the Ha- 
madryades muft have very ftrongly prevailed among 
the Romans, or Virgil would never have introduced 
the Story of Po/ydorus into his Zeid ; which a Rea- 
der, who is not a Heathen, cannot elfleem one of 
the greateft Beauties in that immortal Poem, as it 
fuits better with the Extravagance of the Aletamor- 


 phofis, than the fober Dignity of the zeid, 


There are many Inftances of the Refpeét which 
the Moderns pay to Trunks: The great Judge of 
Dramatic Poetry, formerly when Plays were act- 
ed here, was called the Tranxk Acorn, from an 
@aken Cudgel which he had in his Hand, with 
which he wr to fignify his Applanfe: His Name 
was afterwards corrupted into Trus4-acre, and thence 
into Trusk-maker. Nor is ita fmall Evidence of 
cur great Refpect for Trunts, that we call that Ma- 
chine which is of the laft and greateft Importance ta 
every Commonwealth by the Name of Tus Tree. 
But the greateft Inftance of this religious Adoration, 
is the attributing the Name of Trunk to the princi- 
pal and moft dignified Part of the Human Body,. 
namely, the Belly, or the Habitation of the Guts, 
which is called by all Writers the Truk of the Hu- 
man Body. 

And here I fhall take an Opportunity to offer my 
Conjectures on a Paflage in Montagne, which I be- 
lieve many of his Readers have mifunderftood. That 
Writer in the twenty-fecond Chapter of his firft 
Book, among other very ftrange Cuitoms which he 
there reports of feveral Nations, tells us: ‘* That 
“* there are a People, where (his Wife and Chil- 
“* dren excepted) no one fpeaks to the King but 
‘© through 
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‘* through a Trunk.’ ‘This Trunk is, I believe, ge. 
nerally imagined to have been a hollow Stick of 
Wood through which the Voice was conveyed as 
through a fpeaking Trumpet; but this would have 
had too violent an Impulfe on the Royal Tympanam. 
Mr. Wurbarton imagines, that this Trunk was the 
Vehicle in which Remonftrances and Petitions were 
fent enclofed, and the Key probably delivered to the 
Prime Minifer. Mr.Tibbuld conjetures that the 
Trunk means the Prime Minifter bimfelf, who might 
be called a * Trunk, as he might peradventure be 
the Keeper of the King’s Treafures, and Men were 
fuid to convey their Meflages to Majefty through 
him, as he poffibly was the only Perion who could 
approach his Sovereign. I was long at a Lofs what 
to make of this Paflage, ’till after much reading Up 
on and in Trunks, 1 at Jatt, by mere good Luck, 
met with an old Picture, with which I fhall prefent 
the Reader, and which I think perfeétly well ex- 
plains the Method of Application intended by Moz- 
tagne. This Trunk then was a Piece of Wood made 
Somewhat like the Form of a Human Body, and 
much larger than the Life; that Part of it where 
the Head fhould have been, reached up toa great 
Ear, behind which the King either was, or was fup- 
pofed to be; tothe lower Part of the Trunk, (name- 
ly, that which Clowns tell you, you may repair to, 
when you fay any thing they don’t like) all Per- 
fons applied. Thus a@ reprefents the great Ear; 6 
the Body of the Trunk; ¢ the -Place of Applica- 
tion; 4a Gentleman or Noblemanapplying ; e thofe 
who wait "till it comes to their Turn, 

I fhall not trouble the Reader with any Attempts 
to difcover what Nation is here meant. Mr. Coston 








* 2, If it thould not be frong Box 2 
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in his Tranflation (for I have not the French by me) 
exprefles himfelf in the prefent Tenfe, fo that the 
Cuftom appears to have been extant when Montagne 
wrote, nor fhall I examine whether it be fpoken li- 
terally or only figuratively, of fome enflaved People, 
by that Author. But I muft take Notice, that it 
was one of the cunningeft Inventions to engrofs the 
Royal Power to himfelf, which could. have been 
pollibly imagined by any Minifter, who, by convey- 
ing himfelf into the Guts of this monftrous Zruné,

HE long Continuance of the Wind in 
the North-Eaft, cur late violent hard

(God eosin why = of 
fired to, do it) Or to hurt them when they ventured 
out? We had two other famous Admirals, who, 
with many lately Men of War, lay long-at Port 
mouth, why they continued there fo long, hath not 
yet been made public. We have an immenfe Land- 
Army, what they are to do is not yet openly de- 
clared. But as the Dawes in Brit Pay are not to 
be employed this Summer, and as our Army are to 
encamp not far from this Town, and as’ we are told 
that fome-of our Fleeis are not in very good Condi- 
tion, and, as when they were in good Condition, they 
did nothing ; on all thefe Accounts ‘tis more than 
probable the War will add nothing to the Creditor 
Side, unlefs the immortal Vernoxz fhould. be fo unruly 
as to attack more Spani/> Garrifons in America; but 
as he-hath no Land:Forces, he cannot do them much 
Mifchief.

It is in vain 
for us to rely on our Tower of Bade/, for we have 
feen of old how he derides the Attempts of any 
Tower to reach him. Nor hath a fingle Fafting- 
Day been fufficiently prevalent (though our Fafting 
be what he certainly delights in.) Let us then hum- 
ble ourfelves before him, confefs our Guilt, and, as 
we may plainly difcover his Averfion to this War, 
let us promife never more riotoufly to drink Ver- 
non’s Health, nor put our Truft in any human Means 
for the Succefs of it.

I |do moft fin- 
cerely acknowledge my Fault, humbly praying 
you to avert your Indignation, and to withdraw 
your confuming Wrath from among us. _ We ac- 
knowledge that we have been guilty of much Op- 
pofition to our Superiors, not duly confidering 
that whatever is, is ordained from ABOVE. 
We therefore heartily repent ourfelves of the Op- 
pofition given to your Excife-Bill and Conven- 
tion, and of prefuming-to trouble the King and 
your Parliament with Petitions and Addreffes con- 
cerning certain Reprefentatives, not duly. weigh- 
ing that they only voted as you direéted.

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Of Antifthenes’s Propofal to the Athenians, that. all 
Affes fhould for the future be called Horfes, and was 
immediately of Opinion, that fuch a Propofal might 
very properly be made to thofe of every other Coun- 
try. You have chofen, fays the old Cynic, Generals 
avho are entirely ignorant of the Art. of War, and 
avbhofe Qualifications confift only in having a Majority 
of Voices. ‘The Profperity and Happinefs of a King- 
dom rifes or fallsin Proportion as thofe in Power are 
more or lefs deferving. For the public Credit, on 
which this Happinefs is founded, depends moftly 
upon the Ability of thofe in the Adminiftration. 
Hence we may eafily form a true Judgment of the 
good or bad Conduét of a Minifler, by confidering 
the Amount of the public Credit in foreign Courts. 
Wherever a particular Regard is had to the Qualifi- 
cations of a Man before his Advancement, where 
due Care is taken that all the great Employments 
and High Offices in the State fhould be fill’d up with 
Men of great Ability and exemplary Integrity, 
what great Influence would that Nation have in 
other Courts, and how ftrong would their Alliance 
be? All Titles, Places, and Preferments, ought to 
be declarative of a Man’s Worth. Every Honorary. 
Epithet fhould convey unto us an Idea of the excel- 
lent Endowments of him, to whom they are applied. 
His Actions, correfponding with the true Purport 
of his Titles, fhould confefs him far fuperior to the 
reft of Mankind. When I hear that my Lord 
is made a General, I fhould immediately 
conclude that he is a Man thoroughly verfed in the 
Art of War. that he has been from his Infancy inured 
to Hardfhips, that he can patiently bear the Severity 
of Heat and Cold, Hunger and Thirft, and being 
of a difcretionary Courage, can firmly refolve, and as 
firmly put thofe Refolutions in force: In fhort, that 
he can farmount the greateft Difficulties, that he is 
always ready, with Honour, to lay down his — 
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his Country’s Caufe,- whenever he fhould. be there- 
to requir’d. When I hear that Mr. -— is fent 
upon an Embafly to any Court, I fhould in like Man- 
ner conclude that he is a Man of confummate Learn- 
ing, a Man of quick Sagacity and deep Penetration, 
that he is perfeétly acquainted with the particular In- 
terefts of every Court in Europe, that he isa Man of 
forcible Eloquence and eafy Addrefs ; and, to compleat 
the whole,. that he is a fine Gentleman. So when I 
heard of your Worfhip’s affuming the Title of Cham- 
pion of England, 1 was of Opinion, and that very 
juftly, that you wasa Man ofegreat Virtue and Mo- 
rality, that you was one of Spirit and Fire, and be- 
ing of equal Learning and Courage, could, without 
the leaft Symptoms of Fear, attack any favorite Vice, 
and cudgel it out of the Kingdom. So I fhould 
form. a like Judgment of all other Men, who are any 
wife dignify’d or diftinguifh’d. When Places are 
thus difpos’d of to Men of Merit; when the Title is 
not a Satire on the Character, and whenegreat Men’s 
AGions and their Titles tally with each other, the 
Subject may then, in Fullnefs of Joy, pronounce his 
Country happy. But, on the contrary, where Ho- 
nours and Preferments are given to Men the leaft wor- 
thy of them, where the moit momentous Employments 
are beftow’d on fuch as are not in the leait qualified 
for them; it is a fure Signof an abandon’d Miniftry, 
and, I think, it equally argues a Corruption of Morals, 
far a Man to receive any Office under the Go- 
vernment, which he knows himfelf to be incapable 
of difcharging, as it does a fordid Intereft in the 
Patron who beitows it; and that this is plainly a- 
vowed by Leth, that the one gives fuch an Office, 
and the other accepts it, on a Condition of doin

cient Aguitain.” : 

Perhaps an Englifo Reader will not agree with this 
Inftance in the Henrys, as we had but two very 
miferable Kings out of Eight, which is pretty fair ; 
but as to his Obfervation of the general Diflike 
which fome Nations have for particular Names, it 
is moft certainly founded on ‘Truth, tho’ he doth 
not give himfelf the Trouble to examine into the 
Reaton of it, which is not, I apprehend, as fome 
think, from any greater Agreement, that certain 
Sounds besr with this than that Language, _ 
rom 
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frém any of the other chimerical Reafons ludicrous 
Perfons affign ; but it is, indeed, becaufe the Name 
hath been made odious by fome Perfon who hath 
borne it, and hath tranfmited it co Pofterity with 
his Iniquity annexed. teat png Ral 

I fhall give Inftances of this in’ feveral particular 
Names, nor do I doubt, but the Reader; who may 
be perhaps the innocent Proprietor of any Name 
here mentioned, will be of my Opinion. © : 


The Firft I fhall mention is Thomas. It is, I be- 


lieve, pretty certain, that there hath been formerly 


fome very remarkable filly Fellow of this Appeila- 
tion, whence this Name is tran{mitted to Poiterity 
with no great Honour. Witnefs Yom Fool, Tom 
Dingle, Coufin Tom, Silly Tom, and the Application of 
it to the moft infignificant. of Birds, namely, a 
Tom Tit. ‘ 

The Idea anne::ed to Charles gives us Reafon to 
apprehend that fome very brave and bold Fellow 
(long before the Days of Charles the Bold) whofe 
Hiftory our Saxon Anceftors have not recorded, 
was focalled. ‘The learned Lyttleton, in that ex- 
cellent Colleétion of Antiquity, which he places at 
the End of his Dictionary, derives it from Ker 
or Carl, an ancient Word, fays he, by which robuft 
and brave Fellows were called. His Greek Deri- 
vation from xinp GAos, or a Fellow that is a// Heart, 


_ notwithftanding the Affinity of the Sound, doth not 


pleafe me, as-I find no fuch Name among the 
Greeks, and our Anceftors were not fo univerfally 
acquainted as we at prefent are with that Lan- 
guage. : 

By the Name with which we have chriftened, 
that dancing Light which conftantly deceives and 
leads People out of their Way, ‘I mean a Will with 
a Whifp, which the Great N. B. Poirot tells us 
is evaporated out of a FAT SOIL, we may con- 
clude that fome very light infignificant Fellow was 

formerly 
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formerly known. by that Appellation, famons, it is 
probable, for Tricking and Deceit. The aforefaid 
Phill would perfyade us, that he had fomething 
Warlike about him ; for he derives the Name of 
William from Guild Heim, barnefed with a 
 guilded Helmet, or Giot Pelm, the Shield or De- 
Since of many; or rather, that wanted the Shield or 
Defence of many. Tho’, if I might offer my Con- 
yecture,- I fhould rather chwfe to derive it from 
Viourn, which might probably typify fome non- 
fenfical, talkative Fellow,. who abounded much in 
Sound; or might allude to fome Oné who. might not 
improperly be played upon wth a good Suck. 
Asto the Name Rodin or Robert; for they .are 
‘much confounded The many Obfervations, which 
might be made on this Name would incline one to 
- ‘believe there had been ‘feveral famous Perfons of it, 
who pave Rife to them. Qr if they all took their 
Rife from One, it might be faid of this One, what 
Mr. Dryden remarks of Zimri.

For firft in Cookery, there is a Sauce called 
Robert's Sauce, which is made of Onion, Mauttard, 
Butter, Pepper, Salt, and Vinegar. Hence we may 
imagine there was fome Perfon of the Name of 
Robert, that reprefented a ftrange Kind of Compoii- 
tion made up of repugnant Ingredients. 

There is likewife another Pertormance in Cookery, 
which goes by the Name of a round Robin, and 
feems to point out the Figure of fome Rodin of 
Antiquity. . 

Sir William Davenant and Mr. Dryden in their 
Alteration of Mackbeth record another Sort of Rodin.

Whether all thefe proceeded from thefamous Re- 
bin Hood, whofe Story is too well known to need 
Repetition ; or whether Robin Hood’ himfelf was not 
chriftned from his Iniquity, I fhall not venture to 
determine, any more than I fhall whether Rodd 
came from Robin, or Robin from Robbery: ‘Tho’ I 
muft obferve my Lord Coée’s Derivation of Robbery 
from Robaria, proves the Word no more to be of 
Latin Extraét, than if he having called All Ale, A// 
Ala; it would have proved that the Zatms drank 
that Liquor. ; 

The Proverb, that Many talk of Robin Hood whe 
never foot in bis Bow, is well known ; but there is 
another mentioned by the learned Pbihl, of mott 
myfterious Signification.

‘‘ This Proverb is ufually applied to- fuch as 
“ having gotten any Thing dithoneftly, fell it at a

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** and fo coming eafily by it, he could afford to fell

_ Before I difmifs Robin Hood, I thall take off a vile 
Appellation, which hath been given by fome People 
of late Years, to the moft ufeful and. valuable of all 


his Majefty’s Subjeéts, I mean the Merchants of 


London, namely, that of Sturdy Beggars ; whereas it 
appears by my Lord Coke’s 3 Infiitue Fol. 197. 
in his Chapter of Roberd/men, * that Sturdy Beg- 
gars, Ribauds and Roberd/men were all one and 
the fame Perfons; againft whom there wasa Pefiti- 
on to the King, in the soth of Edw. III. . s 

I fhall mention .but one [nftance more concerning 
the Name of Rodin, and that is taken from a Bird 
called a Robin Red-breaft; of which fome fuperttiti- 
oufly hold, that, let it do what Mifchief it will, it 
is not to be hurt. Whence this abfurd Opinion 
arofe, I cannot affert; but if it be as mifchievous 
a Bird as fome fay it is, I fhould certainly be as 
willing to twift off its Neck, as that of any other 
Vermin. : |

| to which many Dramatic Poets.have fallen. 
itt Indeed nothing can be jufter than Desmea'’s Obfer- 
| vation, nor lefs deferyes to be ridicul’d ; the Force 
of Example is infinitely ftronger, as well as quicker, 
| than Precept; for which Horace afligns this Reafon, 
ii That ourEyes convey the Idea more brifkly to the Un- 
i derfianding than our Ears. 1 fhall venture to carry 
this Specnlation a little farther, and to affert that we 
are 
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are much better and eafier tanght by the Examples of . 
what we are to fhun, than by thofe which would in- 
ftruét us what to purfue; which Opinion, if not 
new, I do not remember to have feen accounted for, 
tho’ the Reafon is perhaps obvious enough, and may 
be, that we are more inclined to deteit Jand loath 
what is odious in ethers, than to admire what is lau- 
dable. , 

Not to mention the triteStory of the Lacedemonians, 
who exhibited drunken Slaves to their Children, I 
cannot pafs by that of the old Harper, who, as Pau- 
fanias informs us, fent his Scholars often to hear 
a very forry Scraper, his Neighbour, that they might 
by thofe Means entertain an Abhorrence of Difcord, 
and: ill Mufic. A Method, which, I apprehend, 
had more Effect on them than the enchanting Har- 
mony of Hande/’s Compofitions would have produced, 
if that great Man had enjoyed the Ufe of Speech 
2000 Years ago. , 

I have heard of an old Gentleman, who, to pre- 
ferve his Son from converfing with Proftitutes, took 
him, when very young, to the moft abandon’d Bro- 
thels in this Town, and to fo good Purpofe, that the 
young Man carried a found Body into his Wife's 
Arms at eight and twenty. , 

Perhaps, I may be told with a Sneer, that thefe 
wretched Scenes have not always the fame Effect; 
and it may be, I believe, neceffary for a young Man 
to have his Monitor with him, to prevent his being 
cheated with the outward and falfe Appearance of 
Gaiety and Pleafure. On which Account, I efleem 
the ingenious Mr. Hogarth as one of the moft ufeful 
Satyrifls any Age hath produced.- In his excellent 
Works you fee the delufive Scene expofed with all 
the Force of Humour, and, on cafting your Eyes on 
another Piture, you behold the dreadful and fatal 
Confequence. I almoft dare affirm that thofe two 


Works of his, which he calls the Rake’s and the Har- 
P 3 jot’ 
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dot’s Progrefs, are calculated more to ferve the Caufe 
of Virtue, and for the Prefervation of Mankind, than 
all the Folio’s of Morality which have been ever 
written; and a fober Family fhould no more be with- 
eut them, than without the Whole Duty of Mau in 
their Honfe. , . 

Can there be a more inftruétive Leffon againft 
that abominable and pernicious Vice, Ambition, 
than the Sight of a mean Man, rais’d by fortunate 
Accidents and execrable Vices to Power, empley- 
ing the bafeit Meafures and the vileft Inftruments 
to fupport himfelf; looked up to only by Sycophants 
and Slaves and fturdy * Beggars, Wretches whom 
even he muft in his Heart defpife in all their 'Tin- 
fel; looked down upon, and fred and fhunned 
by every Man of Honour, nay, by every Man of 
Senfe, and thofe whom his rotten, rancorous Heart 
muft, inSpite of himfelf, relu€tantly admire; who 
knows that he is juilly hated by his whole Country, 
who fees and feels his Danger; tottering, fhaking, 
trembling ; without Appetite for his Dainties, 
without Abilities for his Women, without Tafte 
for his Elegancies, without Dignity in his Robes, 
without Honour from his Tithe, without Autho- 
rity from his Power, and without Eafe in his Pas 
lace, or Repofe in his Bed of Down. If fuch an 
Idea can make us naufeate Ambition, I believe if 
we turn over the Pages of our Hiftory we fhall find 
fach Examples. 

Since then it is fo wholefome a Lefion to fhew 
us what we ought not to do, or what we ought 
not to be, might we not inftrué& our Youth much 
better by Example than Precept? I am convinced, 
Schools might be fo contrived that our Children 
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fhould be educated in better Principles than at pre- 
fent, and a very large Expence of Birch faved to the 
Nation. | : 

7 Sappolts for Inftance, a School was inftituted, of 
which the Mafter fhould get drunk twice or thrice a 
Week, or oftner if he pleafed, and expofe himfelf 
to the Scholars. This Vice, ina Perfon of fuch Dig- 
nity, would appear infinitely more odious thee ma 
common Servant or Slave. ? 

To make his Scholars fenfible of the Contempt 
a Man juftly incurs by being abfolutely governed by 
his Wife, it might not be amifs that the Mafter 
fhould fometimes be laid on a Bench in the School, 
and receive five or fix gentle Lafhes on his ,Pofte- 
riors from his Confort: Which would probably 
have the fame Effect on the Master himfelf, as he 
had felt from chaftifing the fame Part in a beauti- 
ful Youth, an Exercife, however, not to be entire- 
ly omitted by him; for he fhould fometimes fica 
a poor Boy or Charity Scholar, to thew his Pupils 
the Bafenels of infulting over their Inferiors in For- 
tune. 

Every Mafter (if he could afford it) fhould keep 
fome worthlefs Fellow for an Uther or Deputy, who 
fhould fet the Mafter againft the beft of his Boys, 
place the moft illiterate Blockheads. at the Head af 
the School, difcourage Learning, laugh at Virtue, 
and, to finifh all, keep a Correfpondence with the 
Uther of another School, from whom he fhould re- 
ceive Pay, to facrifice his own Mafter and Scholars, 
Thefe Examples would inftruét the Boys, by fhew- 
ing them the deteftable Colours of all Villany and 
Knavery in Life. 

Examples of all the other Vices might be ex- 
pofed in the fame Manner, from which, befides o- 
ther Advantages, Perfons might be kept in Coun- 
tenance in the Difpofal .of the Government of great 
Schools, fince’ a good-for-nothing Fellow a * 
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be then faid to be preferred to it ftritly for his - 
Merit. ) . 

_ And, as.it may be neceflary to breed up our 
Youth in the Principles of good Englibmen, for, 
Nunquam fera eff ad bones mores via, “Tis never tao 
lates to learn, nor to teach; an early abhorrence of 
Bribery may be inftilled into them, by inftituting the 
following Play, wiz. two of the moft learned, and 
two of the moft illiterate fhould be Candidates for 
the Laurel. ‘The learned Boys fhould depend on 
their Merit, but the other two fhould diftribute a 
great Number of Marbles, Balls, Tops, or other 
Play-things amongft the Electors, by which the latter 
fhould carry the Point, and. be hoifled into the 
School upon two foint-ftcols on the. Shoulders of their 
School-fellows. 

I know but one Objefticn to this Scheme of Edu- 
cation, which is, that if our Youth were bred in 
this Manner, they would probably be fo virtuous as 
to lock on their Anceftors in a very contemptible 
Light: But whether this is not better than that all 
other Nations fhould look on them fo, I fubmit to 
my Readers. 

When the Age of School is over, Boys may be 
inftructed by Examples according to the State or Call- 
ing in Life, for which they are defigned. Perhaps 
they may fee fome little of what they ought to avoid 
in the learned Profeffions. Indeed fuch Youths, as 
are bred up to be Prime Minifters, are unfortunate 
in this Reipect, as they can only be furnifh’d with 
the admirable; but this Difadvantage may be fome- 
what compeniated, by diligently reading the Gazet- 
teers, Wherein fome Principles may be found; which 
Perfons, educated to be ftaunch Exglifomen, may 
think (as Shak/peare fays} bef honour’d in the Ne- 
gee. ie

AQZHERE is no Enjoyment in this 
AW2a) Life equal to Health, indeed it is 
C24 the Foundation and Support of all our 
sony other Enjoyments; nay, it is necef- 
Reia» {ary to enable a Man to be of any 
TW eiN@ Gq Service to his Country, or Ufe in his 
ow «Creation. He who wants it, is un-’ 
eafy to himfelf, and a mere Burthen on Society ; for’ 
which Reafon, all wife Nations have provided, by 
Laws, topreferve, as much as in them lay, this Blef- 
fing to their People. 

Our own Laws feem to have taken fome Care in 
this Regard. Befides feveral Statutes in the Reiga 
of Henry VIII. and one inthe Time of the late King, 
giving Power to the College of Phyficians to correct 
and punifh fuch as fhall unduly praétife Phyfic, there 
have been two remarkable Attempts within thefe 
few Years to preferve the Healths of the Peoples, the 
former of thefe was the Excife-Bill, inten ed only 
to prevent our drinking adulterated Wine; and the 
latter (more fuccefsful) the Gin A&, by which an 
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€feual Stop hath been put to the vending any {pi- 
rituous Liquors among the common People. 

Thefe Precautions of our Legiflature have been 
however infufficient ; nor can any reafonable Perfon 
think the Health of the ‘Subject fecured, while the 
moft illiterate Perfons are fuffered to ramble about the 
Kingdom, and difpenfe their poifonous Potions to the - 
Populace with impunity. 
~ But befides the Injury done to.the People, and al-_ 
lowing it very probable that a Man, without the Af- 
fiftance of any Learning or Experience whatever, 
fhall by Accident become a good Phyfician, and be 
as capable of knowing and curing Difeafés as a regu- 
Jar Education, long Study, and-Pra&tice could make 
him; there is another Argument of great Weight, 
namely, that the Revenue of the Crown is leffen’d 
thereby: For as Drugs pay a Duty, and as thefe 
Quack-Doétors ufe very little, if any, contenting 
themfelves with the poifonous Produét of our own 
Soil, this Article of the Cuftoms must be diminifh- 
ed: For which Reafon, I think, if they are allowed 
to continue their Praétice, they fhould at leaft pay 


-fome Equivalent, fuch another Sum, for Inftance, as 


was paid for the Gin A&. 

I have premifed thus much to thefollowing Account 
of a notorious Quack, which Dr. Fobu Vinegar 
brought*me this Morning, and infifted on my inflant- 
ly publifhing. Who is meant I know not; but be- 
lieve it can be no other than the great W——

WHEREAS 
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HER EAS a certain Quack: Doétor, (tho’ 
one of the moft ignorant, blundering Fellows 
that ever mounted a Stage) hath a long Time di/penfed 
his Nofirums, to the great Prejudice of his Majefty’s 
. Subjects, fome of whom have by his Means loft their 
Sight, others their Hearing, and others their Under- 
ftanding, I hope you will be fo kind as to caution the 
Public againft him. The Doétor declares himfelf an 
Enemy to violent Methods, and pretends to cure all 
Diftempers by a Nofrum that he calls Aurum potabile, 
or liguid Gold, by which means feveraleminentTradd- 
menand-Merchants have languifhed under his Hands, 
many of whom are at prefent in very deep Confump- 
tions, and others reduced to extreme Poverty by the 
great Expence of his: Medicines ; when a moderate 
Lofs of Bhod- would at fir have cured them immedi- 
ately. He hath likewife confined feveral from going 
Abroad, without any Neceflity for fo doing, at the 
fame time that their Affairs called them, and thejr 
Ships were laden, in order, as it is believ’d, to make: 
them mére fick. His Aurum potabile is thought b 
Men of Underftanding, to be no cther than the fe- 
fait’s Bark difguifed, by which Dofe he hath brought 
a poor Fellow, called Old England, from a flight 
Hurt to fo defperate, and inveterate a Degree of tke 
French Difeafe, that, it is feared, a thorough Salivation 
is now abfolately neceflary to cure him, which the 
poor Fellow in his prefent diftreft Conditions will 
be hardly able to pay for. The Poor Wretch, from 
one of the fineit, ftouteft, healthieft, braveft Fellows 
that perhaps was ever feen, is now become a moft 
miferable Obje&t, and is indeed almoft’ one. entire 
Mafs of Corruption, except (what is very remarka- 
ble) Ais Head, which, fave two or three Pimples or

Befides the Aurum potabile, the Dodtor hath cer- 
tain Charms to take in weak People, as Ribbands, 
Feathers, and fuch. like, which ignorant Perfons 
think, if they do no good, can do no harm : But 
the Doétor, by thefe Means, conveys an Infeétion, 
fometimes an Itch, which the Man never afterwards 
gets rid of, and fometimes the French Difea/e itfelf, 
which the Learned agree may be acquired without 
venereal Enjoyments. ; 

Some have been inclined to think the Doctor a 
Conjurer, from the long continuance of his Impofi- 
tions on the People : but indeed his Succefs is entire- 
ly owing to an Art which no Man was ever fo great 
a Matter of, I'mean that noble Myftery of Puffing ; 
and this he executes feveral Ways. 

Firft, By hiring a Set of low Fellows to attend him 
in public, and prevent thofe who have been injured 
by his Medicines from xahorfing him, which would 
have been otherwife accomplifhed long ago. For 
the only Reafon, why no good Man attempts to put 
an End to his poifoning the Nation is, that when- 
ever he harangues the Mob, he is always fure to have 
a Majority of his own Creatures, who are ready to 
maintain that all he fays is true. ) 

Secondly, Whenever the Dr. travels, which he 
doth once in fo many Years (lately not fo often as 
formerly, and "tis thought fhortly he will have fuffi- 
ciently done his Bufineis, and will not have Occa- 
fion to travel any more) all over the Kingdom, 
he difperfes certain Hirelings and Emiflaries, who, 
in all the Borough Towns, extol his Performances, 
and applaud his 4urum potabile. I have heard thefe 
Perfons affert with great Confidence, that the Dr. 
hath-done more good than any of the Faculty be- 
fore him, and that his Nofrums are very. excel- 
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lent and ‘agt8eable to an Engl Conftitution; and 
when: poor O/d England’s Cafe is mentioned, the 
immediate Anfwer is, that his Conftitution was 
never worth a Farthing, and that he cannot be 
ra alive any otherwile than by the Aurum pota- 
ile.

Dofor’s Way. 

In fhort, if we defire to preferve our Conftitution ; 
if we are willing to’ propagate Children who fhall 
not have Realon tocurfe us for giving them Being; 
if we are ambitious to retain the Name of a itrong, 
vigoraus and warlike People, let us treat the Doctor, 
his Zanys and his Nofrums with the Contemp: they 
deferve. Let us cultivate the Temperance and plain 
Diet of our Ancefters, and -fhun that luxurious Way. 
of Living, which hath been of late introduced a- 
mong us, and which may incline us to fly to the 4u- 
rum potabile, fora fhort, and palliative Relief, fince 
we may be affured of this, that all fuch Medicines, 
tho” they may give usa lite prefent Eafe, will be at- 
tended with a bitter and fatal Confequence, will de- 
molifh our Nerves, flacken our Sinews, and in the 
End-totally deftroy our Con/titution. 

Let us therefore refolve to imitate our wife and. 
brave Anceflors, in the Temprance of our Lives, 
and in the due Exerci/e of our Trades and Profeflions, 
and let us commit the Care of our. Health to fuch: 
Phyficians as a&t by ancient and eftablifh’d Rules. 
Let us perfift in this Behaviour but conttantly for the 
fpace of two. Years, and within that Time the Dac- 
tor will be hifed off the Stage with all the Infamy 
which fuch a Quack deferves.

fer his Tools to affront and libel this great Metropolis 
in Particular ? , es ; 

It was once faid in Parliament, even before the 
Jate happy Revolution took Place, That the Weight 
of England was in the People, and the more they 
knew the heavier it would be: And I could Wifh, 
proceeds the fame honeft Member, that fome would 
‘be fo, ute as toiconider-that this Weight bath iunk’ 
ill Miniiters of State almoff in all Ages .— Now his 
Honour cannot be ignorant that there is fome Truth 
in, this Affertion, and, therefore, “tis fo much the 
more aftonifhing, that his Conduct appears to be fo 
little influenc’d by it-—Whatever may be the Fact, 
he will hardly venture to declare, I believe, that 
the People are: lefs formidable now than they were 
before the Revolution; and tho’ none of our pre- 
fent Minifters, fhould ftand felf-condemn’d as i// 
ones, ‘Us not for their Intereft, that-they fhould be 
thought {o:—— Granting, therefore, the People, pre- 
fuming on their Gains by the faid Revolution, were 
wrong-headed enough to cavil with the memorable 
Attempt to introduce an universal Excife, and to 
exprefs their Apprehenfions in Journals and Pane 
phiets, 
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phlets, as well as in private and public Converfati- 
ons, nay even to petition againft it, and to folicite: 
their Reprefentatives in Perfon to throw out the 
Bill with the Contempt they thought it deferved, 
did they take unprecedented Liberties on this Oc- 
cafion ? Was there no Authority for their Proceed- 
ings in the Bill of Rights? Would they have de- 
ferved the Name of Freemen, or been treated any 
longer as fuch, if they had not called forth the 
Remains of that Spirit, for which their Anceflors 
were fo famous ? I am afraid not ; I am afraid it will 
appear they had both Reafon and Authority on 
their Side: But, if they had neither, they were 
fill the People of Exg/and, who teftify’d their Dif- 
like of that Meafure, and, therefore, deferved to be 
treated with fome little Re/ped however: I mean 
-* bree vo Policy eal. And it yw ro a 
the : ation of furdy Beggars apply’d to the 
whole Toiadin sett G the TK inpdom, Was an 
Expreffion rather too coatfe, and what a lefs courage- 
ous Man than his Honour, would fcarce have ven- 
tur’d to ufe: There being no Example of the like 
in the Engl Annals, except in the Mouth of 
de la Poole, Duke of Suffolk, who is faid to have 
called the Commons Tin#kers on a like Occafion. 
Granting, likewife, the Citizens of Lonpon 
were equally prefumptuous, in feiting afide a Ma- 


giftrate, they were difgufted with, tho’ fupported 


with all the Intereft and Credit his Honour could 
obtain in his Favour: Granting, moreover, they 
improv’d the fame Crifs to witne’s their Difapproba- 
tion of Piacemen in the Houfe of Commons, and did 
their Endeavours to remove them, ftill they were 
the Citizens of London; and, tho’ not Peers, and 
Privy-Counfellors, but downright Tradefmen and 
Artificers, ‘the printing a Lift of their Reprefenta- 
tives, under fuch invidious Maifreprefentations as 
Wareboufemen, Rag-Dyers, &¢. mui ever be re- 
membred 
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membred as another impolitic Step, tending’ rather 
to inflame Difcontents, than heal them: Arid, as an 
Indication, that, it was not for want of Good-will, 
if they were not réduc’d as low, as the faid Lift 
deferib’d them. 
Granting yet farther, that every St. Thomas's 
Day is called a Day of Triumph over Corruption, 
and Precedents of C——t Influence in Cafes of a 
fuperior Nature, receive very little Countenance 
within the City-Walls, an unfathionable Obftinacy 
and Perverfenefs is the utmoft I can, even on this 
Head, lay to their Charge: No Doubt his Honour 
knows beft who is fitteft for their Service, and it 
would argue the City much improv’d in the Arti- 
cle of good Breeding to aét according to order: 
But, if they will perfift in the antiquated, clownith 
Cuftoms of oid England, I fee no Remedy : They 
certainly have a Right to do it; and this I am 
orn of, that annual Libels, tho’ penn’d by 
. Lead’s own Hand, will never bring them to 
Reaf6n, or win over one fingle Convert. 
The City muft excufe me, if I likewife join in 
a gentle Complaint againft them for their extreme 
Senfibility of the Loffes they fuftain’d from: the: 
Spaniards, and their importanate and reiterated De- 
mands of Juftice by Force of Arms: It was what 
one fay call a Force put upon his Honour, and, as 
he clearly forefaw the Remedy might prove worfe 
than the Di/ea/e, tis now not to be wonder'd at, that 
he wajfbed bis Hands, not of the Bilood of it, 
fcarce any having been drawn, but the Embargoes,. 
Impreffings, Sicknefles, Expences, Stagnations, and 
other co-incident Mifchiefs, that have made the Cof- 
fers of the State ring hollow, as well as thofe of 
the Subject. ; : 
But. how wrong foever they might be in their 
Conceptions, That, if the Sword was once drawn, 
it would be in earnef, nor ever would he fheath'd 
Sir again, 
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again, “till they had obtain’d ample Reparation, as 
both Honfes: of Parliament had, at laft,. adopted 
this tefty Humour of theirs, as extraordinary Sup- 
plies had been granted, extraordinary Preparations 
made, and all Things feem’d to flatter their unrea- 
fonable Wifhes, I cannot perfuade my felf to con- 
clude it was fo entirely abfurd to {natch the firft Op- 
portunity that. offer’d, to join with the Legiflature, 
ia congratulating’ his Majeity on the Succefs of 
his Arms ;. and doing Juftice to the brave Man, 
who after fo many Years of m= 1 Sloth and. 
Inattivity, had firft employ’d the, Britzi Arms, to 
avenge the Wrongs of Britain, and retrieve her an- 
cient Glory. , 

Honeft Men cannot withhold their Praife where 
"tis. manifeltly due; and he muit have. been-long 
vers’d in the crooked Paths of Policy, who could 
have coiiceived: that his Honour would. have been 
difpleafed with Admiral Vernon for his Gallantry, 
or the City for teftifying a grateful Senfe of his 
Services. 
» But fuppariie their Zeal blind, their Gratitude 
impertinent, and their Compliments officious, it was 
rather toa cruel a Refentment to let loofe the Wit 
of a whole Party upon them.—— God knows Wit is 
a Commodity they don’c affeét to deal in, and on. 
the contrary, all the three Kingdoms with one Voice, 
acknowledge that their Adverfaries, the Beaux E/- 
prits of the Seull-C/ub, for their Talents that Way, 
are not .to be match’d in Europe: And no Won- 
der: ’Tis their Trade, the Craft they live by, and. 
we have feen them with Amazement, explode the 
beft Meafures, and vindicate the worit, with equal 
Succefs in both. : 

io be cenfur’d few Men can bear; to bé laugh’d 
at aone: However juftly, therefore, the City de- 
ferved a Check for their intemperate Joy on the 
firft Dawnings of the Succefs they. had fo eagerly. 
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contended for; it was, I fay, dealing too feverely 
with them, to make them the But of fach pointed 
Ridicule ;\ and tho’, in this oné particular, his Hoe 
nour refembles the poetical God of Love, thooring 
Arrows of Gold among his Friends, and of Lead 
among his Enemies, I cannot help concluding, as I 
began, that he is out in his Politics, and that in the 
End, the will fee his Error, and’ reca/7 Sis angry 
_Minifiers of Vengeance. | 

-- Malignant People, indeed, are pleafed to affert, 
there is as much Hope of the Son of Perdition; 
That, as Milton fays in the Perfon of the Devil, 
to do aught Good will never be his Task, but to do 
ill his fole Delight. And that however inartificial 
his prefent Meafures, with refpeét to the City, may 
feem, it will appear they are quite otherwife: His 
principal Aim being, according to them, to prowoke 3 
that* the Sufferers, {marting with continual Affronts
